—  Coed  dorms,  24-hour  visitation,  beer  on 
campus  —  dependency  is  a  thing  of  the 
past.

$238  per  semester  x  2  semesters  x  4  years, 
rent,  utilities,  meals,  books,  parking  tickets, 
personal  expenses  and  the  miscellaneous 
are  just  a  few  of  the  expenses  which  in- 
troduce you  to  a  condition  of  financial  over- 
extension, commonly  referred  to  as  being 
"in  debt."  For  four  years  you  scrimp,  save, 
adjust,  and  make-do  only  to  discover  that 
for  40  more  years  you  continue  to  do 
without,  so  that  your  children  won't  have  to.

After 
rain,  the  coarse  concrete  sidewalks 
become  a  refreshing  pathway  for 
bare  feet. 

Finely-veined  leaves  are  coated 
with  a  new  brilliance  that  reflects  the 
sunlight  after  a  summer  rain.  Then 
as  the  weather  turns  the  air  cooler 
and  crisper,  they  fall  to  the  ground.

The 
beige,  corrugated  walls  of  a  Kedzie 
Hall  stairway  contrast  with  the 
serene,  shiny  blue  walls  of  Calvin 
Hall.  Leaves  branch  up  Kedzie  walls, 
but  they  aren't  there  for  shelter. 
Bright  yellow  walls  of  the  Collegian's 
newsroom  relay  a  sense  of  urgency 
and  excitement  that  Calvin  lacks. 
Creaky,  brown  tweed  wooden  floors 
show  the  relaxed  atmosphere  of 
Calvin.  Both  are  different;  both  are 
needed. 

Vining  leaves  crawl  up  the  ruins  of 
Nichols  Gym  as  if  protecting  the 
remains.  It  stands  alone,  shut  off 
from  functional  buildings  in  its  world 
of  the  past.  Several  steps  away,  the 
new  KSU  Auditorium  stands. 

Its  cool  and  clean  modern  design 
contrasts  with  the  blackened  bulky 
stones  of  Nichols.  While  trees  sur- 
round the  gym,  the  auditorium 
stands  clearly  and  precisely  against 
the  sky.  Inside  the  auditorium,  the 
marble  floors  create  a  hushed, 
tranquil  atmosphere  charged  with 
anticipating  excitement.  Chandeliers 
sparkle  with  yellow  light  shafts  en- 


cased by  smooth,  clear  glass. 

Story  book  qualities  of  Holton  Hall 
contrast  sharply  with  chrome-plated, 
clean  Justin  Hall.  Peach,  yellow,  red, 
blue-green  and  baby  blue  doors  line 
one  Holton  Hall  corridor.  Disciplined, 
straight-backed  chairs  greet  visitors, 
while  Justin  offers  soft,  cushiony 
couches.  A  wall  of  windows  creates 
openness,  and  doorbells  announce 
start  and  end  of  classes. 

Two  chapels,  two  different  moods 
and  many  different  textures.  Both 
chapels  effectively  close  off  the  out- 
side world. 

Memorial  Chapel  offers  freshness 
and  space.  Upper  tree  branches 
swaying  in  the  wind  can  be  seen 
through  the  large  windows.  Reddish- 
brown  stained  beams  support  the 
high  ceiling,  and  suspended  globes 
give  off  diffused  light.  Simple 
designs  create  beauty  and  strength. 
There  are  rows  and  rows  of  empty 
red  plush  seats  in  Memorial  Chapel. 
Peace  and  calm  fill  the  air.  Straight 
steel  pipes  stand  tall.  They  provide 
shelter  against  the  busy  world,  but 
do  not  deny  its  presence. 

Oanforth  Chapel  sits  quietly  amid 
the  trees.  Smaller  and  closer  in  at- 
mosphere than  Memorial,  only 
shadows  of  tree  branches  can  be 
seen  through  the  stained-glass  win- 
dows. Streams  of  red,  blue,  yellow, 
green  and  purple  light  filter  through 
the  windows  onto  the  smooth  stone 
sill.  Green  corduroy  cushions  the 
pews.  Complete  protection  is  given 
and  the  outside  world  is  very  distant. 

As  texture  and  atmosphere 
change,  so  do  moods.  Moods 
change  with  the  night,  with  the 
seasons  and  with  the  years.

Opera,  musical  comedy,  original 
one-acts,  Broadway  comedy  farce, 
and  experimental  theater  presen- 
tations emerged  from  the  Univer- 
sity's theatrical  bag  as  the  season 
progressed. 

"La  Boheme,"  a  tragi-comic  opera 
by  Giacomo  Puccini,  opened  the 
season  March  7-11  in  the  KSU 
Auditorium. 

Approximately  150  K-State  faculty 
members  and  students  participated 
in  the  joint  production  by  the 
Departments  of  Speech  and  Music. 

Irreverent  musical  comedy  took 
the  stage  the  following  week  with 
"Monks,"  a  premiere  production  of 
an  original  play  by  K-State  faculty 
members  Michael  McCarthy  and 
Norman  Fedder.  Mark  Ollington,  K- 
State  auditorium  manager,  wrote  the 
original  score  for  the  play. 

Directed  by  co-playwright  Fedder, 
"Monks"  poked  fun  at  "cultsy  devils, 
chastity  nuts,  women's  lib"  and  other 
assorted  fools. 

Arthur  Kopit's  popular  comedy 
farce,  "Oh  Dad,  Poor  Dad,  Mama's 
Hung   You   In  The  Closet  And  I'm 


Feeling  So  Sad,"  was  presented  in 
the  Purple  Masque  Theatre  March 
20-23. 

Intended  by  Kopit  to  be  a  satiric 
take-off  on  Tennessee  Williams' 
heavy  dramatic  style,  "Oh  Dad"  un- 
ravelled the  adventures  of  a  woman 
who  travels  around  the  world  with 
her  dead  and  stuffed  husband,  a 
Venus  flytrap,  and  her  son  —  whom 
she  never  lets  out  of  her  sight. 

"Summer  and  Smoke," 
"Rumpelstiltskin,"  "See  How  They 
Run,"  and  "Adaptation  —  Next" 
began  Continental  Theatre  Com- 
pany's week-long  "Repertory  in 
Residence  Program"  April  5-9  in  the 
KSU  Auditorium. 

Also  performed  by  CTC  that  week 
were  "The  Fantasticks,"  "The 
Emperor's  New  Clothes"  and  an  ex- 
perimental production  of  "The 
Merchant  of  Venice." 

"Carpenter,"  a  two-character  play 
presented  April  12-15,  was  written 
and  directed  by  Stephen  Harrington 
as  his  thesis  production. 

Three  original  one-acts  show- 
cased student  talent  April  26-29  in 
the  Purple  Masque  Theatre.  Written 
by  three  undergraduates,  these 
plays  also  were  directed,  acted,  and 
technically  produced  by  students. 

"Someone    Died    in    Ibiza,"    by 


Michael  Donohue,  was  a  character 
study  of  an  ex-patriate  artist  and  why 
he  decides  to  go  home. 

Kim  Riley's  "Clifford"  was  a  por- 
trait of  a  poolshark  and  his  methods 
of  using  people. 

"The  Guest,"  by  Lana  Castle,  used 
black  humor  to  contrast  the  behavior 
of  an  ex-mental  institution  patient 
with  the  craziness  of  the  outside 
world. 

Spring  Experimental  Theater 
Presentations  gave  fully-rehearsed 
readings,  followed  by  discussions  of 
four  new  plays.  One  of  these  plays, 
"The  Theobald  Springtime,"  was 
written  by  Joel  Climenhaga,  K-State 
director  of  theater. 

"The  Investigation,"  a  Readers' 
Theater  presentation  directed  by 
Elizabeth  Harris,  helped  close  the 
season  May  1. 

Thinking  back  over  the  months  of 
preparation,  curtain  calls,  occasional 
disappointments  and  the  inevitable 
chore  of  striking  sets,  it  becomes  dif- 
ficult to  distinguish  one  season  from 
another. 

Yet  there  is  a  special  quality  about 
any  theater  season  that  is  individual, 
but  fleeting.  That  difference  lies 
within  each  participant  and  what  he 
experienced  —  regardless  of  his 
position  in  relation  to  the  footlights.

K-State  students 
display  skills 
at  LAR,  Rodeo 

Cows,  pigs,  sheep,  horses  and 
humans  congregated  at  Weber 
Arena  late  in  the  spring  of  1972  for 
both  the  Little  American  Royal  and 
the  Inter-Collegiate  Rodeo. 

The  LAR,  sponsored  by  the  Little 
American  Royal  Association,  is 
presented  in  conjunction  with  the 
All-University  Open  House  each 
spring.  It  is  a  chance  for  students  to 
test  their  showmanship  by  training 
and  showing  University-owned 
animals. 

The  approximately  200  students 
who  participated  in  the  program 
were  not  judged  on  their  animals, 
but  primarily  on  their  own  show- 
manship. 

Top  showmen  had  an  opportunity 
to  win  one  of  three  $200 
scholarships. 

The  K-State  Inter-Collegiate 
Rodeo,  sponsored  by  Chaparrajos, 
drew  college  rodeo  teams  from  the 
University  of  Kansas,  North  Dakota 
State,  South  Dakota  State  and  the 
University  of  Nebraska. 

To  participate  in  the  rodeo,  a  stu- 
dent had  to  be  a  member  of  a 
college  team  and  own  or  borrow  a 
horse. 

The  rodeo,  which  ran  for  two 
nights  attracted  nearly  6,000  people 
—  many  of  whom  wore  traditional 
rodeo  and  western  garb. 
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Dirt  Band  returns  to  K-State;  records  live  album 


The  mystique  of  a  rock  band  can 
impart  an  awe  and  reverence  in  its 
fans  which  makes  them  want  to  see 
the  group  again  and  again. 

This  was  the  case  with  Nitty  Gritty 
Dirt  Band's  return  visit  to  the  K-State 
campus.  Many  students  saw  them 
on  their  first  visit  and  enjoyed  their 
music  so  much  they  attended  the  se- 
cond concert. 

Others,  having  missed  the  first 
concert,  received  another  chance  to 
view  the  musical  antics  of  the  Dirt 
Band. 

Many  people  were  lured  by  the 
Earl  Scruggs  Revue  and  by  the  an- 
nouncement of  a  live  recording  for 
a  Nitty  Gritty  Dirt  Band  album. 


Both  shows  were  sell-outs,  prov- 
ing to  the  Dirt  Band  that  they  are 
welcome  at  K-State. 

Each  show  featured  an  hour  of  the 
Scruggs  Revue's  rock-bluegrass 
sound,  followed  by  the  Nitty  Gritty 
Dirt  Band's  entertaining  show.  NGDB 
played  many  songs  and  performed 
their  Fifties  routine,  complete  with 
slicked-down  hair,  three-inch  cuffs, 
and  switchblades. 

The  second  show  was  climaxed  by 
a  jam  session  combining  Nitty  Gritty 
Dirt  Band  and  the  Scruggs  Revue. 
The  songs  were  old  spirituals  spark- 
ed with  new  life  by  the  combined  ef- 
forts of  the  two  groups. 

The   audience   responded   ex- 


uberantly; they  were  on  their  feet  and 
clapping  much  of  the  time. 

The  Dirt  Band's  jokes  and  gags 
drew  endless  laughter,  creating  a 
mood  of  involvement  and  enjoy- 
ment. 

Some  students  criticized  that  Nitty 
Gritty  Dirt  Band's  second  "whole  new 
show"  was  an  exact  replica  of  the  fall 
performance  —  evidenced  by  the 
repetition  of  the  Fifties  skit  per- 
formed during  their  first  visit. 
However,  there  can  be  no  mistake 
that  the  response  was  indeed  the 
same:  "Can't  wait  'till  they  come 
back." 
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A  new  populist  movement 
and  a  return  of  political  power 
to  the  people  were  the  ideals 
expounded  by  Sen.  Fred  Harris 
in  an  All-University  Convoca- 
tion March  16. 

Harris,  Oklahoma  Democrat, 
was  first  to  announce  his  bid  for 
the  Democratic  Presidential 
nomination. 

Harris  called  for  a  redistribu- 
tion of  the  country's  wealth 
from  the  corporate  intersts 
back  to  the  common  man. 

"Most  people  dont  feel  that 
the  political  process  will  deliver 
on  their  legitimate  complaints," 
Harris  said.  Consequently, 
there  exists  in  America  today  a 
"kind  of  hopelessness." 

Harris  said  he  feels  such 
matters  as  health  care  and  the 
right  to  good  housing  should  be 
basic  to  all  people. 


Troy  Perry  is  not  an  average 
minister.  And  his  congregation  is 
not  too  typical  either.  Perry  and 
his  flock  are  professed  homosex- 
uals. 

The  subject  of  Perry's  March  2 
speech  was  the  gay  community.  It 
was  sponsored  by  UFM,  Union 
News  and  Views,  and  the  Manhat- 
tan Gay  Consciousness  Group  as 
part    of    the    Alternatives 


Conference. 

Perry  is  minister  of  the 
Metropolitan  Community  Church 
in  Los  Angeles. 

The  gay  community  is  like  any 
other  minority  group,  Perry  ex- 
plained. 

"Homosexuals  have  no  'H' 
stamped  on  their  foreheads; 
homosexual  men  don't  all  wear 
dresses,"  Perry  said. 


Perry  lamented  the  preconceiv- 
ed notions  most  people  have 
about  homosexuals.  These  are 
evident  in  "archaic  laws"  that  per- 
mit punishment  for  homosexual 
behavior. 

"Jesus  never  said,  'Come  to  me 
all  you  heterosexuals',"  Perry 
stated.  "He  said,  'Come  unto  me 
all  you  who  are  heavy  laden  and  I 
will  give  you  rest'."

Spring  speakers  discuss  politics,  gay  life 


"Man  does  not  live  by  In- 
come alone;  he  must  have  a 
sense  of  purpose,"  Sen.  Frank 
Church  said  April  18. 

Church,  Idaho  Democrat,  ad- 
dressed an  All-University  Con- 
vocation on  subjects  including 
the  elderly,  welfare,  the  Social 
Security  system  and  stepped- 
up  bombing  in  the  war  in  In- 
dochina. 

After  proposing  a  change  in 
the  welfare  system  in  which  the 
elderly  would  be  removed  from 
welfare  rolls,  Church  added:  "A 
person's  lifetime  should  not  be 
limited  to  one  career." 

Church  touched  on  the  Viet- 
nam War,  saying,  the  United 
States  needs  a  President  who 
will  tell  the  American  people 
this  country  has  done 
everything  it  can  for  Vietnam. 

"Our  failures  in  the  past  need 
not  be  repeated  in  the  future. 
Maybe  we  are  commencing  to 
take  the  blinders  off,"  he  said. 


Today's  markets  are  so  con- 
fusing that  consumers  are 
much  like  Alice  In  Wonderland, 

Betty  Furness,  former  Presi- 
dent Lyndon  Johnson's  assis- 
tant on  consumer  affairs,  said. 

Ms.  Furness  spoke  May  3  at 
an  All-University  Convocation 
as  part  of  the  First  National 
Conference  on  Student  Con- 
sumer Action. 

The  consumers  are  at  a 
definite  disadvantage  in  the 
consumer  game;  they  generally 
feel  the  manufacturers  are 
looking  out  for  them  —  which 
isn't  necessarily  true,  she  said. 

"The  consumers  should 
complain  and  become  more 
suspicious  of  large  cor- 
porations. They  should  not  only 
be  aware  of  price,  but  also  of 
harm  to  the  environment,"  Ms. 
Furness  said. 

Consumers  can  be  influential 
in  getting  existing  laws  chang- 
ed if  they  will  write  directly  to 
the  people  involved. 
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Speakers  call  for  more  leaders,  equality,  success 


"Never  before  have  people 
bought  their  food  so  cheaply," 
Earl  Butz,  secretary  of  agriculture, 
told  a  near-capacity  audience  at 
KSU  Auditorium  May  4. 

Using  statistics  to  show  food 
costs  had  gone  down  over  the 
past  year,  Butz  said  by  the  year 
2000,  the  capacity  to  feed  another 
three  billion  people  must  be 
developed. 

The  Landon  lecturer  also 
stressed  the  need  for  capable 
leaders. 

"Education    is    the    most 


profitable  investment  we  can 
make,"  Butz  said,  explaining  that 
it  produces  two  areas  of 
leadership:  in  professions  and  in 
government. 

"It  is  the  'I  can'  spirit  that  has 
made  us  what  we  are  and  gives  us 
unlimited  power  for  the  future,"  he 
said.  "This  is  the  intellectual  world 
where  challenges  are— we  live  in  a 
world  of  ideas." 

Butz  received  a  standing  ova- 
tion at  both  the  introduction  and 
the  closing  of  his  speech. 
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Most  of  what  people  have 
heard  about  women's  liberation 
is  inaccurate,  a  spokeswoman 
said  April  14. 

Jo  Freeman,  an  organizer  of 
the  women's  liberation  move- 
ment discussed  the  theory  of 
women's  lib  in  a  speech  during 
Women's  Awareness  Week. 

"There  is  no  comprehensive 
set  of  beliefs  which  can  ac- 
curately be  labeled  women's 
liberationist  or  feminist.  At  best 
one  can  say  there  is  a  general 
agreement  on  two  theoretical 
concerns:  the  first  being  the 
feminist  critique  of  society,  and 
the  second,  the  idea  of  op- 
pression," she  said. 

Many  laws  of  the  land  are  op- 
pressing women,  Ms.  Freeman 
said.  But  she  said  she  feels 
confident  the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment  will  change  them. 


Cleaner  air  and  water  will 
become  a  reality  in  the  near 
future  as  a  result  of  work  done 
by  the  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency,  according  to 
William  Ruckelshaus,  En- 
vironmental Agency  ad- 
ministrator. Ruckelshaus  spoke 
to  the  K-State  community  April 
12  as  part  of  the  Landon  Lec- 
ture series. 

"What  our  society  badly 
needs  are  some  successes," 
Ruckelshaus  said.  "I  believe 
that  with  the  environment  we 
have  a  chance  for  such 
successes.  The  progress  will 
not  be  overnight  but  will  be 
seen  in  cleaner  air,  purer  water 
and  earth  beautification." 

"Environmentalism  teaches 
us  a  new  ethic  and  a  new 
reverence  for  life,  helps  to  unify 
the  American  people  and  will 
inspire  new  confidence  in 
man's  power  to  control  his  own 
destiny,"  he  said. 

"We  must  build  a  world," 
Ruckelshaus  said  in  conclu- 
sion, "where  human  beings 
count  more  than  machines." 
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Women's  liberation:  a  road  to  human  liberation?

What  do  you  do  when  you're  dis- 
satisfied with  life?  What  do  you  do 
when  the  boss  pays  Sam  twice  as 
much  to  do  the  same  job  you  do 
even  better?  What  do  you  do  when 
it's  not  enough  to  clean  house,  cook 
dinner  and  wash  dishes? 

Increasing  on  both  the  national 
and  local  levels  are  groups  of 
women,  unhappy  with  their  status  in 
life  and  willing  to  work  to  change  it. 
Even  as  conservative  a  campus  as 
K-State  has  sympathetic  and  active 
workers  in  women's  awareness 
movements. 

"It  is  really  growing  here,"  one 
soft-voiced  advocate  observed.  "The 
time  is  ripe." 

Under  the  free  university  system, 
a  series  of  women's  groups  have 
been  established  to  discuss  various 
aspects  of  the  status  of  women. 

Ranging  from  high  school  age  to 
62,  women  from  Manhattan  gather  to 
fulfill  different  needs  —  political, 
emotional,  and  spiritual.  Most  of  the 
women  are  older  college  students 
who  are  married  or  have  been 
married. 

Growing  from  two  of  these  groups 
is  the  Women's  Political  Caucus 
which  was  in  the  planning  stage  last 
fall.  A  NOW  (National  Organization 
for  Women)  chapter  is  also  being  es- 
tablished as  a  result  of  one  of  the 
consciousness-raising  groups. 

The  words  "women's  liberation" 
evoke  a  wide  spectrum  of  responses 
at  K-State. 

"I  don't  agree  with  the  ideology 
that  fosters  hate,"  a  student 
organizer  of  the  consciousness- 
raising  groups  explained. 

"I  agree  with  the  rest  of  the 
philosophy  for  those  who  want  it.  I 
think  society  places  too  much 
emphasis  on  the  patriarchal  situa- 
tion. We  need  to  look  at  the  struc- 


ture and  change  it,"  she  said. 

She  said  she  has  found  K-State 
students  to  be,  in  general,  apathetic 
and  confused  about  the  groups  and 
women's  lib  as  a  whole. 

"The  media  has  played  up  the  bad 
aspects  of  women's  lib,"  she  con- 
tinued. 

The  majority  of  coeds  who  agree 
with  the  basic  goals  of  women's  lib 
are  not  active  in  an  organization  as 
such. 

"I  believe  the  abilities  of  males 
and  females  are  equal  but  not  iden- 
tical," one  girl  commented.  "I  think 
they  should  get  the  same  pay  for  the 
same  job,  but  I  don't  agree  with  the 
radical  lib  movement." 

A  coed  who  is  one  of  five  girls  in 
the  sophomore  class  of  85  veterinary 
school  students  said  her  situation 
has  changed  since  her  freshman 
year. 

"Last  year  I  felt  self-conscious," 
she  explained.  "I  tend  to  be  shy,  and 
I  was  scared  of  making  a  bad  im- 
pression. I  thought  some  of  the  guys 
felt  I  was  taking  their  buddies'  place. 
Now,  I  think  I  probably  had  a  chip  on 
my  shoulder  then.  We're  like  a  fami- 
ly. Now,  if  someone  doesn't  like  me  I 
know  it's  because  of  who  I  am  and 
not  because  I'm  female." 

A  coed  who  is  in  the  predominant- 
ly female  curriculum  of  home 
economics  said  women's  lib  is 
something  to  which  everyone  should 
relate. 

"I'm  not  really  radical,"  she 
explained.  "I'm  mainly  concerned 
with  getting  everybody  to  realize 
there  is  something  to  it." 

Although  she  is  not  active  in  an 
organized  movement,  she  said  she 
felt  some  of  the  radical  women's 
groups  were  necessary  in  order  to 
gain  attention. 


"I  don't  feel  like  I've  really  had  any 
problems  with  discrimination,"  she 
said,  "but  sometimes  I  really  get 
mad.  Whenever  someone  brings  up 
women's  lib,  most  of  the  guys  laugh 
and  treat  it  like  a  big  joke." 

Some  girls  said  they  feel  the  un- 
iversity system  is  fair  to  both  sexes, 
but  after  graduation  the  situation 
changes. 

"I  have  a  semi-skilled  job  and  am 
being  paid  less  than  half  of  what  a 
guy  doing  the  same  job  at  the  same 
place  is  getting,"  a  senior  coed  said. 
"This  is  the  kind  of  thing  that  makes 
me  pro-women's  lib." 

A  married  student  who  is  close  to 
earning  her  degree  said  she  feels 
relatives  are  expecting  her  to  finish 
school  so  she  can  start  a  family. 

"They  don't  consider  it  important 
for  me  to  have  a  career,"  she 
explained. 

Some  definite  results  of  the 
women's  awareness  movement 
have  been  seen  at  K-State.  Several 
classes,  including  Sociology  of 
Women  and  Sex  and  Politics,  are 
now  being  offered.  A  newly- 
established  women's  center  in 
Fairchild  Hall  offers  a  reading  area 
and  resource  material. 

Last  year,  a  week  was  devoted  to 
women's  awareness  which  included 
speakers  and  panels  on  subjects 
ranging  from  zero  population  growth 
to  women  in  politics. 

"Things  are  still  slow  here,"  a 
women's  liberation  organizer 
observed.  "There  are  still  people 
who  are  happy  with  traditional  sex 
roles.  There  are  many  students  who 
haven't  gotten  into  the  working  world 
yet,  so  they  don't  feel  it  involves 
them  —  although  it  should.  I  feel  the 
whole  goal  of  women's  liberation  is 
human  liberation."

This  question  is  one  of  the  corn- 
ilex  ones,  and  whether  or  not  there 
/ill  be  a  1974  Royal  Purple  depends 
in  the  events  of  this  winter  and  the 
•ersonalities  of  K-State's  student 
enators,  who  are  ultimately  respon- 
ible  for  funding  (or  not  funding)  the 
earbook. 

In  the  past,  a  line  item  of  $2  per 

emester  was  allocated  to  the  RP  by 

Student  Senate.  But  two  years  ago, 

ienate  voted  to  exclude  the  RP  from 

he  list  of  allocations. 

According  to  Student  Body  Presi- 
lent  John  Ronnau,  it  was  decided  by 
i  majority  vote  that  the  Royal  Purple 
3  a  "luxury  item." 

Most  student  senators  said  they 
elt  the  money  for  the  book's  finan- 
:ing  should  come  from  the 
)urchasing  students  instead  of  from 
he   whole   student   body,    Ronnau 


said. 

Student  Publications  made  a  sur- 
vey last  spring  concerning  the  RP. 
Students  interviewed  were  chosen 
by  a  computer  to  accurately  repre- 
sent the  variety  of  opinions  and 
backgrounds  of  the  student  body. 
The  survey  showed  that  83  percent 
of  the  students  wanted  the  yearbook 
funded  by  Student  Senate  com- 
pared to  the  1 1  percent  opposed  to 
the  idea. 

"I  believe  the  yearbook  is  dis- 
appearing in  the  large  colleges  and 
universities.  Many  students,  who 
have  moved  off-campus,  no  longer 
have  close  school  ties.  Therefore, 
they  no  longer  consider  the  year- 
book as  relevant.  They  have  other 
priorities,"  Bill  Brown,  director  of 
Student  Publications,  said. 

According  to  Brad  Murphree, 
Royal  Purple  editor,  "The  majority  of 
the  students  on  this  campus  still  see 
the  value  in  yearbooks,  but  the  trend 
nationally  is  growing  away  from 
purchasing  them." 

He  added  the  sales  profits  are 
mainly  from  freshmen  and  seniors. 

"The  freshmen  buy  it  because  it  is 
a  carry-over  from  their  high  school 
days.  Seniors  support  the  book 
because  it  is  their  last  gasp  before 
going  out  into  the  real  world,"  he 
said. 

How  could  the  students  help  to 
save  the  yearbook? 

Ronnau  suggested  having  a 
referendum  with  hopes  that  the  stu- 
dent body  would  vote  on  the  issue.  A 


funding  can  be  requested  at  any 
time,  and  senators  are  always  ready 
to  listen  to  students  ideas,  he  said. 

"If  the  students  want  to  continue 
the  RP  they  should  elect  SGA 
senators  who  feel  the  same  way," 
Murphree  commented. 

If  the  Royal  Purple  dies,  Student 
Publications  will  continue  to  publish 
the  Collegian,  Dimensions,  and  the 
University  directory.  They  cannot 
financially  support  the  Royal  Purple 
without  an  allocation  from  Student 
Senate. 

"I  would  like  to  see  the  yearbook 
continue  and  hope  Student 
Publications  will  publish  it  in  the 
future,"  Brown  said. 

This  year  the  Royal  Purple  was 
financed  through  sales,  and  $6,000 
remaining  from  last  year's  book.  The 
deficit  will  be  made  up  by  Student 
Publication's  equipment  fund.  Still, 
these  are  last-ditch  efforts  —  they 
have  granted  a  reprieve  of  only  one 
year  for  the  RP. 

"Without  a  yearbook,  we  find  it 
harder  to  remember  our  college 
years.  The  people  who  buy  the  book 
want  to  be  reminded,"  Murphree 
said. 

It  was  to  be  decided  by  Student 
Senate  in  late  March  or  early  April  if 
the  Royal  Purple  was  to  remain  an 
institution  at  K-State,  or  if  this  will  be 
the  last  RP. 

And  until  then,  the  Royal  Purple 
staff  and  K-State  students  had  to  do 
what  all  would-be  prophets  in- 
variably do  —  wait  and  see. 
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38— Longest  Weekend  Ever 


Aspects  of  Black  culture  accented 
during  BSU's  "Longest  Weekend" 


April  28-30,  1972,  was  termed 
"The  Longest  Weekend  Ever"  by  its 
sponsor,  the  Black  Student  Union. 

The  purpose  of  the  weekend  was 
to  acquaint  students  with  varied 
aspects  of  Black  American  culture. 

Unfortunately,  the  weekend  suf- 
fered from  some  low  turnouts  which 
took  their  toll  on  the  over-all  effect  of 
the  weekend. 

"The  Longest  Weekend"  began 
with  Dick  Gregory's  lengthy  speech 
Friday  afternoon  in  the  KSU 
Auditorium  before  a  near-capacity 
audience.  Gregory  combined  humor 
with  wisdom,  trying  to  force  the 
audience  out  of  its  apathy  and 
"ignorance."  He  spoke  of  the 
hunger,  strife,  and  cruelty  in  the 
world,  begging  his  listeners  to  rise 
up  against  them. 

Gregory's  humor  was  warmly 
received,  but  his  "revolutionary" 
ideas  caused  some  grumbling  and 
much  silence  in  the  crowd. 

Friday  night  the  auditorium  hosted 
the  Cannonball  Adderley  Quintet, 
but  this  time  the  audience  consisted 
of  less  than  five  hundred  people. 
Still,  Cannonball  and  Co.  played  as  if 
the  house  were  full. 


The  Quintet's  music  consisted  of 
intricately  structured,  funky  jazz.  The 
horns  provided  beautiful  lyric 
melodies,  backed  up  by  excellent 
drum,  bass  and  piano  work. 

The  small  audience  thoroughly 
enjoyed  Cannonball's  unique  blend 
of  jazz.  But  many  were  disappointed 
that  more  K-State  students  and 
faculty  did  not  attend. 

Saturday  featured  a  "Soulful 
Black  Breakfast"  in  the  Union  with  a 
menu  including  grits,  fried  yams, 
biscuits,  muffins,  sausage  and  ham. 

That  afternoon  there  was  a  foot- 
ball game  in  the  stadium  and  Kappa 
Alpha  Psi  presented  its  annual  "Kap- 
pa Ball"  Saturday  night. 

"The  Longest  Weekend  Ever" 
closed  Sunday  morning  with  "Fan- 
tasy in  Fashions"  presented  in 
Forum  Hall,  sponsored  by  local 
merchants. 

The  impact  of  the  weekend  may 
not  have  been  colossal;  and  the  K- 
State  community  may  have  been  to 
blame  for  their  lack  of  attention.  But 
"The  Longest  Weekend  Ever"  was  a 
valiant,  ambitious  idea  on  the  part  of 
the  K-State  Black  community. 
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Awareness — 

"We  want  to  stop  you  from  patting 
us  on  the  back  and  saying,  'Hi, 
Chief!',"  a  spokesman  for  the 
American  Indian  Movement  (AIM) 
told  K-Staters. 

Appearing  during  The  American 
Indian  in  an  American  Society 
Conference  March  17-22,  he  spoke 
of  his  organization's  efforts  to  wipe 
out  the  stereotypes  white  men  have 
perpetuated  about  Indian  people. 

The  conference,  sponsored  by 
Union  Program  Council,  promoted 
understanding  of  Indian  Pride. 

Women  from  the  Topeka  Indian 
Center    demonstrated    the    art    of 


preparing  foods,  and  Indian 
craftsmen  displayed  silverwork  and 
costume  beading  techniques. 

Panel  discussions  and  seminars 
dealt  with  such  topics  as  land 
restoration  and  Indian  civil  rights. 

The  White  Roots  of  Peace,  a 
Mohawk  nation  performing  group, 
invited  the  public  to  share  Indian 
customs  and  philosophy  through 
singing,  dancing,  and  poetry. 

A  film  series  —  including  "Soldier 
Blue"  and  "A  Man  Called  Horse"  — 
and  special  art  exhibits  helped  to 
coordinate  the  conference's  week- 
long  focus  on  the  Indian  experience. 


Spring  news — 

In  the  Spring  of  1972: 
—At  a  student  strike  in  March,  250 
K-Staters  protested  the  University 
system  of  tenure  which  does  not 
allow  student  voice  in  the  hiring  and 
firing  of  instructors. 
— A  new  health  craze  saw  many 
Americans  taking  large  doses  of 
vitamin  E,  which  supposedly  cures 
everything  from  failing  sex  lives  to 
ulcers. 

—Clifford  and  Edith  Irving  were  in- 
dicted on  charges  of  fabricating 
taped  interviews  in  a  plot  to  obtain 
$750,000  for  a  bogus  autobiography 
of  billionaire  Howard  Hughes. 
—Gov.  George  Wallace  ran  well 
ahead  of  10  opponents  to  win  75  of 
the  81  Democratic  delegate  votes  in 
Florida's  Presidential  primary. 
—A  fire  caused  approximately  $6,- 
000  damage  to  a  K-State  dairy  barn. 
—J.  Edgar  Hoover,  FBI  head  for  48 
years,  died  at  age  77.  Hoover  had 
built  a  unique  anti-crime  force  noted 
for  its  pinpoint  discipline. 
—And  finally,  work  began  on  a  new 
synthetic  floor  in  Ahearn  Fieldhouse 
and  was  to  be  completed  before  the 
1973  basketball  season. 


Pageantry — 

Far  from  the  glitter  and  glamour  of 
Miami  Beach,  home  of  the  Miss 
America  pageant,  in  Manhattan's 
Municipal  Auditorium,  a  K-State 
coed  was  crowned  Miss  Manhattan- 
K-State. 

On  that  spring  Saturday  evening 
the  contestants  sang  and  danced  in 
front  of  cardboard  scenery  and 
walked  onto  a  temporary  runway  for 
viewers  —  seated  in  folding  chairs 
on  the  basketball  floor. 

Despite  the  pageant's  faults,  at 
one  time  all  the  girls  must  have 
dreamed  that  the  Manhattan 
auditorium  would  be  only  a  stepping 
stone  to  the  real  pageantry  in  Miami. 

Between  acts  Master  of 
Ceremonies  Larry  Weigel  struggled 
to  fill  time  with  jokes  and  harmonica 
tunes.  Occasionally  he'd  stop  to  in- 
troduce prominent  Manhattan 
citizens,  but  much  to  Weigel's 
embarrassment,  several  of  the 
prominents  had  preferred  to  stay 
home. 


Their  indifference  reflected  many 
others'  questions  about  the 
pageant's  importance. 

On  campus  the  Collegian  ran  an 
editorial  denouncing  the  pageant. 
Many  students  agreed  with  the 
editorial  comments  which  stated  that 
pageant  girls  were  not  "American 
girls,"  but  phonies.  The  editorial 
ended  with  the  authors  saying  they 
could  think  of  better  things  to  do  with 
their  time  —  including  traveling  to 
the  local  dump  for  a  rat  hunt. 

Minus  a  few  Manhattan 
businessmen  and  Collegian 
reporters  the  pageant  was  well- 
attended.  Members  of  living  groups 
representing  the  girls,  parents  and 
relatives  filled  the  auditorium. 

Those  present  saw  Riva  Stevens, 
representing  Pi  Beta  Phi  sorority, 
crowned  Miss  Manhattan-K-State. 

The  time,  pride,  hours  of  work  and 
tension  of  awaiting  the  judges'  deci- 
sion make  it  possible  to  draw  an 
analogy  between  the  pageant  and  a 
cattle  judging  contest. 

Both  provide  an  opportunity  for 


interested  persons  to  achieve  their 
special  goals,  and  for  others  in  the 
audience  to  admire  the  excellent 
qualities  of  the  competitors. 
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Rod  McKuen— 

Propped  up  on  a  stool  and  clad  in 
track  tennies  and  faded  blue-jeans, 
Rod  McKuen  charmed  the  sell-out 
audience  in  the  KSU  Auditorium  on 
April  18  and  19. 

The  poet,  lyricist,  composer,  lec- 
turer and  lover  recited  his  poetry, 
beginning  with  his  poems  about  man 
by  ages  and  ending  with  his  poems 
on  "Sloopy,"  a  cat  which  led  to 
McKuen's  comments  on  the  preser- 
vation of  animals. 

When  no  one  in  the  audience  had 
any  questions  to  ask  him  during  a 
question  and  answer  period, 
McKuen  humbly  stated,  "That's  kind 
of  neat  in  a  way." 

The  mood  was  soon  broken  when 
a  hand  shot  into  the  air.  He  com- 
mented briefly  on  his  personal 
philosophy  (thinking  of  and  living  in 
the  past),  and  on  the  current  state  of 
affairs  (attacking  Martha  Mitchell, 
Melvin  Laird  and  "killing"  in 
general). 

Moment  to  Moment,  a  book  of 
McKuen's  poetry  which  is  sold  only 
at  his  concerts,  was  offered  to  the 
crowd  before  and  after  the  program. 


Danzi  Quintet— 

The  Danzi  Woodwind  Quintet 
closed  the  Chamber  Music  Series' 
1971-72  season  in  the  KSU 
Auditorium. 

The  group  from  Amsterdam, 
Holland  played  early  18th,  19th,  and 
20th  century  music. 

K-State  contracts  these  small 
vocal  and   instrumental  ensembles 


through  a  block-buying  agreement 
with  other  Kansas  schools.  The 
groups  play  at  Hays,  Topeka,  Kan- 
sas University,  the  University  of 
Arkansas  and  others  as  they  tour  the 
area. 

The  Danzi  Quintet  was  the  fourth 
and  final  concert  in  a  series  which  in- 
cluded the  Poge  String  Quartet,  the 
Warsaw  Piano  Quintet,  and  the 
Spanish  Harpists. 


Patrolman— 

Patrolman  Captain.  The  words 
arouse  certain  images  immediately 
—  conditioned  responses  prompted 
by  past  experiences  or  hearsay. 
Some  are  bad  —  some  good. 

Paul  Nelson  is  K-State  Patrolman 
Captain.  He  has  been  chief  of  traffic 
and  security  since  July,  1958. 

Before  then  Nelson  spent  16  years 
running  a  small  shop  in  Aggieville 
which  sold  popcorn,  orange  juice, 
and  hot  dogs. 

"This  job  has  fewer  hassles  than  a 
city  job,"  Nelson  said.  "The  city 
police  have  to  deal  with  'family 
problems'  but  there  are  very  few  dis- 
turbances at  Jardine  Terrace." 

Nelson  is  a  pleasant  man  who  is 
nevertheless  firm  in  his  convictions. 
He  is  helpful  but  unyielding  when  it 
comes  to  complaints  of  traffic 
violators.  If  you  are  in  the  wrong, 
there  is  no  use  arguing.  Chief  Nelson 
is  fair,  but  forceful. 

"One  of  the  main  jobs  of  the  cam- 
pus police  is  to  clear  up  traffic  con- 
gestion before  and  after  football 
games,"  Nelson  said.  "This  is 
sometimes   difficult  with    only  two 


patrol  cars." 

Other  functions  include  in- 
vestigating thefts. 

"I  can  remember  when  the  dor- 
mitory rooms  didn't  have  locks," 
Nelson  said.  "The  most  thefts  occur 
just  before  vacations  such  as 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  spring 
break." 

"A  ruling  made  July  1  makes 
things  difficult  for  police,"  Nelson 
said.  "It  states  that  no  person  can  be 
arrested  on  a  drunk  charge  if  he  is 
on  foot.  So  if  there  is  a  possibility  of 
your  being  arrested  for  drunken 
driving,  just  get  out  of  the  car  and 
start  walking.  You  won't  be  arrested 
then." 

"Campus  police  work  closely  with 
mental  health,  and  we  refer  to  them 
anyone  who  seems  to  need 
assistance,"  Nelson  said.  "I  feel  that 
they  can  offer  more  help  than  we 
could  give." 

Does  he  break  big  robbery  cases? 
Maybe  not,  but  to  many  people,  a  $5 
theft  warrants  an  investigation.  And 
it's  reassuring  to  know  that  someone 
can  bring  organization  to  what  could 
be  chaos  in  the  parking  situation.

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K-State's  nine 
toss  opponents 
too  few  curves 

Early  season  predictions,  like 
most  sports  speculation,  were  far 
from  reality  for  the  1972  Wildcat 
baseball  team.  The  team,  which 
many  felt  was  a  title  contender, 
never  seemed  to  develop  the  con- 
sistency necessary  to  survive  the 
exceptionally  long  and  rough 
season. 

A  spring  warm-up  tour  of  the 
South  failed  to  prepare  the  'Cats  for 
the  tough  Big  Eight  competition, 
which  is  held  in  as  much  esteem 
nationally  as  is  the  football  rivalry. 

The  K-State  nine  sputtered 
through  the  early  season  and  then 
suffered  a  devastating  mid-season 
sweep  by  eventual  champion,  the 
University  of  Oklahoma. 

The  team  struggled  back  in  the 
remainder  of  the  season  to  post  a 
17-17  overall  record.  In  the  league 
the  'Cats  were  9-9  and  finished  in  a 
tie  with  Oklahoma  State  for  fourth 
place  in  head  coach  Bob  Brasher's 
last  year  at  K-State.

Coach  Bob  Brasher— 

With  three  years  of  pro  baseball 
as  a  player  and  a  scout  under  his 
belt,  Bob  Brasher  came  to  K-State 
experienced  in  many  phases  of  the 
game.  His  K-State  ball  teams  have 
reflected  his  professional  guidance. 

In  seven  years  under  Brasher, 
Wildcat  baseball  teams  have 
finished  below  the  .500  mark  only 
once.  Another  area  which  has  im- 
proved   due   to    Brasher    is   the 


baseball  stadium,  which  he  has 
refined  in  the  manner  of  a 
professional  ballpark. 

Brasher  resigned  as  head  coach 
after  the  1972  season,  planning  to 
work  more  as  a  professional  scout 
and  instructor. 
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1972  Cindermen  set  new  records 


The  1972  edition  of  the  Wildcat 
track  squad  recorded  a  second 
place  finish  at  the  Big  Eight  track 
meet  in  Boulder,  Colorado. 

Led  by  Olympic  hopeful  Jerome 
Howe  in  the  track  events  and  Ed 
Morland  in  the  field,  the  'Cats  piled 
up  87  points,  five  more  than  their 
nearest  challenger,  Oklahoma  State. 

The  season  was  one  of  notable 
performances,  as  the  distance 
medley  team  of  Clardy  Vinson,  Mike 


Lee,  Rick  Hitchcock  and  Jerome 
Howe  placed  its  name  in  the  record 
books  at  the  Drake  Relays.  K-State, 
with  Howe  running  a  3:59.1  anchor 
mile,  won  the  event  in  9:31.8,  eclip- 
sing both  the  Drake  Relays  and  the 
world  marks. 

Coach  Dodds  described  the  1972 
squad  as  being  the  best  team,  and 
having  the  most  potential  NCAA 
champions  of  any  previous  Wildcat 
outdoor  track  squad.

Coach  DeLoss  Dodds— 

The  credit  for  K-State's  rapid 
climb  to  success  in  track  and  field 
can  be  attributed  to  one  man, 
DeLoss  Dodds.  Dodds  was  a  star 
quarter-miler  at  K-State  during  his 
collegiate  years.  He  was  a  1959 
graduate  of  K-State  and  was  the  Big 
Eight  440-yard  dash  champion  in 
1958,  running  47.4.  Coach  Dodds 
has  been  coaching  for  nine  years,  all 
at  K-State,  and  is  only  the  second 
track  coach  in  K-State  history.  He 
took  over  the  head  job  in  1963 
following  the  retirement  of  Ward 
Haylett.

K-State's  1972  Wildcat  golf  team 
combined  a  mixture  of  experience 
and  youth  as  it  began  the  season  on 
a  note  of  optimism.  The  team's 
greater  depth  provided  hopes  that 
the  'Cats  might  better  their  previous 
year's  last  place  finish  in  the  Big 
Eight  tournament.

"We're 
deeper  —  the  fellows  will  have  to 
fight  more  for  positions  than  they 
ever  have." 

The  hopes  of  a  conference  crown

The  youth  of  the  team  was 
represented  by  freshmen  Terry 
Brennan,  Mark  Lindbloom,  Brent 
Olney  and  Guy  Reynoldson. 

But,  as  so  often  is  the  case  in 
sports,  the  slim  hopes  of  a  Big  Eight 
golf  championship  were  dashed  at 
Boulder,  Colo,  where  the  Wildcats 
managed  only  a  fifth  place  berth  in 
the  Big  Eight  tournament.  Optimism 
had  turned  to  pessimism 
somewhere  between  the  first  tee  and 
the  clubhouse. 


Coach  Ron  Fogler— 

Ron  Fogler  is  considered  by  many 
to  be  one  of  the  outstanding  instruc- 
tional golf  professionals  in  the 
Midwest.  Fogler,  in  his  seventh 
season  as  head  coach  for  the  Wild- 
cats, has  20-plus  years  experience 
as  a  golf  pro  making  him  a  valuable 
instructor  for  the  K-State  golfers. 

Fogler  is  also  the  golf  pro  at  the 
Manhattan  Country  Club  and  served 
as  president  of  the  Midwest  PGA  on 
four  separate  occasions.

Inexperience  conquers  netmen 


When  a  coach  summarizes  the 
season  by  saying,  "the  team  did  as 
well  as  could  be  expected,"  a 
number  of  rationale  come  to  mind. 

A  lack  of  depth,  inexperience,  stiff 
competition  and  plain  old  bad  luck 
are  the  usual  team  characteristics 
contributing  to  a  losing  season. 

K-State's  1 972  tennis  team  fell  into 
such  a  category. 

With  a  squad  composed  of  no 


seniors,  and  dominated  by  freshmen 
and  sophomores,  team  experience 
was  minimal.  Colorado,  Oklahoma 
and  Missouri,  perennial  tennis 
powerhouses,  again  fielded  un- 
beatable teams  as  the  'Cat  squad 
managed  only  a  mediocre  fifth  place 
finish  at  the  Big  Eight  meet  and  a  2-5 
league  mark. 

And  as  for  bad  luck,  well,  what  is 
bad  luck  anyway? 


Coach  Karl  Finney— 

Karl  Finney  has  been  coaching 
tennis  at  K-State  for  19  years,  after 
beginning  the  job  as  an  extra- 
curricular activity  in  1955. 

He  spent  the  majority  of  his  un- 
dergraduate years  at  Kansas 
Wesleyan  University  before 
transferring    to    K-State   where   he 


received  his  degree  in  1936. 

Tennis  is  still  an  extra-curricular 
activity  for  Finney.  His  major  position 
at  K-State  is  as  director  of  the  hard 
winter  wheat  quality  laboratory 
which  is  a  regional  laboratory  for  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  He 
also  serves  on  the  graduate  faculty 
for  the  Grain  Science  Department.

Coach  Don  Rose— 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  Don  Rose  was  also  the 
coxswain  of  the  varsity  crew  there. 
Originally  coming  to  K-State  in  1962 
to  work  for  the  K-State  Union,  Rose 
has  since  become  head  of  the  In- 
tramurals  Department. 

With  the  opening  of  Tuttle  Creek 
in  1963,  he  and  a  group  of  students 
and  administrators  became  in- 
terested in  developing  the  potential 
of  the  new  dam  in  relation  to  the 
University. 

One  of  the  results  of  this  interest 
was  the  formation  of  the  K-State 
rowing  team  in  1963-64.  Rose  has 
since  been  active  in  the  capacity  of 
head  coach  and  chief  fund  raiser  for 
the  K-State  crew  for  the  past 
decade. 


Imagine  returning  to  school  in  the 
fall  as  a  competitor  in  the  oldest 
collegiate  sport  in  the  nation.  You're 
coming  off  the  best  season  ever  for 
your  college  in  that  sport.  You  had 
one  of  the  better  finishes  nationally 
of  any  sport  at  your  college  the  year 
before,  and  there  are  good  signs  that 
the  next  year  could  be  just  as 
successful,  if  not  more.  And  then, 
you  find  out  that  nobody  on  campus 
wants  to  give  you  the  appropriate 
funds  to  continue  existing  much  less 
competing?  How  would  you  feel? 
Perplexed?  Unwanted?  You  would 
probably  feel  exactly  like  the  K-State 
rowing  crew  did  at  the  beginning  of 
their  1971-72  season.  Yet  with  the 
albatross  of  debt  around  its  neck  for 
most  of  the  year,  the  crew  performed 
well  against  all  comers,  and  yes,  did 
at  last  make  it  to  the  national  cham- 
pionships. 

In  an  abbreviated  season  the 
rowers  defeated  crews  from 
Washburn,  St.  Thomas,  Purdue, 
Minnesota,  and  Nebraska.  Missing 
out  on  a  good  deal  of  competition, 
the  rowers  nevertheless  kept  work- 
ing hard  throughout  the  season  in 
hopes  of  a  chance  to  prove 
themselves.  Representing  K-State  in 
the  nationals  at  Syracuse,  N.Y.,  a 
pleasure  for  which  each  man  shelled 
out  approximately  $100,  the  team 
placed  tenth  in  varsity  pairs  and 
tenth  in  four-man.  The  freshman 
fours  placed  seventh  nationally  and 
showed  promise  for  the  near, 
although  uncertain,  future  of  rowing 
at  K-State. 
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Soccer  enjoys  winning  season 


Soccer  is  a  rapidly  developing 
sport  at  many  colleges  and  univer- 
sities across  the  nation,  and  soccer 
at  K-State  is  no  exception.  The 
soccer  program,  originally  nothing 
more  than  a  club  of  former  high 
school  players,  has  expanded  to  in- 
clude foreign  students  who  par- 
ticipated in  the  sport  at  home,  a  full 
time  coach,  and  membership  as  an 


inter-collegiate  sport  in  the  Big  Eight 
Conference. 

Unlike  many  K-State  sports,  the 
soccer  team  has  been  a  consistent 
title  contender.  In  the  last  two 
seasons  soccer  has  been  the  win- 
ningest  sport  on  campus  in  terms  of 
dual  competition,  while  placing  first 
and  third  at  the  Big  Eight  soccer 
tournaments  during  those  years. 
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Coach  Ahmed  Kadoum— 

Ahmed  Kadoum,  professor  of  en- 
tomology, is  looked  upon  as  the 
driving  force  in  the  establishment  of 
a  soccer  program  at  K-State.  As  the 
first  official  coach  of  the  team, 
Kadoum  used  previous  coaching 
and  playing  techniques  developed  in 
his  native  United  Arab  Republic,  to 
establish  a  Wildcat  winning  tradition. 
With  the  closing  of  the  spring  1972 
season,  entomology  research  ac- 
tivities forced  Kadoum  to  assume  an 
advisory  role  to  the  team,  and  Nabil 
Bokhari  was  appointed  as  the  soccer 
team's  1972-73  field  coach.

The  sun  is  blazing,  the 
temperature  is  soaring  and  you've 
just  finished  your  last  final.  You've 
sold  all  of  your  books,  your  dorm 
room  is  stripped  of  every  personal 
possession,  and  it's  time  to  go  home 
for  the  summer  —  right? 

Wrong.  It's  time  to  buy  new  books 
at  the  Union,  move  three  weeks 
worth  on  clothes  into  an  almost- 
empty  Moore  Hall,  and  get  ready  for 
class  Monday  morning. 

It's  time  to  spend  three,  four,  five, 
maybe  even  eight  hours  in  a  day  in 
just  one  class  and  wonder  where 
you'll  eat  dinner  tonight  —  Rusty's  or 
the  Mar  Cafe? 

It's  time  to  dig  into  a  subject 
you've  been  interested  in  —  stage 
make-up,  photography  or  Black 
American  history.  But  it's  also  time 
to  learn  and  party  with  the  people  in 
your  department  you  never  had  time 
to  know  before.

—  during  Intersession. 

Spring  Intersession  is  the  three 


weeks  at  the  end  of  the  spring 
semester  during  which  you  can  earn 
up  to  three  credits  by  taking  one  of 
nearly  fifty  courses  offered. 

Classes  are  smaller  than  they  are 
during  the  regular  semesters  and 
you  can  learn  in  a  relaxed  at- 
mosphere with  people  who  are 
honestly  interested  in  the  course 
material  —  whether  it  is  History  of 
Kansas  or  Primitive  Pottery  Making. 

Intersession  is  perfect  if  you  need 
to  make  up  the  three  hours  you  lost 
when  you  dropped  Man's  Physical 
World  I,  or  if  you  need  just  two  more 
hours  to  graduate  in  seven 
semesters.

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CTC  revives  Waterville  through  repertory  theater

As  you  enter  the  limestone 
building  the  ancient,  time-worn  in- 
terior seems  to  summon  visions  of 
Vaudeville  and  its  magic. 

Rows  of  worn,  wooden  seats  slope 
gradually  down  to  the  small 
orchestra  pit,  behind  which  rises  the 
stage. 

The  Waterville  Opera  House,  circa 
1904,  has  thus  far  escaped  renova- 
tion, so  it  has  retained  the  original 
lighting,  dressing  rooms  and 
nostalgic  atmosphere  of  yesteryear. 

The  aura  of  intimacy  afforded  by 
the  close  audience-actor  contact 
added  to  the  impact  of  the  Continen- 
tal Theatre  Company's  perfor- 
mances in  Waterville  this  past 
summer. 

The  CTC  is  a  professional  reper- 
tory touring  company  which  until  this 
year  was  based  at  K-State.  Com- 
posed of  24  members  and  directed 
by  Wesley  Van  Tassel,  the  company 
performs  selections  ranging  from 
melodramas  such  as  "From  Rags  to 
Riches"  to  more  serious  dramas  in- 
cluding "Summer  and  Smoke,"  and 
even  to  children's  plays  such  as  "The 
Emperor's  New  Clothes." 


CTC  as  a  professional  troupe  was 
born  in  1970;  until  this  year  it  was 
sponsored  by  the  University's 
Department  of  Speech  and  the  Divi- 
sion of  Continuing  Education. 

Waterville,  a  town  of  750  people 
42  miles  north  of  Manhattan,  hosted 
the  CTC  this  past  summer  as  part  of 
a  move  to  revive  the  small  town's 
spirit  and  to  provide  a  cultural 
program  for  the  citizens. 

CTC  was  a  resounding  success. 
Attracting  scores  of  people  from 
many  parts  of  Kansas,  the  atten- 
dance was  so  high  that  the  mayor, 
Ray  Lindquist,  commented,  "the  last 
two  or  three  weeks  you  could  hardly 
get  in;  we  had  to  turn  people  away." 

A  wonderful  rapport  seemed  to 
develop  between  the  company  and 
the  Waterville  residents.  Business 
flourished  in  the  Weaver  Hotel 
before  each  performance  as  did 
sales  in  a  nearby  art  boutique. 

According  to  one  resident,  "If  it 
hadn't  been  for  CTC,  Waterville 
would  never  have  come  to  life." 

The  members  of  the  CTC  reacted 
favorably  in  turn  to  the  small  town's 
warmth. 


"We  loved  the  people;  the 
audiences  were  great,"  Bill  Bales, 
one  of  the  actors,  said. 

Although  somewhat  encumbered 
by  the  lack  of  conveniences  such  as 
air-conditioning  and  modern  lighting 
in  the  old  opera  house,  the  company 
managed  to  draw  more  consistent 
crowds  than  they  had  had  for  most 
performances  at  K-State. 

"We  couldn't  draw  in  our  own 
hometown.  I  don't  think  the  Universi- 
ty supported  us,  audience-wise,"  he 
said. 

K-State  has  not  renewed  its 
agreement  to  serve  as  the  base  for 
CTC's  operations  because  of  finan- 
cial problems  of  the  theatre  group. 

Consequently,  the  CTC  has  set  up 
a  temporary  base  in  Wichita's  Cen- 
tury II  arts  center.  The  company  is 
tentatively  planning  tours  for  many 
states  in  the  country;  yet  there  must 
always  be  someplace  to  call  home. 

And  Waterville  is  ready  to  offer 
such  a  place  for  the  CTC.  As  Ina 
Roeth,  a  citizen  of  Waterville,  put  it, 
"They  are  highly  talented  actors;  I 
just  wish  they'd  come  here  —  we'd 
give  them  a  home."

ONE  WAY  —  Do  Not  Get  On  This 
Merry-Go-Round. 

We  are  warned  and  advised  by 
parents,  teachers  and  friends  that 
"college"  will  require  much  adjust- 
ment; it  is  indeed  a  place  where 
temptation  reigns,  corruption  in- 
hibits, and  procrastination  kills. 

In  short,  we  "college  students"  will 
need  to  make  all  decisions  for 
ourselves;  we  must  decide  just  what 
is  right  and  what  is  wrong.  So,  off  we 
go,  expecting  a  kind  of  Utopia  free 
from  parental  hassle  and  the 
regulations  set  up  by  the  higher 
reich.

and  numerous  paradoxes.  Scores  of

poles  —  these  statements  of  public 
law.  "No  Beer  in  Public  Dorm  Areas;" 
yet  to  get  to  the  privacy  of  one's 
room,  the  beer  must  somehow  be 
smuggled  through  the  public  areas. 
"No  Plastic  ID?  No  Credit;"  yet  for 
some  reason,  a  state  driver's  license 
is  not  acceptable  identification  for  a 
$5  check. 

Here  we  are:  being  taught 
knowledgeable  information  with 
which  to  continue  for  the  better  part 
of  our  lives,  and  at  the  same  time, 
we're  also  taught  about  the  great 
bureaucracy.  The  ideal  bureaucracy 
—  established  in  part  to  discourage 
us. 

For  instance  there  is  the  endless 
hassle  created  by  drop/add,  for 
which  a  student  needs  permission 
from  his  teacher  added,  then  needs 
to  secure  a  10-second  appointment 
slip  for  who-knows-when  in  the  next 
week  or  two,  then  needs  to  pull  said 
card,  but  also  needs  to  attend  class 
in  the  allotted  time  period,  but  is  torn 
between  the  class  dropped  and  the 
class  to  be  added. 


Of,  if  the  vending  machine,  the 
picture  of  twentieth  century  efficien- 
cy, breaks  down  and  devours  money 
without  giving  the  desired  product  in 
return,  the  process  for  getting  the 
unrewarded  money  back  is 
ridiculous.

Whatever  your  approach  to  art  is, 
you  may  have  caught  yourself  mak- 
ing similar  explanations  for  the  ex- 
istence of  the  tall  tri-pronged  sculp- 
ture beside  King  Hall.  Like  other 
sculpture  pieces  on  campus,  its 
provocative  form  has  provided  a 
focus  for  curiosity  and  speculation. 


"Most  of  these  things  aren't  for 
anything  —  they  just  are!  What  are 
pots  of  geraniums  for?"  Alden 
Crider,  associate  professor  of 
architecture,  said. 

The  white  fiberglass  "fork,"  the 
wooden  form  near  Willard  Hall  and 
the  three-piece  concrete  structure 
near  Holtz  Hall  were  not  done  to 
represent  other  objects,  according 
to  John  Vogt,  associate  professor  of 
art.  These  works,  as  well  as  the 
"KSU"  letters  marking  the  corner  of 
17th  and  Anderson  and  the 
children's  playground  behind  Justin 
Hall,  were  designed  and  produced 
by  K-State  art  and  architecture 
students  during  summer  "Art  in 
Situation"  workshops  from  1969-71 
sponsored  by  the  Educational 
Facilities  Laboratory  of  the  Ford 
Foundation  and  K-State. 

How  then,  should  you  appreciate 
their  efforts?  Vogt  advises,  "Good 
food  —  you  eat.  Good  music  —  you 
listen  to.  Sculpture  —  you  consume 
with  your  eyes."

Orientation— 

Getting  to  the  right  place  at  the 
right  time,  pulling  cards,  making  new 
friends,  wondering  how  you  will  fit  in 
at  K-State  .  .  .  Ask  any  freshman  or 
new  student  who  will  admit  his 
status,  and  he'll  tell  you  these 
thoughts  passed  through  his  mind  at 
least  once  as  the  first  day  of  summer 
orientation  began. 

Following  registration  at  Derby 
Food  Center,  freshmen  met  with 
orientation  group  leaders  and 
divided  into  small  discussion 
groups. 

Next  came  the  old  familiar  getting- 
to-know-you  game,  a  guided  tour  of 
the  campus,  and  the  opportunity  to 
ask  questions  about  everything  from 
enrollment  procedures  to  social  life. 

The  individual  colleges  sponsored 
large  orientation  sessions  during  the 
afternoon,  with  speakers  explaining 
prerequisites      and       major 


requirements,  the  Honors  Program, 
credit/no-credit,  and  other  facets  of 
academic  life. 

Cram  sessions  on  how  to  read  line 
schedules  and  IBM  print-outs 
briefed  freshmen  on  what  to  expect 
during  enrollment  the  next  day. 
Between  meetings  representatives 
from  ROTC,  residence  halls  and  the 
Greek  system  spoke  about  the 
choices  of  lifestyles  open  to  K- 
Staters. 

Meanwhile,  back  with  their  small 
groups,  freshmen  began  to  air  those 
nagging  worries  about  grades,  being 
socially  accepted  by  others,  and  how 
to  avoid  looking  like  "dumb 
freshmen." 

The  small  group  concept  was  in- 
troduced to  K-State's  new  student 
orientation  program  three  years  ago, 
and  has  been  continued,  because: 

"As  everything  gets  larger,  trying 
to  retain  the  image  of  K-State  as  a 
friendly  university  is  easier  in  small

"Also,  the  classes  weren't  as  large 
as  they  usually  are  and  I  got  to  know 


groups,"  according  to  Marilyn 
Trotter,  coordinator  of  new  student 
programs. 

What  did  the  freshmen 
themselves  think  of  the  orientation 
program? 

The  majority  liked  the  informal  at- 
mosphere and  the  chance  to  meet 
people  through  the  small  groups, 
although  some  criticized  the  larger 
sessions  for  being  repetitious  — 
"they  told  us  the  same  things  over 
and  over." 

The  18  group  leaders,  all  up- 
perclassmen,  received  a  semester  of 
academic  training  during  the  spring 
and  an  additional  two  weeks  of 
workshop  preparation  before  the 
summer  session  began. 

Hours  of  hard  work  resulted  in  six- 
weeks  of  serving  the  University  and 
earning  $450. 

"The  good  you  can  do,  the  people 
you  meet,  the  experiences  you  have 
—  it's  great,"  one  group  leader 
responded  when  asked  if  all  the  ef- 
fort had  been  worthwhile. 

Parents  who  accompanied  their 
off-spring  to  orientation  could  par- 
take in  rap  sessions  with  University 
and  community  officials  during 
special  orientation  sessions  held  for 
parents. 

Coffeehouse  entertainment,  a 
night  in  the  dorm,  and  before  the 
prospective  freshmen  realized  it,  the 
second  day  of  orientation  was  over. 
They  talked  to  advisors,  pulled 
course  request  cards,  had  pictures 
snapped  for  student  ID'S  —  the  end 
of  the  line.

—American  Bobby  Fischer  took  the 
world's  chess  championship  from 
Russian  Boris  Spasky  during  the 
tournament  in  Reykjavik,  Iceland. 
—Rapid  City,  S.D.  and  the  eastern 
seaboard  were  hit  by  floods  which 
left  thousands  of  people  homeless. 
—Both  Republican  and  Democratic 
parties  met  in  Miami  Beach  and 
chose  their  presidential  candidates 
for  the  November  election. 

—  George  McGovern  won  the 
Democratic  nomination  for  Presi- 
dent, and  Richard  Nixon  again  won 
the  Republican  nod. 

—  McGovern    chose    Thomas 


Eagleton  as  his  vice-presidential 
candidate.  But  because  of  past 
hospitalization  for  mental  problems, 
Eagleton  was  forced  to  step  down 
during  the  campaign.  Sargent 
Shriver  was  then  chosen  as 
McGovern's  running  mate. 
—  The  ancient  Chinese  art  of 
acupuncture  was  banned  in  Kansas. 
Its  opponents  successfully  argued 
that  no  one  knew  how  to  do  it 
properly. 

—Less  important  than  the  Olympics, 
but  just  as  interesting  to  local 
residents,  was  K-State's  second  an- 
nual egg-eating  contest. 
— Informal  summer  rush  parties  took 
the  place  of  formal  fall  rushing  for  all 
K-State  fraternities.  Sororities, 
though,  continued  formal  fall  rush. 
—The  only  people  who  didn't  hear 
about  the  floods  were  the  cadets  at 
ROTC  summer  camp.  They  had  no 
news,  with  the  exception  of  delayed 
mail,  for  six  long  weeks. 
—By  KSUARH  ruling,  beer  was 
allowed  in  the  dorms  for  the  first 
time. 

—And  finally,  students  outnumbered 
parents  four  to  one  during  summer 
orientation  for  new  and  transfer 
students.

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Second  egg-eating  contest 
proves  "Lousy  Luck"  champ

A  smoke-filled  room  —  flashing 
lights  —  circulating  beer  mugs;  this 
could  be  the  scene  in  almost  any  bar 
in  Aggieville  on  a  summer  evening. 

But  one  difference  immediately 
strikes  you:  the  eyes  of  the  crowd,  in- 
stead of  being  glued  on  sexy  girls  or 
the  beer  in  hand,  are  focused  on  two 
men  seated  at  a  small  table,  on 
which  are  placed  two  partially-filled 
beer  pitchers.

He  is  a  19-year-old  from  Orange, 
N.J.  He  is  in  Kansas  through  no 
choice  of  his  own.  He  is  a  Fort  Riley 
soldier. 

What  does  he  think  of  Manhattan? 
"People  here  aren't  friendly  at  all. 
They  won't  say  hi  or  anything.  But 
store  owners  are  more  friendly 
because  they  want  your  mi&ney," 
John,  one  Riley  Soldier,  said. 

"It's  the  few  Army  guys  that  are 
s.o.b.s  that  make  the  college  kids 
stay  away  from  us.  Hell,  one  girl  told 
me  her  freshmen  orientation  leader 
told  them  to  stay  away  from  G.l.s," 
Bill,  another  soldier,  added. 

"I  can't  say  students  don't  have  the 
right  to  look  down  on  G.l.s,  but  they 
should  judge  everyone  as  an  in- 
dividual. It's  like  the  prejudice 
against  Blacks,"  John  said. 

Bill  also  emphasized  the  fact  that 
Army  guys  aren't  judged  on  their 
own  merits. 

"Sure,  there  are  G.l.s  who  try  to 
get  a  girl  to  shack  up  with  them  but 
that's  no  different  from  college 
guys,"  he  said. 

"People  here  feel  'we  didn't  invite 
you  here  so  stay  away  from  us',"  Bill 
said.  "Army  guys  feel  the  same  way 
—  they  are  being  forced  to  be  here 
and  no  one  likes  being  forced  to  do 
something." 

"A  lot  of  it  has  to  do  with  the  up- 
roar over  the  military  establishment 
in  the  last  few  years.  Students  think 


that  we're  in  the  Army,  which  is 
killing  innocent  people;  therefore, 
we  must  support  the  war;  and  we 
must  like  living  off  the  war-time 
economy,"  Bill  added. 

"Everyone  thinks  we  like  the  Army 
—  they  don't  even  bother  to  ask," 
John  agreed. 

The  way  students  treat  G.l.s  "is  as 
much  our  fault  as  it  is  yours,"  Bill 
said. 

"It's  the  minority  of  guys  who  are 
just  out  to  take  a  chick  to  bed  or  are 
stupid  and  rowdy  when  they  get 
drunk.  They  mess  it  up  for  the 
majority,"  he  said. 

"The  Army  is  like  high  school  — 
you  don't  have  any  choice  whether 
to  be  there  or  not.  Of  course,  some 
guys  go  in  the  Army  to  see  if  they  can 
find  something  they  like,  just  like  you 
go  to  college,"  Bill  said. 

Being  stationed  near  a  big  city  is 
different  because  the  Army  guys 
don't  stand  out  so  much,  but  all 
towns  have  the  same  difficulties,  he 
added. 

"It's  really  funny  to  see  a  town  that 
is  against  the  G.I.  when  it  depends 
on  him.  Manhattan  would  be  about 
half  the  size  it  is  now  if  it  weren't  for 
the  fort,  or  at  least  it  wouldn't  be  the 
prosperous  town  that  it  is,"  Bill  said.

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Summer:  K-State  empties;  city  activities  go  on 
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GOP's  Miami  Beach  convention 
wines,  dines,  ignores  dissenters

On  August  22,  the  Grand  Old  Par- 
ty began  preparing  in  earnest  for 
another  "four  more  years." 

On  that  date,  the  Republican 
National  Committee  and  state 
delegates  met  to  nominate  a  can- 
didate for  the  most  powerful  office  in 
the  world.  Richard  Nixon  was 
crowned  winner  and  still  champ. 

As  we  are  often  reminded,  there 
are  two  sides  to  every  story,  the 
Republican  National  Convention 
being  no  exception.  And  the  side 
one  was  on  depended  on  how  he  felt 
about  The  Man. 

Nixon  supporters  stayed  in  plush 
Miami  Beach  hotels;  they  dined, 
swam,  partied,  caucused,  elec- 
tioneered and  belittled  detractors.

Outside,  anti-Nixon  factions 
rallied  slowly  during  the  first  two 
days  of  the  convention  while 
emotions  built  upon  dissatisfactions.

And  after  the  convention  was 
over,  both  groups  went  home  — 
frustrated,  narrow-minded  people, 
trapped  within  their  ideologies.

The  mood  was,  at  times,  care-free 
as  Denver  conversed  about  his  life 
and  memories  which  he  shared  in 
such  songs  as  "Starwood  in  Aspen" 
and  "Poems,  Prayers  and 
Promises." 

But  Denver  skillfully  caused  the 
audience  to  become  serious  and 
emotional  with  his  recital  of  "The 
Box"  followed  by  the  haunting  "Jim- 
my Newman." 

The  singer-writer  also  revealed  a 
keen  finesse  for  comedy  with  his 
clowning  antics  and  even  a  brief 
juggling  performance. 

Then  Denver  accomplished  what 
he  enjoys  most  by  closing  the  show 
with  the  audience  on  its  feet,  swaying 
and  singing  out  loud  with  him. 

Both  John  Denver  and  his  concert 
proved  to  be  different  and 
memorable. 


There  wasn't  much  glitter  to  the 
Parents  Day  concert  in  the  KSU 
Auditorium,  Oct.  7. 

Kama-Sutra  recording  stars, 
Brewer  and  Shipley,  could  hardly  be 
called  electric  or  exciting  —  they 
perform  in  a  subdued,  nonchalant 
manner.  But  the  full-house  crowd 
seemed  to  enjoy  their  music  anyway 
and  responded  warmly  to  the  duo. 

The  clear,  McCartney-like  voice  of 
Mike  Brewer  blended  with  Tom 
Shipley's  soft  baritone,  produced 
well-rehearsed  harmony  that  sound- 
ed almost  recording  perfect. 

However,  Brewer  and  Shipley  are 
better  heard  than  seen.  They  never 
seemed  to  know  what  to  say  in  the 
gaps  between  songs,  and  their 
attempts  at  humor  fell  flat. 

Most  of  Tom  Shipley's  blurbs  were 
either  boringly  stale  ("Anybody  here 
stoned?  Wish  I  was.")  or  in  poor 
taste  ("We  wanted  to  call  our  new 


album  "I  Dropped  Acid  With 
Jesus'."). 

But  the  audience,  especially  old 
B&S  fans,  seemed  to  enjoy  listening 
to  the  duo  perform  a  string  of  hits 
which  included  "One  Toke  Over  the 
Line,"  "Tarkio  Road"  and  "I  Don't 
Want  To  Die  In  Georgia." 

Not  surprisingly,  very  many  felt 
the  highlight  of  the  evening  was  the 
pre-B&S  show  by  Chet  Nichols. 

One  finds  it  difficult  to  be  anything 
but  mesmerized  by  Nichols'  talent. 
He  showed  himself  to  be  an  incredi- 
ble musician  as  he  moved  from 
guitar  to  piano  to  harmonica. 

Nichols'  enthusiasm  had  its  im- 
pact on  the  audience  which  was 
more  than  pleased  to  see  him  come 
out  and  join  Brewer  and  Shipley  for 
the  night's  finale  numbers. 

Maybe  Nichols'  finesse  even  had 
an  impact  on  Brewer  and  Shipley. 

It  couldn't  have  hurt  them. 


82— Fall  concerts 


Peter  Yarrow  replaced  the  voices 
of  Paul  Stookey  and  Mary  Travers 
with  the  sounds  of  the  audience  dur- 
ing his  Sept.  9  concert. 

Backed  up  only  by  his  own  guitar 
and  his  bass  player,  Bob  Boucher, 
Yarrow,  dressed  simply  in  boots, 
slacks  and  a  purple  turtleneck 
sweater,  entranced  his  audience. 

He  used  both  six-string  and 
twelve-string  guitars,  amplified  only 
by  a  skeleton  of  microphones. 

After  his  first  song,  he  settled 
back,  saying,  "I  really  don't  know 
where  it's  at  anymore."  Expounding 
on  the  statement  for  several 
minutes,  he  said  "it"  refers  to  the 
focus  of  attention  and  action  in  his 
life. 

Then,  as  the  listeners  sat  on  the 
edge  of  their  seats,  taken  in  by  his 
great  dilemma,  he  said,  "What  is  this 
guy  talking  about?" 

His  set  included  such  songs  as 
"Bobby  Dylan's  Dream,"  "The  Great 
Mandella,"  and  "Puff  the  Magic 
Dragon."  Most  had  been  made  pop- 
ular by  the  famous  Peter,  Paul  and 
Mary  trio. 

Obviously  missing  the  chance  to 
harmonize,  Yarrow  asked  the 
audience  to  sing  the  melody  on 
several  songs  while  he  harmonized. 

The  audience  appeared 
enchanted  by  Yarrow's  mellow  tenor 
voice  and  his  musical  message.  But 
another  side  of  Yarrow  came  across 
during  an  informal  discussion  after 
the  concert. 

Surrounded  by  students,  he  made 


his  way  outside  the  building,  and 
with  the  transition  from  the  stage  to 
the  sidewalk  came  a  transition  from 
performer  to  individual. 

Yarrow  said  he  was  in  the  process 
of  re-evaluating  his  life. 

"I  thought  at  one  time  that  music 
was  where  it  was  at  for  me.  Now  I'm 
not  sure.  As  I  give  certain  answers  to 
questions  that  I've  asked  myself  in 
songs  tonight,  I'll  be  asking  other 
questions.  I  sing  and  share  because  I 
can,"  he  said. 

Yarrow  said  he  is  concerned 
about  a  lack  of  purpose  among 
young  people  across  the  country. 
The  cause,  he  said,  is  the  current  ad- 
ministration. 

"The  movement  of  change  which  I 
felt  so  much  a  part  of  is  no  longer 
with  us.  A  feeling  of  fear  has  spread 
across  the  nation.  It  is  the  result  of 
such  incidents  as  the  Kent  State 
massacre  and  the  Chicago  Seven 
trial,"  he  said. 

Yarrow  said  he  thinks  people 
came  to  hear  "Peter,  Paul  and  Mary" 
simply  because  it  was  a  big-name 
group,  not  to  get  meaning  from  the 
songs. 

"I  feel  that  people  come  to  my 
concerts  to  hear  what  I  am  trying  to 
say,"  he  said. 

No  doubt,  some  people  went  to 
see  a  famous  entertainer,  others  to 
hear  his  music  and  lyrics  and  still 
others  for  both  reasons. 

But  whatever  reason  they  had  for 
going  to  hear  him,  they  will  not  soon 
forget  Peter  Yarrow. 
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Sultan  Muhammad  Khan, 
Pakistan's  ambassador  to  the 
United  States,  spoke  to  a  Union 
Forum  Hall  audience  Nov.  30 
on  subjects  ranging  from 
relations  between  Pakistan  and 
India  to  Pakistan's  economic 
situation. 

Khan's  address  was  spon- 
sored by  K-States  Union 
Speakers  Committee. 

"For  India  and  Pakistan  there 
is  no  alternative  to  peace," 
Khan  said.  "Great  economic 
set-backs  have  taken  place.  We 
hope  and  pray  that  the  last  con- 
flict is  now  behind  us." 

Khan  said  he  hoped  India 
would  remain  a  dominant 
country,  but  not  a  dominating 
one.  He  also  said  he  had  no 
doubt  that  the  new  Pakistan 
could  be  made  a  far  better 
place,  but  that  picking  up  the 
pieces  after  the  war  had  been  a 
painful  and  dramatic  ex- 
perience. 


Dan  Rather,  CBS  reporter, 
spoke  about  the  journalist's 
ethics  and  role  in  political  news 
coverage  at  a  Landon  Lecture 
Nov.  16. 

White  House  correspondent 
for  CBS  since  1964,  Rather  ac- 
companied President  Richard 
Nixon  on  his  trips  to  Russia  and 
China. 

"The  tradition  for  American 
journalism  has  been  and  is  now 
for  reporters  to  be  as  fair  and 
objective  as  humanly  possible," 
Rather  said. 

Paid  political  propagandists 
in  the  county  courthouses, 
statehouses  and  in  the  White 
House  often  attack  reporters' 
motives  for  their  own  narrow, 
partisan  purposes,  according 
to  Rather. 

That  is  why  reporters  must 
continue  probing  for  more  than 
what  the  leaders  in  power  want 
to  make  known,  Rather  said. 

"An  adversary  relationship 
between  reporters  and  political 
leaders  is,  in  my  judgement, 
essential.  Narrow-mindedness 
and  rancor  are  not,"  he  said. 
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Rather  appealed  to  K-Staters 
to  refrain  from  using  emotions 
or  partisanship  to  make 
judgments  upon  the  work  of 
reporters  and  politicans. 

Speaking  to  an  overflow 
crowd  in  the  auditorium,  Rather 
apologized  for  not  talking  about 


the  election,  as  his  speech  had 
been  advertised. 

Following  his  speech,  he 
answered  students'  questions 
about  news  coverage  of  the 
Watergate  affair  and  reporters' 
rationale  in  publishing  govern- 
ment secrets. 


Speakers  cover  political  events  here  and  abroad 


Dolf  Droge,  of  the  National 
Security  Council  in  Washing- 
ton, D.Ci,  discussed  the  cultur- 
al gap  between  American  sol- 
diers in  Vietnam  and  the  Viet- 
namese people  during  All-Un- 
iversity Convocation  Sept.  18. 

A  former  reporter  and 
currently  a  member  of  Henry 
Kissinger's  staff,  Droge  has 
spent  most  of  the  past  20  years 
in  Indochina. 

"Americans  are  coming 
home  from  Vietnam  without 
ever  knowing  what  the  people 
of  Vietnam  are  all  about," 
Droge  said,  explaining  that 
American  GIs  usually  aren't  in 
Vietnam  long  enough  to 
become  accustomed  to  Viet- 
namese people  and  customs. 

Sympathizing    with    the 


Presidents  who  have  made 
decisions  concerning  the  Viet- 
nam conflict,  Droge  said,  "It's 
easy  for  people  to  criticize 
when  they  have  the  perspective 
of  the  past  on  which  to  base  an 
opinion." 

He  called  Nixon's  peace  offer 
of  an  internationally-supervised 
cease  fire  and  withdrawal  of 
American  troops  in  four 
months  for  the  return  of 
American  POW's  "the  biggest 
carrot  ever  landed  by  the  North 
Vietnamese." 

Speculating  about  upcoming 
developments  in  the  Paris 
peace  talks,  Droge  said  he 
thought  the  North  Vietnamese 
were  trying  to  decide  whether 
to  negotiate  before  or  after  the 
U.S.  Presidential  election. 


Julian  Bond,  prominent 
Georgia  legislator,  attacked  the 
Nixon  administration  and  call- 
ed for  an  increase  of  interest  in 
politics  during  an  All-University 
Convocation  Oct.  26. 

Charging  Congress  with 
creating  most  of  the  country's 
problems,  he  said,  "Congress 
should  have  said  'no'  to  the 
war,  they  should  have  said  'no' 
to  the  wage  freeze  and  in- 
creasing big  business  profits." 

"The  next  President  will  have 
a  tremendous  effect  on  all  our 
lives,"  Bond  told  K-Staters.  "He 
will  decide  the  war's  outcome, 
the  size  of  paychecks  —  or 
even  if  we  get  checks  —  and 
control  the  crime  in  the 
streets." 

The  general  goals  of  today's 
society  include  full  employ- 
ment, equal  participation  in 
government,  and  acquiring  the 
basic  necessities  of  life,  he 
said. 

To  realize  these  goals,  Bond 
said  people  must  confront  the 
enemies  who  have  infiltrated 
the  ranks  of  government  — 
those  who  belong  to  the  "I've 
got   mine"   or   the   "take-the- 


money-and-run"  party. 

Students'  disinterest  in  the 
upcoming  election  was  very 
disturbing  to  him,  Bond  said. 

"If  a  person  doesn't  vote  in 
some  countries,  he  is  fined.  In 
America,  if  one  doesn't  vote, 
he's  just  a  fool,"  he  said. 

During  a  question-answer 
period  following  his  speech, 
Bond  indicated  he  was  in  favor 
of  increased  educational  fun- 
ding and  stronger  campaign 
fund  disclosure  laws. 
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Forums  aid  in  informing  voters 


To  give  student  voters  a  chance  to 
hear  and  talk  with  candidates  for  of- 
fice, the  Union  Program  Council 
presented  three  candidate  forums  in 
October. 

Highlighting  the  local,  state  and 
national  scenes,  the  forums  were 
conducted  in  panel  form  with  each 
candidate  speaking  for  ten  minutes. 
An  hour  of  questions  followed. 

Approximately  80  students  heard 
the  political  rhetoric  of  the  final 
forum  dealing  with  national  can- 
didates for  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives.  Questions  were 
abundant.  At  several  pro-McGovern 
statements,  the  predominantly 
Democratic  audience  broke  into 
applause.  Most  of  those  who 
clapped  held  only  Democratic  cam- 
paign folders  and  pamphlets  on  their 
laps. 

The  majority  of  the  audience 
seemed  to  have  decided  previously 
for  whom  they  would  vote. 

Photographers    stood    on    both 


sides  of  the  stage  snapping  pictures 
during  the  forum,  and  several 
reporters  presented  questions  dur- 
ing the  discussion,  but  the  listeners 
were  generally  K-State  Students. 

Appearing  at  the  final  forum  were 
Dr.  Bill  Roy  and  Charles  McAtee, 
candidates  for  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives  and  Arch  Tetzlaff, 
candidate  for  U.S.  Senate. 

State  candidates  who  appeared  at 
the  second  forum  included  Morris 
Kay,  candidate  for  governor,  George 
Hart  and  Dave  Owen  candidates  for 
lieutenant  governor  and  Mike  Man- 
ning, candidate  for  secretary  of 
state. 

The  first  forum  dealt  with  local 
office-seekers  including  Nancy 
Perkins  and  Byron  Brooks,  can- 
didates for  Kansas  House  of 
Representatives,  Cletus  Grace  and 
John  Watters,  candidates  for  Riley 
County  Commissioner  and  Larry 
McGrath  and  James  Morrison,  can- 
didates for  county  attorney. 
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Election  mood  uneasy  for  first-timers,  old-timers

Growing  up  is  one  challenge  after 
another. 

Every  changing  moment  is  a  new 
challenge  —  a  new  decision.  And 
that  makes  us  uneasy. 

College  seems  to  be  the  place  and 
time  for  people  to  decide  on  a 
career,  on  religion,  on  morals  —  and 
especially  on  politics. 

Election  1972  made  everyone  un- 
easy. Uneasiness  is  a  hard  mood  to 
describe.  It's  always  hard  to  put  in 
words  the  feeling  of  being  impelled 
to  think  about  something  for  the  first 
time. 

Why  did  the  election  make  that 
many  that  uneasy?  Because  for 
many  it  was  the  first  time.  The  first 
time  for  voting  in  a  Presidential  elec- 
tion.

And  con- 
sequently, the  first  time  for  having  to 
know  —  and  know  well  —  the  issues 
and  the  facts.

The  rest  were  just  trying  on  their 
voting  shoes. 

And  the  first-timers  showed  their 
age.

They  in- 
stigated verbal  duels  in  dorm  rooms 
and  houses  when  others  were  trying 
to  study  or  sleep.  They  sat  at  tables 
in  the  Union,  hour  upon  hour  — 
making  people  uneasy. 

Those  who  had  thought  the  issues 
through  made  others  angry:  angry 
that  the  opponent  could  argue  better 
and  longer;  angry  that  they, 
themselves,  were  not  so  informed 
and  sharp;  angry  at  having  been 
made  to  feel  uneasy. 

It  made  people  uneasy  realizing 
that  they  had  not  read  the  paper,  had 


not  watched  the  news,  had  not  gone 
or  listened  to  the  local  debates,  had 
not  yet  stood  in  line  to  get  an 
absentee  ballot  notarized.  And  so 
they  did. 

But  Nov.  7  purged  people  of  their 
uneasiness.  Election  day  was  quiet. 
The  pre-election  fervor  had  taken  its 
toll  on  everyone's  energies.  Emotion 
and  excitement  had  succumbed  to 
the  unavoidable  reality  of  walking 
into  the  voting  booth,  pulling  the  cur- 
tain and  marking  the  ballot  for  the 
candidate  of  one's  choice. 

The  outcome  was  clear  quite  ear- 
ly. And  the  first-timers  went  to  bed 
—  glad  that  it  was  over. 

Yes,  glad  that  it  was  over.  Except 
for  a  few  l-told-you-so's  and  a  few  I- 
hope-you're-happy's  things  got  back 
to  normal. 

The  first-timers  were  suddenly 
old-timers.  And  it  was  time  to  take  it 
easy.

It  has  been  said  that  college 
students  today  put  more  emphasis 
on  those  things  directly  concerning 
themselves  and  their  educations. 
Call  it  what  you  may,  this  heightened 
awareness,  this  concern  over  con- 
cern, is  popularly  known  as  relevan- 
cy. 

At  one  time,  when  Homecoming 
rolled  around,  students  declared  a 
temporary  truce  with  relevancy  and 
proceeded  to  try  to  have  a  good  time 
at  the  expense  of  more  pertinent 
endeavors. 

Gradually,  however,  they  began 
regarding  more  critically  their  time 
and  their  money  —  Homecoming's 
two  biggest  requirements  of 
students.  As  a  result  of  the  change  in 
student  trends  and  values, 
Homecoming  has  suffered  lately 
from  disinterest  and  non- 
participation. 

Into  the  Homecoming  picture  each 
year  steps  Blue  Key.  In  their 
perpetual  quest  for  the  something- 
for-everyone,  ideal  Homecoming, 
this  service  organization  has  tried 
and  retried  to  keep  the  dying  tradi- 
tion  off  the   black    list   of  student 


priorities.  They  have  tried  to  do  this 
by  changing  the  goals  and  format  of 
Homecoming  through  the  years  and 
by  keeping  an  ear  tuned  to  the 
criticism  and  acceptance  of  their 
peers. 

This  year's  New  Improved 
Homecoming  with  Added  Attractions 
featured  many  of  the  traditional 
Homecoming  elements  with  a  few 
new  twists. 

There  was  the  usual  concert, 
starring  anti-controversial  John 
Denver,  who  performed,  happily, 
above  and  beyond  expectations. 

The  feature  movie  at  the  Union 
was  "Hello  Dolly,"  suitable  though 
bland,  and  the  student  production  of 
"Guys  and  Dolls"  was  entertaining. 

The  football  game  against  pre- 
season underdog  Oklahoma  State 
was  lost  even  more  embarrassingly 
than  the  contest  last  year,  as  the 
Wildcats  treated  the  alumni  to  a 
nostalgic  memento  of  Homecomings 
past. 

The  queen  contest  featured  K- 
State's  first  male  candidate,  a 
tiresome  fad  which  has  made  the 
rounds  of  most  of  the  major  colleges 


and  now  has  found  its  way  to  K- 
State.  However,  it  turned  out  to  be  an 
interest-provoking  sidelight  to  the 
otherwise  lukewarm  campaign.  In 
the  end,  Wilma  Moore  of  Van  Zile 
was  caped  and  crowned  into 
queenhood. 

A  feature  of  this  year's  Homecom- 
ing was  an  exposition  in  the  Union, 
an  activity  to  revive  student  interest 
and  to  fill  the  gap  left  by  the 
cancellation  of  Homecoming 
decorations.  Although  the  displays 
of  K-State  life  were  a  unique  idea, 
the  exposition's  success  was  as 
debatable  as  that  of  the  cancelled 
decorations  had  been  in  the  past. 

In  fairness,  one  must  give  Blue 
Key  some  credit  for  trying  the  im- 
possible —  organizing  an  activity  in 
which  all  students  could  be  in- 
terested. This  year's  version  of 
Homecoming  was  just  another 
attempt  on  the  road  to  that  ideal. 
However,  whether  the  student  body 
will  stay  interested  long  enough  to 
see  this  project  through  is 
questionable,  and  presently  the 
answer  is  riding  the  waves  of 
relevancy. 
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Senate  finalizes 
tentative  budget 
in  fall  session 

In  a  comparatively  calm  fall  ses- 
sion, Student  Senate  finalized  all 
allocations. 

All  tentative  spring  allocations 
were  approved  with  four  exceptions: 
—Non-Big  Eight  sports  were  given 
$6,500,  matching  their  allocation 
from  Athletic  Council. 
—University  for  Man  was  given  an 
extra  $1 ,500  to  cover  rent  costs.  The 
money  had  previously  been  placed 
in  reserve  and  ear-marked  for  UFM. 
—Teacher-Course  Evaluation  was 
given  an  additional  $3,000.  The  total 
allocation  was  then  placed  in 
reserve. 

—The  Associated  Women  Students 
had  its  entire  allocation  of  $394  cut 
to  nothing.  They  had  more  money  in 
their  account  than  they  had  been 
allocated  the  previous  year. 

Two  new  requests  were  denied. 
The  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Management  was  denied  a  request 
of  $1,755.  Graduate  Council  was 
denied  $2,500. 

After  a  controversy  concerning 
roll-call  votes,  Steve  Doering,  senate 
chairman,  called  for  senators  to 
"show  a  little  more  respect  for  your 
fellow  senators." 

Still,  even  though  emotions  flared 
at  times,  the  fall  session  was  cool 
compared  to  the  spring  debates.

Senate  criticized  for  "do-good  determination"

At  K-State  —  where  the  farmers 
complain  when  the  words  "bull-shit" 
appear  in  the  University  newspaper, 
where  Homecoming  queen  still 
reigns  and  where  "football  is  still  the 
roughest  thing  on  campus"  —  48 
Thursday  night  liberators  have  taken 
it  upon  themselves  to  free  the 
University  from  the  chains  of  tradi- 
tion. 

How  are  they  going  to  do  it?  .  .  . 
ahh  .  .  .  they  don't  know. 

What  are  their  objectives?  .  .  . 
ahh  .  .  .  they  don't  know. 

How  are  they  going  to  achieve 
those  objectives  they  don't  know 
about?.  .  .ahh.  .  .they  don't  know 
that  either. 

Well,  one  might  ask,  what  do  they 
know?  As  student  senators  they 
have  $440,000  to  do  it  with. 

So,  with  a  do-good  determination, 
a  powerful  desire  to  liberate  and 
liberalize  a  conservative  campus  and 
44  million  pennies,  the  group  sets 
about  the  only  task  it  knows  how  to 
attempt  —  the  allocation  of  money. 

Working  on  the  federal 
government's  premise  that  the  com- 
mon populus  is  too  ignorant  to  dis- 
tinguish  between   a   desire   and   a 


need,  the  group  began  by  categoriz- 
ing every  organization  as  one  of  two 
types:  necessity  item  or  luxury  item. 

One  by  one,  many  groups  which 
had  previously  considered 
themselves  as  providing  a  public 
service  were  informed  that  they  had 
been  operating  under  an  extreme 
misconception. 

Even  after  fall  allocations  were 
completed,  senate  discovered  there 
were  still  groups  which  had  not  yet 
been  enlightened  as  to  their  correct 
classification.  These  organizations 
met  with  senate  during  the  fall  to 
continue  to  explain  their  needs. 

With  many  senators  apparently 
operating  under  the  premise:  "If  the 
student  body  takes  no  interest  in 
senate,  why  should  I?"  a  quorum 
became  increasingly  difficult  to 
muster. 

But  never  let  it  be  said  that  senate 
can  be  stopped  —  at  least  not  by  the 
fact  that  almost  one-half  of  its 
members  fail  to  show  up. 

After  almost  a  full  semester  of 
sparse  attendance,  one  bright, 
young  senator  devised  an  ingenious 
plan    to    rid    the   group   of   those 


senators    who    chronically    missed 
meetings:  impeach  them. 

Ironically,  the  night  of  the  im- 
peachment proceedings  was  also 
marked  by  a  severe  shortage  of 
senators.  In  fact,  there  were  not  even 
enough  senators  present  to  impeach 
the  others. 

Nevertheless,  senate  charged  on 
to  stage  a  comedy  surpassed  only  by 
the  final  allocations  meeting. 

The  governing  body  nearly  set  a 
record  by  attempting  to  do 
something  more  than  allocate  activi- 
ty fees. 

As  if  there  weren't  enough  trouble 
getting  a  quorum  at  the  meetings, 
the  group  decided  to  turn  its  atten- 
tion to  an  area  which  requires  a  vote 
of  three-fourths  of  all  senators  — 
constitutional  revision. 

As  many  of  the  programs  tried  by 
senate,  the  revisions  never  got  off 
the  ground.  They  will  no  doubt  be 
considered  during  the  next  senate 
session. 

In  all  fairness,  the  fall  term  could 
not  be  labeled  a  success  for  senate. 
But  then,  has  senate  ever  had  a 
successful  term?

Tuttle  Creek  Reservoir  is  not  just 
noisy  swimming  beaches  and 
keggers  and  rumors  of  catfish  15- 
feet  long. 

It's  not  just  grope-in-the-dark 
house  functions,  and  slimy,  baby- 
oiled  bodies  and  boisterous 
volleyball  games. 

It's  not  even  waterskiing  and  park- 
ing at  the  lookout  and  "you  must 
have  a  permit  to  enter  this  part  of  the 
recreation  area."

But  for 
special  people  at  special  times,  Tut- 
tle is  a  man-made  Walden  Pond. 
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Construction's  magic  transforms  K-State  campus

Some  of  the  biggest 
developments  on  campus  are  often 
the  most  ignored. 

People  may  not  even  notice  the 
unobtrusive  progress  of  construc- 
tion here  at  K-State  until  suddenly 
the  buildings  are  completed,  and 
students  find  themselves  actually  us- 
ing that  long-promised  gym  or  lab. 

Presently  there  are  three  main 
projects  underway  or  near  comple- 
tion at  K-State. 

The  College  of  Veterinary 
Medicine  will  soon  be  located  on  its 
new  80-acre  campus.  Long-range 
plans  for  the  development  include 
four  units,  one  of  which,  the 
Veterinary  Research  Unit,  is  already 
completed.  This  structure  will  house 
a  research  center  as  well  as  a 
diagnostic  laboratory. 

By  the  summer  of  1973,  the 
Veterinary  Teaching  Unit,  com- 
prising the  second  part  of  the  new 
campus,  will  be  completed. 
Teaching    and    laboratory   facilities 


will  be  housed  there,  along  with 
faculty  and  administrative  offices. 

At  a  cost  of  $14  million  dollars,  the 
third  unit  of  the  veterinary  campus 
will  consist  of  a  veterinary  clinic  and 
teaching  hospital. 

The  fourth  section  will  consist  of 
veterinary  support  units:  animal 
holding  pens,  feed  mixing  and 
storage  facilities. 

Other  campus  construction  is 
necessary  because  of  the  gutting  of 
Nichols  Gym  in  December,  1968. 

The  Women's  Physical  Education 
Facility  and  Natorium,  to  be  com- 
pleted by  July,  1 973,  is  to  replace  the 
facilities  lost  in  that  extensive  fire. 

The  physical  education  addition 
will  consist  of  locker  space  and  a 
gymnasium  as  well  as  an  area  for  in- 
struction and  research. 

Use  of  the  indoor  swimming  pools 
of  Nichols  will  be  discontinued  as  the 
new  natorium  will  contain  two  25- 
yard  swimming  pools  and  a  diving 
pool. 


The  old  dirt  floor  of  Ahearn 
Fieldhouse  is  no  more.  Instead,  a 
new  synthetic  floor  has  been  added, 
as  well  as  three  basketball  courts,  an 
indoor  track  and  court  areas.  Both 
women's  and  men's  physical  educa- 
tion classes  will  make  use  of  these 
facilities. 

K-State  track  fans  will  benefit  from 
the  third  construction  move,  which  is 
a  new  track  south  of  the  KSU 
Stadium.  This  project  is  financed 
totally  through  gifts  received  by  the 
University. 

What  are  the  future  construction 
plans  at  K-State?  According  to  Paul 
Young,  vice-president  for  University 
development,  plans  encompassing 
the  next  10  years  include  an  exten- 
sive KSU  Auditorium  addition.  This 
will  tentatively  house  the  music 
department,  radio-TV  and  a  section 
of  mass  communications  including 
the  campus  radio  station  KSDB  and 
KSAC,  the  Extension  Radio  Division. 
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Fall  news — 

Fall  comes,  school  starts  and  the 
campus  comes  alive  again.  With  a 
few  exceptions,  emphasis  was  on 
campus  activities: 

—On  the  national  scene,  President 
Nixon  ran  for  his  second  term  in  of- 
fice. He  was  re-elected  in  a  landslide 
victory  over  George  McGovern, 
South  Dakota  Democrat. 
—Nobel  Prizes  were  awarded  to  Dr. 
Gerald  Edelman,  Rockefeller  Univer- 
sity, and  Dr.  Rodney  Porter,  Oxford 
University,  for  their  research  in  the

field  of  medicine.  Heinrich  Boll,  a 
German  novelist,  won  the  award  for 
his  contribution  to  literature. 
—Higher  enrollment  at  K-State 
might  have  explained  the  tremen- 
dous crowds  at  the  Activities  Car- 
nival  this  year.  All  campus 
organizations  vied  for  the  student's 
time,  talent  and  in  some  cases,  his 
money. 

—The  Continental  Theatre  Company 
struck  out  on  their  own  this  year  after 
K-State  decided  to  discontinue  its 
support. 

—Band  Day  drew  Large  crowds  for 
the  Tampa  game.  Marching  bands 
from  large  and  small  high  schools 
provided  half-time  entertainment  for 
the  spectators. 

—K-State  beat  KU.  Aggieville  was 
chaos  after  the  game  as  students  lit 
bonfires  and  threw  beer  cans  in  the 
streets  celebrating  the  victory. 
—Veterinary  students  held  their  an- 
nual open  house.  Gov.  Robert  Dock- 
ing officiated  at  the  opening 
ceremonies. 

—The  Lower  Tuttle  Tour  Race 
challenged  the  endurance  of  K- 
State's  bicycle  enthusiasts. 
—Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  and  Delta 
Upsilon  won  University  Sing's  over- 
all trophies  for  the  best  group  and 
for  the  best  mixed  group.  Putnam 
Hall  walked  away  with  the  trophy  for 
their  division. 

—Students  responded  in  high 
numbers  to  the  Red  Cross  Blood- 
mobile's  request  for  blood 
donations. 

—Finally,  Homecoming  had  a 
different  look  this  year.  Blue  Key 
decided  to  do  away  with  Homecom- 
ing decorations  but  continued  the 
queen  contest. 


Fire-fighters— 

Fire  and  smoke  in  the  middle  of 
the  night  awakened  the  occupants  of 
a  Jardine  Terrace  apartment.  The 
girl  grabbed  her  wedding  book  and 
ran  outside  while  her  husband 
called  the  fire  department  from  a 
neighboring  apartment.  Within 
minutes  an  ancient  red  truck  mann- 
ed by  eight  K-State  students  pulled 
up  to  fight  the  blaze. 

The  students  are  hired  to  put  out 
fires  on  University  property.  They 
are  paid  approximately  $60  per 
month  and  receive  free  rent  for  their 
rooms  in  the  campus  power  plant. 

"Mostly,  we  cover  small  things," 
Mike  Campbell,  student  fire  chief  ex- 
plained. "There  are  between  one 
and  six  alarms  each  month  and 
probably  40  to  50  false  alarms.  Lots 
of  these  are  just  people  who  dialed 
the  wrong  number,  but  we  all  pile  out 
of  bed  and  run  for  the  truck  before 
we  find  out  it  is  a  false  alarm." 

Every  week-end  there  is  a  practice 
session  for  checking  equipment  and 
fire-fighting  techniques.  Most  of  the 
firemen  have  been  working  there  for 
three  years  and  according  to 
Campbell,  the  only  real  problem 
each  year  is  training  the  summer 
crew.

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Speak-out— 

Black  Student  Union's  "Struggle 
For  Survival"  blended  entertainment 
and  commentary  in  a  benefit  show 
presented  Sept.  27  before  a  near- 
capacity  crowd  at  Forum  Hall. 

The  show  raised  money  for  use  in 
fighting  sickle-cell  anemia. 

The  all-student  cast  combined 
music,  drama,  dancing  and  poetry  in 
a  comment  on  the  struggle  Blacks 
face  as  a  result  of  both  sickle-cell 
anemia  and  racial  prejudice. 

A  large  and  lively  crowd  of  Whites 
and  Blacks  responded 
enthusiastically  to  the  collage  of 
acts,  despite  the  show's  many 
mechanical  difficulties. 

The  United  Black  Voices  opened 
the  program  with  powerful  and  well- 
rehearsed  arrangements  of  well- 
known  spirituals. 

The  Diamondettes,  a  dance 
ensemble,  added  eery  visual  effects 
to  a  reading  entitled  "My  People." 


Jean  Madlock  proved  strong 
vocal  talent  in  "Somebody  Bigger 
Than  You  and  I"  and  "Walk  On  By." 
And  Belinda  Green  had  the  audience 
singing  with  her  in  the  show's  finale, 
"Little  Ghetto  Boy." 

For  emcees  Wilma  Moore  and 
Joey  Ezell,  however,  the  going  was 
rough.  Long  set  changes,  missed 
cues  and  unmemorized  lines  left 
them  in  more  than  a  few  awkward 
spots. 

But  the  weak  points  were  far  out- 
weighed by  the  more  stirring 
moments.  Bernard  Franklin  and 
Ruby  Kendricks  gave  perhaps  the 
most  graphic  articulations  of  the 
Blacks'  plight  with  their  original 
drama-poetry  expressions. 

"Struggle  For  Survival"  was  a 
cultural  as  well  as  financial  success. 
Through  positive,  constructive  ef- 
forts such  as  these,  Blacks  and  the 
Manhattan  community  take  big  steps 
forward,  and  the  money  raised  may 
save  Black  lives.

Catskeller  series  on  a  high  note  with 
two  shows  on  enrollment  weekend. 
Kirkpatrick,  a  favorite  with  Catskeller 
patrons,  combined  humor  and 
serious  drama  with  his  excellent 
guitar  playing  and  singing. 

The  Ewing  St.  Times  also  returned 
to  Manhattan  for  the  second  show  of 
the  series.  The  Times  never  fails  to 
please  the  Catskeller  crowd  with  its 
heavy,  foot-stomping  blend  of  rock 
and  country  sounds. 

The  next  act,  Red,  White  and  Blue, 
brought  the  crowd  to  its  feet,  stom- 
ping and  clapping  its  appreciation  of 
the  quartet's  banjo-picking 
bluegrass  —  a  type  of  music  that 
seems  to  be  coming  back  into  favor 


on  this  campus. 

And  that  trend  prompted  a  very 
different  idea  for  the  next  Catskeller 
show.

Pamela  Polland,  pianist  and  song 
writer,  followed  Hartford  in  a  two- 
night  stand  at  the  coffeehouse.  Like 
Hartford,  Ms.  Polland  brought  a  un- 
ique sound  to  the  Catskeller.  She 
shared  her  thoughts  and  ex- 
periences by  means  of  her  original 
songs  and  informal  banter  with  the 
audience. 

The  coffeehouse  closed  out  its 
regular  fall  program  with  a  weekend 
performance  by  Tom  Thorton, 
guitarist  and  songwriter  from  Texas. 

The  Catskeller  also  hosted  a  post- 
regular  season  benefit  concert  for 
the  Walk-in  Crisis  Center.  Three 
local  acts,  Neal-Waters,  Canning 
Creek  and  Marty  Parsons  comprised 
the  special  show. 

Ten  out  of  twelve  sell-out  shows. 
That's  the  evidence  for  the  success 
of  K-State's  Catskeller. 

An  intimate  atmosphere  between 
performer  and  audience.  That's  the 
evidence  for  a  unique  opportunity  in 
musical  entertainment. 


"Guys  and  Dolls"  climaxes  autumn  productions

Sharp  contrasts  in  performance 
quality  and  competition  from  other 
on-campus  attractions  created  a 
rugged,  unpredictable  fall  season  for 
K-State  Players  and  audiences  alike. 

"Jeremiah  of  Anathoth,"  the 
season's  first  full-length  production, 
was  performed  Oct.  11-14  in  the  Pur- 
ple Masque  Theatre.  A  graduate 
thesis  work  by  Norman  Bert  of  the 
Department  of  Speech,  the  play 
dealt  with   the    Biblical    prophet 


Jeremiah's  reactions  to  the  ridicule 
and  hatred  he  received  from  his  own 
people. 

The  usage  of  contemporary  slang 
and  obscenities  in  the  script's  dia- 
logue disrupted  the  play's  credibility, 
as  did  the  uncertainty  of  many  of  the 
cast  members.  But  Jim  Wilkinson,  as 
the  beleaguered,  sensitive  Jeremiah, 
triumphed  with  a  sympathetic,  con- 
vincing characterization. 

"Robinson    Crusoe,"    K-State's 


Children's  Theater  fall  production, 
toured  Junction  City  and  Manhattan 
elementary  schools  Oct.  26-28.  Bas- 
ed on  the  familiar  tale  of  Robinson 
Crusoe  (Wayne  Henson)  shipwreck- 
ed on  a  tropical  island,  the  play 
dramatized  his  encounter  with  some 
"ferocious"  cannibals. 

"Guys  and  Dolls,"  the  popular 
Broadway  musical  based  on  the 
stories  of  Damon  Runyon,  climaxed 
the  fall  season  with  a  polished, 
authentic  production.  Presented 
Nov.  8-1 1  in  the  KSU  Auditorium,  the 
joint-production  by  the  Departments 
of  Speech  and  Music  and  K-State 
Players  involved  approximately  150 
students  in  the  cast,  orchestra  and 
crews. 

Written  about  Broadway  of  the 
1950s,  "Guys  and  Dolls"  is  a  light- 
hearted  tale  of  two  romances  —  a 
14-year  engagement  between 
marriage-shy  gambler,  Nathan 
Detroit  (Frank  Siegle)  and  his 
Adelaide  (Julie  Goerhing),  the  Hot 
Box  dancer,  and  a  chance 
relationship  between  suave  gambler 
Sky  Masterson  (Harry  Burgess)  and 
the  innocent  Salvation  Army  girl, 
Sarah  Brown  (Mary  Jo  Weber). 

Readers'  Theatre  presented 
"Larger  than  Life"  by  Mark  Edwards 
Sept.  13  and  "Lullabye  for  a  Mad- 
man" by  Kirk  Lovell  Sept.  27.  Other 
fall  Readers'  Theatre  productions 
were  "The  Believers"  by  Carol 
Williams,  "Annotated  Hecuba  and 
Trojan  Woman"  by  Charles  Fischer, 
"Big  Boy"  by  Tom  Lix,  and  "The 
Foster  Father"  by  David  Benedikt. 

Performed  only  once,  Readers' 
Theatre  scripts  were  written  by 
currently-enrolled  or  former  K-State 
students  in  the  advanced  playwriting 
classes. 

Through  experimenting  with 
different  types  of  theater  genre  — 
from  original  works  to  the  Broadway 
classics,  from  on-tour  productions  to 
Reader's  Theatre  —  K-State's  resi- 
dent actors  and  audiences  acquired 
real-life  glimpses  into  what  made 
theater  work  during  the  fall  1972 
season. 
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"Walk  for  Mankind"  attracts  people  of  all  ages

The  young  girl  prodded  her  small 
group  of  friends  onward  from 
checkpoint  to  checkpoint,  leaving 
them  little  time  to  worry  about  their 
sore  feet. 

A  74-year-old  still  managed  a 
spritely  strut  and  a  steady  pace,  all 
the  while  recounting  memories  of 
Manhattan  as  it  was  in  his  boyhood 
days. 

Both  are  glimpses  of  humanity  as 
it  can  interact,  of  the  strength  that 
can  be  drawn  from  a  common, 
altruistic  goal. 

In  Manhattan's  "Walk  for 
Mankind"  on  October  21,  people  of 
all  classes,  races,  ages  and  interests 
became  one  under  Project  Concern. 

In  an  effort  to  help  otherwise 
neglected  persons  in  areas  such  as 
South  Vietnam  and  Appalachia, 
Project  Concern  was  founded  by  Dr. 
Jim  Turpin  in  1961. 

A  non-profit  program  which  sup- 
ports medical,  dental  and 
educational  services,  Project 
Concern  treats  a  total  of  500,000 
people  in  five  countries. 


The  popularity  of  the  "Walk  for 
Mankind"  has  been  gaining  momen- 
tum since  it  was  first  tried  in 
September  of  1969. 

Although  the  actual  walking  dis- 
tance is  usually  somewhere  between 
20  and  30  miles,  the  amount  of 
money  pledged  by  firms,  groups  and 
individuals  can  reach  any  sum. 

Of  the  money  raised,  80  percent 
will  go  to  Project  Concern,  with  10 
percent  of  the  remaining  funds  going 
to  volunteer  working  funds  in 
Manhattan.  The  remaining  10  per- 
cent of  the  proceeds  go  to  various 
benefits  and  social  agencies  within 
the  city. 

Participants  numbering  600  took 
the  long  route  outlined  by  the  red 
"Snoopy"  signs,  pointing  the  way 
past  such  points  as  Cico  Park  and 
the  K-State  Football  Stadium. 

This  was  the  third  time  Clifford 
Dale,  74,  had  walked. 

"It's  a  good  cause,  and  I  also  test 
my  stamina  year  after  year,"  he  said. 

He  did  just  that,  and  managed  to 
drag  himself  to  the  starting  point  in 
mid-afternoon,    slowly,    but 


triumphantly. 

Another  Manhattan  resident, 
Russell  Reitz,  walked  for  another 
reason. 

"My  son  Leland  was  one  of  the 
doctors  in  Project  Concern  in  Viet- 
nam and  his  wife  was  a  nurse  there.  I 
feel  an  obligation  to  carry  on  a  family 
tradition." 

University  students,  who  con- 
stituted approximately  one-third  of 
the  total  walk  crew,  included  Greeks, 
members  on  the  K-State  Track 
Team,  long-distance  runners  and 
members  of  the  K-State  Marching 
Band. 

Smiling,  tired  people  attested  to 
the  success  of  the  "Walk  for 
Mankind,"  which  is  estimated  to 
have  earned  $10,000  from  Manhat- 
tan participants  alone. 

An  excerpt  from  a  Project 
Concern  pamphlet  speaks  for  the 
walkers: 

"I'm  walking  because  I'm  healthy 
.  .  .  I'm  walking  because  the 
children  of  poverty  are  calling  my 
name.  And  this  is  my  way  of 
answering." 
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Non-drinkers  use  imagination

But  how  would  you  approach  these 
mundane  facts  of  college  life  from  a 
wheelchair  or  if  you  were  blind? 

"I  have  to  cut  back  on  my  ac- 
tivities. It  takes  as  much  energy  for 
me  to  go  to  class  as  it  used  to  take  to 
play  football  for  half  an  hour,"  said  a 
K-Stater  who  was  injured  before  his 
senior  year.  He  now  travels  between 
Denison  and  Weber  in  10  minutes  in 
his  wheelchair. 

While  the  abundance  of  stairs  and 
lack  of  ramps  pose  a  real  problem 
for  wheelchair  students  and  those 
with  braces,  mobility  is  less  of  an 
obstacle  for  blind  students  at  K- 
State. 

"Getting  around  the  K-State  cam- 
pus is  not  a  problem.  This  place  is 
really  compact,"  one  blind  student 
noted. 

Neither  is  studying  a  particular 
mind-boggier  to  blind  students.  If  an 
individual  buys  books  six  weeks 
before  the  semester  begins,  he  can 
have  the  texts  recorded  on  tape.  One 
student  takes  notes  in  braille  and 
trades  them  verbally  with  his  non- 
blind  friends. 

In  fact,  blind  students  may  have 
one  definite  advantage,  another  stu- 


dent pointed  out. 

"A  blind  person  is  apt  to  pay  more 
attention  in  the  classroom  because 
he  has  to  listen,"  he  said. 

"I  have  to  prove  to  myself  I  can  do 
things  —  no  matter  how  much  it 
hurts,  no  matter  how  many  times  I 
fall,"  a  wheelchair  student  said. 

What  is  social  life  like  for  these 
students? 

"Anyone  with  a  handicap  tends  to 
think  he's  being  accepted  super- 
ficially," a  student  commented. 

"People  are  afraid  of  offending  — 
of  using  the  term  blind,  for  instance," 
another  student  explained. 

He  said  he  believes  the  adjust- 
ment to  college  is  more  difficult  for  a 
blind  student  who  comes  here  after 
going  to  a  state  institution  for  the 
blind  for  12  years. 

"He's  used  to  being  in  a  blind 
world,"  he  said.  "He  comes  here, 
and  ZAP!  He's  in  the  normal  world. 

"How  he  handles  these  things 
depends  on  his  view  of  himself,"  the 
student  continued.  "Total 
dependence  on  other  people 
hinders  the  appearance  of  a  han- 
dicapped person. 

"Me,  at  a  party,  I  try  and  drink  as 
much  as  the  next  guy,  or  if  I  meet  a 
girl  in  one  of  my  classes,  I  try  to  take 
her  out,"  he  said.

Every  year  on  the  Eve  of  All  Saints, 
commonly  called  Halloween,  the 
great  pumpkin  rises  out  of  the  most 
sincere  pumpkin  patch  and  gives 
toys  and  candy  to  all  the  good 
children.

Some  of  the  larger  fruits  Caldwell 
grows  are  sold  by  the  pound  for  pie. 
Most  of  them,  however,  are  sold  as 
novelty  items  to  set  in  front  yards  to 
await  the  arrival  of  the  Great  Orange 
Visitor.

Norman  Fedder  and  Joel 
Climanhaga,  directors  of  the  original 
one-acts  program,  moderated  dis- 
cussions following  the  perfor- 
mances. 


Vocal  music— 

Deller  Consort,  renowned  English 
vocal  ensemble,  brought  the  sounds 
of  the  Renaissance  and  Baroque 
eras  to  K-State  for  the  opening  per- 
formance of  the  1972-73  Chamber 
Music  Series. 

Rich  yet  subdued  in  tone,  the  con- 
sort entertained  a  capacity  audience 
with  a  repertoire  featuring  English 
madrigals,  16th  century  sacred 
music,  French  chansons  and 
rounds. 

Jean  Knibbs,  soprano,  provided 
strong  upper  harmony  for  the  five 
counter-tenor,  tenor  and  baritone 
voices  in  the  group. 
(  "When  the  Cock  Begins  to  Crow," 
a  17th  century  round  in  three  parts 
for  men,  provided  a  touch  of  whimsy 
to  the  otherwise  restrained  program. 

Alfred  Deller,  counter-tenor  and 
Deller  Consort  originator,  sang  two 
sacred  pieces  by  Claudio  Montever- 
di; Desmond  Dupre,  consort  lutist 
and  guitarist,  played  Bach's  "Suite 
for  Lute."

Appearing  in  disheveled  tuxedo  and 
combat  boots,  Schickele  preceded 
his  performance  of  the  fictitious 
Bach  works  with  mock  lectures 
about  the  composer's  life,  which,  he 
contended  was  lived  backwards 
from  1807-1742. 

The  crowd  reacted  with  titters  and 
guffaws,  especially  when  Schickele 
pulled  out  an  Oscar  Meyer  wiener 
whistle,  a  left-handed  sewer  flute 
and  an  ocarina  to  play  P.D.Q.  Bach's 
"Gross  Concerto."  Paul  Roby  and 


selected  members  of  the  K-State 
orchestra  accompanied  him. 

The  Proposition,  a  young  im- 
provisational  acting  team  from 
Boston,  appeared  Oct.  14.  Utilizing 
suggestions  from  the  audience,  the 
team  of  actors  produced  spon- 
taneous sketches  of  situations  rang- 
ing from  a  college  panel  discussing 
the  draft  to  an  opera  involving  How- 
dy Doody,  Mae  West,  and  a  gorilla.

"Porgy  and  Bess,"  and  "Theme  from 
Love  Story"  were  among  the  songs 
Nero  chose  for  his  two-hour  perfor- 
mance. After  receiving  a  standing 
ovation,  he  played  his  latest  hit, 
"Summer  of  '42." 

"Sleuth,"  a  British  mystery  play, 
closed  the  Fall  Auditorium  Series' 
season  Nov.  15.

What  used  to  be  the  Open  Cyrcle 
—  a  lounge  area  with  sheer  rock 
walls  covered  by  peg  board,  burlap 
and  an  occasional  work  of  art  —  was 
transformed  over  the  summer. 

The  K-State  Union  Gallery,  as  it  is 
now  called,  looks  much  more  like  a 
gallery  for  art.  The  walls  are 
carpeted  with  oyster-colored  shag 
which  serves  a  dual  purpose:  not 
only  does  it  look  nice,  but  it  also 
helps  to  absorb  the  noise  from  the 
rest  of  the  Union,  keeping  the  gallery 
semi-quiet.  The  rest  of  the  room  is 
black,  including  the  studio  lights 
hung  from  the  ceiling.

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Wildcats  begin 
gridiron  season 
with  high  hopes 

The  month  of  September  means 
many  things  to  a  college  student. 
The  end  of  the  summer,  the  begin- 
ning of  classes,  and,  for  weekend 
entertainment,  the  thrill  and  spec- 
tacle of  Saturday  afternoon  football. 
The  game,  too,  means  different 
things  to  different  people.  For  the 
spectator  it  means  a  few  hours  of 
vicarious  sadistic  pleasure  or  a 
chance  for  his  school  to  achieve 
national  ranking.  For  the  player  it 
means  sprained  ankles,  broken 
bones,  bloody  noses,  and  above  all 
the  opportunity  for  competition. 

The  'Cats  opened  the  1972  season 
against  the  University  of  Tulsa 
Hurricanes.  After  a  sluggish  first  half 
in  which  the  Wildcat  offense  was 
held  scoreless,  the  'Cat  defense,  in 
the  second  half,  forced  two  key  tur- 
novers to  carry  K-State  to  a  21-13 
season-opening  victory. 

K-State's  perfect  1-0  record  did 
not  remain  unblemished  past  the  se- 
cond week  of  competition  as 
Brigham  Young  University  handed 
the  'Cats  a  32-9  loss.  The  BYU 
Cougars  established  a  balanced 
running  and  passing  attack  which 
was  envied  by  the  K-State  offense 
and  dreaded  by  the  'Cat  defense. 

Continuing  on  the  road,  the  'Cats 
also  continued  their  losing  ways,  fall- 
ing to  Arizona  State,  56-14.  The  Sun 
Devils,  ranked  nationally  in  the  top 
10,  put  on  an  offensive  display  that 
netted  them  four  touchdowns  within 
the  first  two  quarters,  and  560  yards 
of  total  offense  for  the  night.  K-State, 
meanwhile,  allowed  turnovers  to  sti- 
fle any  hopes  for  an  upset. 

K-State  football  fortunes  were  on 
the  line  following  the  ASU  loss,  as 
the  Wildcats  faced  the  University  of 
Tampa  at  home.  And  the  home 
crowd  was  not  dissapointed  as  the 
'Cat  defense  recovered  four  of  nine 
Spartan  fumbles,  while  the  offense, 
behind  the  passing  of  Dennis 
Morrison,  gained  313  yards  of  total 
offense  and  a  31-7  victory. 
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K-State  falls 
to  Buffs  55-22, 
trips  KU  20-19 

K-State  football  fans  found  little 
inspiration  when  the  Wildcats  hit  the 
gridiron  to  face  the  University  of 
Colorado  at  Boulder.  The  disap- 
pointment and  disgust  of  previous 
weeks  was  enhanced  as  the  Buf- 
faloes proved  to  be  too  much  for  K- 
State.  The  'Cats  were  overpowered 
by  Colorado  as  the  Buffs  marched  to 
a  55-22  victory.  K-State  was  headed 
for  one  of  the  worst  overall  and  Big 
Eight  season  records  since  Vince 
Gibson  took  over  as  the  Wildcat 
head  coach.  There  seemed  to  be  lit- 
tle hope  of  salvaging  a  successful 
season  out  of  the  rubble. 

A  windy  day  with  gusts  up  to  30 
MPH  greeted  the  fans  as  they  turned 
out  for  the  annual  meeting  between 
Silo  Tech  and  Snob  Hill.  The  Univer- 
sity of  Kansas  came  to  Manhattan 
boasting  a  potent  aerial  attack  and 
strong  ground  game,  but  it  was  not 
enough.  K-State  fought  off  all  the 
odds  and  squeaked  by  with  a  narrow 
20-19  victory.  The  KU  game  was  the 
only  high  point  of  the  season  for  K- 
State,  and  the  future  did  not  look 
promising.  The  wind  which  the  'Cats 
faced  against  KU  was  nothing  com- 
pared to  the  cyclone  which  awaited 
them  at  Ames.

Coach  Vince  Gibson— 

The  1972  season  marked  Vince 
Gibson's  sixth  year  as  head  football 
coach  at  K-State.  Since  coming  to  K- 
State,  Gibson  has  produced  eleven 
all-Big  Eight  performers,  has  been 
chosen  as  head  coach  of  the  1971 
North-South  game,  and  has  served 
as  defensive  coach  for  the  Blue  team 
in  the  1971  Blue-Gray  classic.  His 
rebuilding  program  at  K-State  won 
his  selection  as  Coach-of-the-Year 
in  1969  by  the  New  York  Dally  News. 

Gibson  has  both  a  bachelor's  and 
master's  degree  from  Florida  State 
University.  He  has  served  as  head 
football,  basketball  and  track  coach 
at  South  Georgia  Junior  College 
from  1956-58.  From  1959-63  he 
served  as  defensive  coach  at  Florida 
State  and  then  moved  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Tennessee  where  he  served 
as  defensive  coach  until  he  took  over 
the  head  coaching  job  at  K-State  in 
1967. 

In  Gibson's  tenure  at  K-State  he 
has  won  21  games,  the  most  for  any 
K-State  coach  since  A.  N.  McMillin 
won  29  games  from  1928-33. 


Flip  of  the  coin 
proves  an  area 
of  'Cat  strength 

A  fired-up  Iowa  State  football 
team  took  the  field  against  the  Wild- 
cats in  Ames.  The  Cyclones,  behind 
the  running  and  passing  of  Ail- 
American  candidate  George 
Amundson  scored  on  their  first  two 
possessions  indicating  early,  for 
Wildcat  fans,  the  direction  the  game 
would  take.  It  appeared  as  though 
Iowa  State  came  to  play  football 
while  K-State  was  there  only  to 
observe  as  the  Cyclones  stormed  to 
a  55-22  conference  win. 

Wildcat  football,  badly  in  need  of  a 
reprieve,  was  shown  no  mercy  the 
following  weekend  as  OU  took  up 
where  ISU  left  off,  blanking  the  'Cats 
52-0.  Greg  Pruitt  and  company  roll- 
ed up  677  yards  compared  to  213  for 
K-State  in  dealing  the  'Cats  their  fifth 
loss  in  eight  starts. 

With  K-State's  record  on  the  los- 
ing side,  and  MU  and  Nebraska  yet 
to  play,  wistful  talk  of  "wait  until  next 
year"  had  already  begun  to  circulate 
among  disgruntled  fans.

K-State  finished  out  the  season  in 
lig  Red  Country  against  the  Univer-

sity  of  Nebraska.  The  'Cats  brought 
to  close  a  long,  hard,  and  unhappy 
schedule  in  their  patented  losing 
manner  by  absorbing  a  59-7  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  the  Orange  Bowl- 
bound  Cornhuskers. 

No  one  can  say  that  K-State  was 
an  inconsistent  football  team  in 
1972.  On  the  contrary,  they  were  the 
most  consistent  losers  in  the  Big 
Eight.  Some  consideration  must  be 
given  to  the  extremely  tough 
schedule  which  the  team  had,  but 
their  playing  was  unusually  ragged 
and  lacking  in  determination 
throughout  the  season. 

The  squad  had  the  potential  to  be 
a  good  football  team,  but  potential 
does  not  win  games.  The  season  is 
over  and  most  people  are  glad  that  it 
is.  After  all,  no  one,  including  alums, 
really  believed  that  Vince  Gibson 
could  walk  on  water. 
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If  looks  could  tell  a  season's  story 
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Freshman  efforts  go  unnoticed  through  season 


While  K-State's  varsity  football 
team  struggled  to  meet  the  Univer- 
sity's expectations,  the  freshman 
squad  labored,  nearly  unnoticed,  to 
a  repeat  of  last  year's  2-2  season. 

Freshman  football  received 
almost  zero  percent  of  the  attention 
that  was  given  to  its  older,  more 
sophisticated  counterpart.  This  was 
largely  because  the  games  were 
held  on  Friday  afternoons  in  relative 
obscurity,  which  was  unfortunate. 
For  although  many  people  might 
have  said  that  the  freshmen  were  no 
better  a  team  than  the  varsity,  few 
would  have  said  that  they  were  any 
worse. 

The  season  got  off  to  a  bad  start, 
as  the  Nebraska  freshmen  rolled  to  a 
33-10  win  in  the  first  game  of  the 
year.  This  loss,  although  unpleasant, 


was  nonetheless  understandable,  for 
Nebraska  is  to  football  as  K-State  is 
to  pride;  they  played,  and  we 
swallowed. 

In  the  mini-bowl  against  Kansas, 
the  team  survived  their  erratic, 
turnover-prone  offense  to  come  up 
with  a  final  touchdown  and  a  victory 
in  a  24-21  contest. 

In  their  next  game,  the  'Cats  com- 
pleted a  sweep  of  state  competition 
by  knocking  off  Wichita  State  21-6 
for  their  second,  and  last,  win. 

The  short  season  ended  with  a 
narrow  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the 
Missouri  Tigers  as  the  young  'Cats 
were  declawed  to  the  tune  of  18-14. 

If  the  freshman  records  are  any  in- 
dication of  the  future,  one  may 
wonder  what's  in  store  for  K-State 
football  in  years  to  come.  The  2-2 


record  is  as  good  as  any  freshman 
squad  has  done,  and  the  team  was 
not  without  some  good  talent,  if  yet 
undeveloped.  Still,  the  season  is  very 
easily,  and  uncomfortably,  com- 
pared to  the  varsity's:  a  close  win 
over  the  University  of  Kansas,  a  big 
win  over  a  Missouri  Valley 
Conference  team,  a  big  loss  from  the 
best  of  the  Big  Eight,  and  a  close  loss 
from  the  rest  of  the  Big  Eight. 

In  short,  this  year's  freshman  team 
looked  good  in  some  games,  bad  in 
others,  depending  quite  naturally, 
upon  the  quality  of  opposition.  They 
have  shown  that  there  is  room  to  im- 
prove, and  they  should  improve  in 
the  years  to  come.  Hopefully, 
Nebraska  and  the  rest  are  already  as 
good  as  they  can  be. 


Coach  Ted  Heath- 
Ted  Heath  was  appointed  head 
freshman  coach  in  January  of  1972 
after  serving  as  varsity  defensive 
scout  in  1971.  A  native  of  Beaver 
Falls,  Pennsylvania,  Heath  attended 
Western  State  College  in  Gunnison, 
Colo,  where  he  started  at  tackle  for 
three  seasons  and  graduated  in 
1964  with  a  degree  in  mathematics. 
He  also  holds  a  master's  degree  in 
secondary  school  administration 
from  that  institution.  Heath  spent  one 
season  as  a  line  coach  at  Western 
State  College  before  moving  to 
Boise,  Idaho,  to  take  over  coaching 
duties  at  Capital  High  School.  After 
two  seasons  at  Capital  High,  he 
spent  two  seasons  at  Centerville 
Community  College  is  Iowa  where,  in 
1969,  he  coached  his  team  to  an  8-2 
record  and  a  berth  in  the  El  Toro 
Bowl.

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Harriers  surpass  expectations 


Mid  morning  dawned.  Cutting, 
sub-freezing  winds  wailed  across 
desolate  plains.  Looking  across 
Stagg  Hill,  which  was  covered  with 
scrubby  grass  and  patches  of  snow, 
one  could  see  few  trees,  few  houses 
and  little  wildlife. 

The  only  things  visible  were  a  few 
pickup  trucks,  some  colored  flags 
marking  portions  of  a  five-mile 
cross-country  course  and  nervous 
athletes  who  were  jogging  around, 
preparing  to  run  those  five  miles. 

A  comfortable  voice  from  inside 
one  heated  truck  called  out  over  a 
loud-speaker:  "Three  minutes  until 
start.  Take  off  your  warmup  clothes." 

The  competitors  stripped  off 
wind-breakers  and  other  bulky 
clothing  and  moved  toward  the  star- 
ting line. 

In  their  motley  assortment  of 
bright  caps  and  earmuffs  and  long 
underwear  beneath  their  team  un- 
iforms, the  athletes  looked  strange, 
ghostlike,  almost  comical  —  like  will- 
ing victims  of  a  vast  practical  joke. 

The  participants  had  endured 
months  of  rigorous  training  and  hard 
competition.  They  had  run  miles  and 
miles  every  week,  pushing  and 
punishing  themselves  for  the  private 


satisfaction  of  beating  someone  else 
dedicated  to  the  same  goals,  realiz- 
ing all  the  while  that  the  rest  of  K- 
State  watched  the  football  team. 

These  runners  formed  a  team 
which  was  often  apart  from  other 
varsity  glamour  —  marching  bands, 
floating  Charmin  rolls,  cheerleaders' 
yells  and  shrill  crowds. 

Now  they  had  reached  another 
summit  of  running  prestige,  they 
toed  the  line. 

Lost  in  the  starting  gun's 
canonade,  vanishing  footsteps 
echoed  into  the  grassy  knoll .  .  .just 
"one  more  run"  had  begun. 

The  "one  more  run"  of  Wildcat 
harriers  became  a  surprisingly 
successful  season  far  beyond  pre- 
season expectations. 

Led  by  impressive  Jeff  Schemmel, 
the  young  team  captured  three  first 
place  dual-meet  finishes  along  with  a 
second  place  mark  at  the  Wichita 
State  Triangular  Meet. 

Disappointment  accompanied  a 
fifth  place  finish  at  the  Big  Eight  Meet 
but  the  harriers  rebounded  for  third 
place  at  the  NCAA  District  Meet. 

The  NCAA  championships  finish- 
ed the  Wildcats'  season  when  they 
failed  to  place  in  team  standings. 
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Coach  William  Favrow— 

Bill  Favrow,  assistant  cross  coun- 
try coach,  is  in  his  seventh  season  at 
K-State.  A  native  of  Kansas  City, 
Favrow  was  a  track  standout  at  Em- 
poria State  Teachers  College  where 
he  set  a  record  in  the  1962  con- 
ference meet.  He  also  lettered  four 
years  in  football  and  one  year  in 
basketball  at  Emporia. 

Favrow  came  to  K-State  in  1965. 
Prior  to  that  time  he  was  a  high 
school  coach  at  Argentine  High 
School  in  the  Kansas  City  area,  and 
later  at  Concordia  High  School. 

In  addition  to  his  coaching  duties 
Coach  Favrow  serves  as  the  director 
of  the  K-State  athletic  dormitory.

forgotten  and  time  to  seek  release 
from  being  a  mere  spectator. 

From  every  intellectual  cubbyhole

pus a  type  of  inter-collegiate  com- 
petition that  is  more  advanced  than 
that  found  in  the  intramural 
program.  Women  compete  in  seven 
sports  in  a  state-wide  league  com- 
posed of  approximately  14  teams.  K- 
State  is  usually  well  represented, 
particularly  in  the  sports  of  basket- 
ball and  field  hockey. 

With  an  expanding  program  and 
now  increasing  student  acceptance 
and  interest,  women's  athletics  are 
finally  out  of  the  woods  and  onto  the 
inter-collegiate  playing  fields  of  the 
K-State  campus.

Wildcat  soccer 
scores  perfect 
season  record 

The  1972  fall  soccer  team  con- 
tinued the  winning  tradition  which 
has  become  a  trademark  of  K-State 
soccer  in  the  past.  The  team  posted 
a  season  record  of  nine  wins  and  no 
defeats  and  maintained  its  position 
as  the  winningest  sport  at  K-State. 
Sweeping  through  the  season  with 
apparent  ease,  the  team  displayed 
the  perfection  of  a  Southern  Cal 
football  team  or  a  UCLA  basketball 
squad.

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Winter  news — 

Political  activity  dominated  both 
national  and  local  news  during  the 
winter  of  1973: 

—  President  Richard  Nixon  an- 
nounced the  end  of  the  Vietnam  con- 
flict on  Jan.  23.  However,  Manhattan 
didn't  receive  the  news  via  television 
because  WIBW-TV  continued  to 
broadcast  the  K-State/KU   basket- 


ball game  during  Nixon's  speech. 

—  "Earl  Scruggs:  His  Family  and 
Friends"  sponsored  by  Union 
Program  Council  captivated  8,000 
fans  during  a  10-hour  concert  in 
Ahearn  Fieldhouse  Jan.  20. 

—  Near  the  first  of  the  year,  two 
former  Presidents,  Harry  Truman 
and  Lyndon  Johnson,  died  within 
one  month  of  each  other. 

—  Crippling  winter  snow  and  ice 
storms  froze  Kansas  highways  and 
student  spirits  during  December  and 
January. 

—  K-State's  Wildcats  defeated  KU 
and  Iowa  State,  a  record  three  times 
during  the  season  and  captured  a 
second  consecutive  Big  Eight  title. 

—  A  new  NCAA  eligibility  rule  went 
into  effect  which  stated  that  a  player 
need  only  a  1.6  GPA  to  compete  in 
varsity  sports. 

—  The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled 
that  abortion  before  the  third  month 
of  pregnancy  is  legal. 

—  Students  turned  out  in  unusually 
large  numbers  to  vote  for  two 
referendums  on  the  SGA  ballot. 
They  voted  two  to  one  against  a 
proposed  recreational  complex  and 
overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  the 
Royal  Purple  receiving  student  ac- 
tivity funds. 

—  John  Ronnau,  student  body  presi- 
dent, resigned  before  his  term  was 
officially  over;  Senate  Chairman 
Steve  Doering  took  his  place  until 
Joe  Knopp  was  elected  president. 


Anniversary— 

Pershing  Rifles,  a  campus  military 
drill  and  service  organization  open  to 
army  and  air  force  ROTC  men,  was 
to  celebrate  its  25th  anniversary  in 
April. 

General  John  Pershing  founded 
company  "A"  of  the  National  Society 
of  Pershing  Rifles  in  1892  at  the 
University  of  Nebraska  at  Lincoln. 

K-State's  company,  G-7,  was 
founded  in  April  1948. 

G-7's  exhibition  team  took  first 
place  in  regimental  competition  from 
1969-71,  while  its  standard  team 
took  second  place  in  1970  and  first 
place  in  1971. 

The  coed  affiliates  of  Pershing 
Rifles  (Caper)  was  founded  national- 
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ly  in  1967.  K-State's  company,  Wild 
Kattettes,  supports  itself  through 
money-making  projects  so  that  the 
group  may  participate  in  drill  com- 
petitions. This  year  it  was  to  go  to 
Myrtle  Beach,  S.C.  in  March  for  the 
national  drill  competition. 


Women 


A  committee  to  "review  the  roles, 
needs  and  opportunities"  of  women 
at  K-State  was  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent James  A.  McCain  in  November 
1971. 

This  Commission  on  the  Status  of 
Women  is  composed  of  about  20 
faculty  members,  classified 
employees  and  students  and  meets 


once  a  week.  It  is  divided  into  sub- 
committees on  women  faculty,  part- 
time  faculty,  classified  employees 
and  students  plus  a  legal  and  ex- 
ecutive committee. 

Out  of  the  commission  came  the 
Affirmative  Action  Office,  directed  by 
Dorothy  Thompson. 

The  office  developed  a  university- 
wide  Affirmative  Action  Plan  re 
quired  by  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare.  HEW's 
guidelines  called  for  an  examination 
of  the  University  personnel  structure 
to  see  if  there  were  "patterns  of  dis- 
crimination and  to  take  affirmative 
action  to  see  that  these  inequalities 
be  abolished." 

The  commission's  sub- 
committees assisted  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  final  plan  by  continuing 
research  and  submitting  proposals 
and  recommendations. 


Guitarist 


Narciso  Yepes,  Spanish  guitarist, 
introduced  Chamber  Music  Series 
patrons  to  the  amazing  versatility  oj 
the  ten-string  guitar  in  a  two-houi 
performance  Dec.  8  in  the  KSU 
Auditorium. 

Yepes,  noted  for  his  researching 
of  forgotten  manuscripts  of  the  16th 
and  17th  centuries,  designed  his  in-j 
strument  for  performing: 
Renaissance  and  Baroque  music 
written  originally  for  the  lute. 

The  Bartok  Quartet  from  Hungary! 
performed  Jan.  22. 

Named  after  the  late  composer  oj 
Hungary's  national  classical  idiom 
the    quartet    played    pieces    b}j 
Beethoven,  Mozart  and  Bartok  im-j 
peccably. 

The  ensemble,  consisting  of  twc 
violins,  a  viola  and  a  cello,  achievec 
a  harpsichord  effect  by  plucking  anc 
rolling  each  chord  separately  durinc 
Bartok's  "Quartet  No.  5  (1934)." 

The  Alma  Trio,  a  piano,  violin  ant 
cello  ensemble  from  the  Unitet 
States  performed  March  5  in  th< 
final  concert  of  the  1972-71

The  lectures  covered 
he  theories  of  heart  disease,  how 
exercise  affects  the  heart  and  blood 
/essels,  obesity  and  different  types 
)f  diets,  body  mechanics  and  how 
he  body  handles  stress. 

The  lab  sessions  explained 
what  the  different  exercise  programs 
nvolved  and  how  to  do  them  proper- 

y- 

Next  semester,  freshmen  are  to 
choose  a  sport  they  can  enjoy  all 
heir  lives.  These  include  such  things 
is  scuba  diving,  synchronized  swim- 
ning,  water  skiing,  hiking,  camping, 
angling,  cycling  and  folk  dancing. 

"In  a  recent  study  by  B.  C.  Bruner, 
t  was  noted  that  63  percent  of  the 
)eople  interviewed  felt  that  the  exer- 
cises they  had  learned  as  children 
nd  young  adults  were  not  appli- 
able  for  them  as  adults,"  Corbin 
aid. 
His  program  offers  a  wide  choice 
(pf  lifetime  activities  that  will  allow 
'students  to  get  and  keep  physically 
J  it.   Most   people  want  to   keep   in 
ihape  but  just  don't  know  how  to  go 
ibout  it,  Corbin  said. 
K-State's  program  doesn't  impose 
regimen   on   anyone.    Instead,   it 
:hallenges  each  student  to  make  his 
>r  her  own  decision  as  to  what  type 
)f  exercise  or  activity  he  pursues  as 
i  lifetime  sport. 


"The  Death  of  Cato,"  by  Mark 
Edwards,  graduate  in  speech,  poked 
fun  at  egotistic  intellectualism.  Rick 
Brown,  senior  in  speech,  stole  the 
show  with  his  portrayal  of  the  com- 
ically deranged  Cato. 

Other  works  featured  on  this  bill 
were  "Dandelion  Seeds,"  by  David 
Retter,  former  K-State  student  and 
"Terminal  Cases,"  by  Frank  Rizzo,  a 
University  of  Arizona  student. 

"Looking  Glass,"  a  bill  of  one-act 
plays  presented  Feb.  14-17,  was 
designed  as  "a  collection,  not  a 
catalogue,"  according  to  Joel 
Climenhaga,  a  director  of  the  stu- 
dent playwrighting  program. 

The  title  symbolized  the  students' 
desire  to  create  a  reflection  of  three 
contrasting  views  of  reality  within  the 
evening's  presentation.  Another  in- 


novation adopted  by  the  students 
working  on  this  production  was  the 
idea  of  performing  as  a  company  — 
with  playwrights,  directors  and  ac- 
tors intermingling  their  traditional 
roles  to  create  a  feeling  of  unity 
within  the  group. 

"The  Play  —  Played  Forever,"  by 
Mary  Siegle,  senior  in  speech,  used 
a  musical  revue  format  to  explore 
relationships  between  men  and 
women  throughout  history. 

"Where  Charity  and  Love  Prevail," 
by  Charles  Euston,  junior  in  speech, 
probed  a  communication  problem 
between  a  high  school  student  and 
his  parochial  school  teacher. 

"Let  Me  Entertain  You,"  by  Kathy 
Showalter,  senior  in  speech,  raised 
questions  about  people's  reasons  for 
hiding  behind  false  self-images. 


Awareness 


"The  purpose  of  Black  Awareness 
is  to  make  the  University  aware  of 
Black  life  by  means  of  educational 
and  entertaining  activities,"  Becky 
Chinn,  chairwoman  of  Black 
Awareness  programs,  said. 

Awareness  activities  included  a 
gospel  choir  from  Chicago  and  a 
Black  business  exposition  day 
featuring  as  guest  speaker  James 
Woodson,  lawyer  and  president  of 
the  Corrugated  Box  Company. 

A  Black  student  Speak-Out  in  the 
Union  and  a  panel  discussion  con- 


cerning   business   fields   open   to 
Blacks  were  also  featured. 

Ms.  Chinn  added  that  programs 
were  to  be  scheduled  for  the  entire 
semester  rather  than  including  them 
all  in  one  week's  time  as  had  been 
done  in  previous  years.  This  should 
allow  for  greater  flexibility  in 
programming  and  should  give 
students  a  chance  to  attend  more 
activities  concerning  Black 
Awareness  during  the  semester,  she 
said. 
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SGA  elections  satisfy  drama-starved  voters

For  those  feisty  types  who  get  ex- 
cited about  the  fit  and  fever  of  the 
debates  and  campaign  speeches 
that  accompany  public  elections,  it 
was  a  very  good  year. 

For  if  November  did  not  satiate 
one's  hunger  for  political  melo- 
drama, February's  SGA  elections 
surely  did. 

A  proposed  $4.5  million  dollar 
recreation  complex,  the  fate  of  the 
Royal  Purple  and  the  image  of  Stu- 
dent Senate  caused  fireworks  from 
the  word  "vote." 

And  the  record  total  of  4,660 
voters  was  quite  a  contrast  to  the 
apathy  and  indifference  that  has 
characterized  past  SGA  elections. 

Only  a  deaf  and  blind  person 
would  not  have  known  about  all  the 
commotion  surrounding  Rec  73,  the 
proposed  mammoth  recreation 
complex  which  came  to  a  referen- 
dum vote  on  February  7.  But  the 
matter  was  clearly  settled,  for  the 


time  being  at  least,  when  the  nays 
doubled  the  yeas. 

The  K-State  yearbook,  the  Royal 
Purple,  was  also  on  the  referendum 
chopping  block  with  its  staff 
members  pleading  for  an  addition  of 
67  cents  to  the  Student  Publications 
line  item  which  would  pump  a  little 
life  back  into  the  already  pallid 
pocketbook  of  the  RP. 

The  voter  decision  was  a  resoun- 
ding "yes." 

The  two  referenda  may  have  been 
the  main  attraction,  but  the  Student 
Senate  elections  didn't  play  second 
fiddle. 

A  record  73  candidates  vying  for 
some  50  positions  jammed  the 
ballots,  not  to  mention  the  campus 
trees  and  bulletin  boards  with 
political  posters. 

But  the  image  of  senate  in  general 
seemed  to  be  the  issue  at  stake,  and 
that  image  rapidly  became  the 
battleground  for  the  four  candidates 


for  student  body  president. 

Dana  Brewer,  David  (Levi) 
Strauss,  Joe  Knopp  and  write-in 
candidate  Rick  Ellis  offered  four,  if 
not  distinct,  at  least  curiously  vary- 
ing, options  for  a  "new  look"  in 
senate. 

The  choices  proved  a  little  toe 
confusing  as  the  four  contenders 
each  drew  enough  votes  to  force  z 
run-off  bout  between  Knopp  anc 
Brewer. 

And  two  days  later,  Brewer,  citinc 
Knopp's  winning  of  46  percent  of  the 
original  votes,  conceded  the  race. 

Seldom  are  voters  asked  "tc 
decide  as  much  as  were  K-Staters 
on  February  7. 

But  then  seldom  is  a  body  sub- 
jected to  as  much  criticism  anc 
scorn  as  was  Student  Senate  during 
the  campaign  weeks  of  1973. 

The  candidates  were  pointing  to  a 
change  —  the  students  were  praying 
for  it. 
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International  talent  spotlighted

International  talent  from  both 
sides  of  the  Atlantic  was  featured 
throughout  the  winter  segment  of  K- 
State's  Auditorium  Series. 

The  Eleo  Pomare  Dance  Com- 
pany, a  predominantly  Black 
American  dance  troupe,  dazzled  a 
large  audience  with  its  stark,  un- 
conventional choreography  and 
dramatic  stage  production  Dec.  1. 

Combining  contemporary  Black 
jazz  movements  with  traditional 
ballet  and  African  dance  forms,  the 
troupe  portrayed  the  sadness  of  a 
slave  auction,  the  joy  of  a  Congolese 
Roman  Catholic  Mass  and  the 
depression  of  man-woman  blues. 
Swirling  white  robes,  turbans  and 
strobe  lighting  dramatized 
"Radiance  in  the  Dark"  and  "Nar- 
cissus Rising." 

The  Romeros,  a  family  of  Spanish 
guitarists,  presented  a  virtuoso  per- 
formance Jan.  21.  Founded  by 
Celedonio  Romero,  father  of  the 
three  other  Romeros,  the  quartet 
demonstrated  the  intricacies  of  18th 
and  19th  century  classical  guitar 
music. 

The  Czechoslavakian  State 
Orchestra  literally  warmed  up  the 
audience  and  brought  it  to  its  feet 
with  performances  of  Mozart's 
"Prague"  Symphony  and   Dvorak's 


"New  World"  Symphony  Feb.  14. 
Vaclav  Hudecek,  20-year-old  violin 
soloist,  received  an  individual  stan- 
ding  ovation  after  playing 
Tchaikovsky's  "Violin  Concerto  in  D 
Major." 

Two  one-act  operas,  "Trouble  in 
Tahiti,"  and  "Cavalleria  Rusticana," 
were  presented  Feb.  20,  21,  23  and 
24  as  a  joint  production  by  K-State's 
Departments  of  Music  and  Speech. 

Nancy  Higbee  and  Jeff  Williams, 
both  seniors  in  music,  played  a 
young  suburban  couple  experien- 
cing marital  problems  in  Leonard 
Bernstein's  "Trouble  in  Tahiti." 

Jerry  Langenkamp,  director  of 
Opera  Theatre,  Jean  Sloop,  assis- 
tant professor  of  music,  and 
Stephanie  Kinney,  graduate  student 
in  music,  sang  the  roles  of  the  love 
triangle  in  "Cavalleria  Rusticana,"  a 
19th  century  Sicilian  melodrama  by 
Pietro  Mascagni. 

The  Vienna  Boy's  Choir  per- 
formed before  a  sell-out  audience 
March  4  in  the  concluding  concert  of 
the  1972-73  Auditorium  Series.  The 
choir  delighted  K-State  audiences 
by  singing  selections  from  the  15th 
and  16th  centuries  and  romantic  era 
in  addition  .to  presenting  a  one-act 
comedy  opera,  "Tales  From  Old 
Vienna,"  by  Johann  Strauss. 
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Some  forty  days.  Think  of  it.  Between  the  time  students 
went  home  for  Christmas  break  and  the  time  the  drop-add 
lines  for  second  semester  had  begun  to  thin  out,  the  world 
had  changed  faces. 

Two  former  Presidents  had  died,  the  current  chief 
had  begun  a  second  term,  half  the  Midwest  had  gone  to 
its  knees  under  a  crippling  ice  storm,  Earl  Scruggs  had 
put  Manhattan  on  the  map  . .  .  and,  oh  yeah,  the  war 
ended. 

Remember? 

Well,  someone  forgot.  Someone  didn't  even  no- 
tice. Surely  somebody  forgot  to  turn  on  the  radio  one 
day  and  never  heard  the  news. 

Even  the  newspaper  people  goofed. 

They  forgot  to  run  the  stories  and  pictures  of 
parades  and  ticker-tape  flying.  The  President  forgot 
to  declare  a  national  day  of  rejoicing. 

Children  forgot  to  dance  on  rooftops  and  cheer 
from  street  corners. 

The  end  must  have  come  too  late  for  the  pomp 
and  pageantry. 

Two  years  ago  the  cease-fire  announcement  would 
have  rocked  the  world.  Instead  it  just  rippled  the  water. 

A  war  that  engulfed  college  campuses  in  turmoil, 
sprayed  bitterness  and  distrust  throughout  our  govern- 
ment and  our  people  and  snuffed  out  thousands  of  young 
lives— and  it  bowed  out  with  about  as  much  ebullience  as 
the  World  Series.  Really  hard  to  believe. 

But  not  so  hard  to  explain. 


Weariness.  That's  what  it  was.  A  weary  ending  to  a  weary 
war. 

Like  an  over-written  play,  Vietnam  dragged  out  so  long 
that  people  were  too  tired  to  jump  up  and  down  and  hug 
each  other  when  the  curtain  finally  closed. 

The  bickering  and  the  bombs  had  taken  their  toll. 
The  American  public  was  emotionally  drained  and  fa- 
tigued by  the  puzzle  of  Vietnam. 

And  from  weariness  came  mistrust. 
People  had  heard  the  word  "peace"  too  many 
times.  Like  the  boy  who  cried  "wolf,"  Kissinger  had 
falsely  raised  the  public's  hopes  once  too  often.  The 
only  thing  "at  hand"  was  despair. 

And  even  when  peace  came,  it  didn't  really 
come. 

They  said  the  guns  had  stopped,  but  soldiers 
kept  dying.  They  said  an  "agreement"  had  been 
reached,  but  presidents  and  premiers  still  argued. 
And  they  promised  the  prisoners  were  coming  home, 
but  fatherless  children  waited  in  vain. 

Yes,  that's  why  Vietnam  went  out  as  tacitly  as  it 
came  in.  No  one  knew  what  was  happening.  Most  of 
all,  no  one  believed  anything  could  be  happening. 
But  it  finally  did.  Really. 

Somewhere  out  there  is  a  parade  waiting  to  march. 
There  are  banners  to  be  waved  and  tears  of  Joy  that  need 
to  be  shed.  There  are  hurrahs  and  whoopees  that  have 
lost  their  ways. 

And  until  they  are  found,  Vietnam-in  our  hearts  and 
our  history  books— will  stay  an  unfinished  sentence.

Willie  the  Wildcat  smiled  more 
during  basketball  season  than  in 
football  months. 

The  basketball  team,  a  mixture  of 
seasoned  players  and  new  talent, 
combined  their  efforts  to  provide 
early  Christmas  presents  for  the  K- 
State  fans  by  winning  all  non- 
conference  home  games,  and 
posting  a  7-1  overall  record. 

Big  Eight  fans,  players  and 
coaches  saw  three  new  rules  put  into 
effect  in  conference  play  this  season. 
Three  officials,  rather  than  the  two 
used  last  year,  were  to  referee  at  all 
games,  and  on  the  first  six  team  fouls 
the  offending  team  was  to  receive 
the  ball  out-of-bounds  rather  than 
shoot  a  free-throw.  A  30-second 
clock  was  to  be  used  in  all  Big  Eight 
conference  games,  while  non- 
conference  opponents  were  to  have 
the  option  of  using  it. 

As  defending  Big  Eight  champions 
the  'Cats  began  the  season  with  a 
home  opening  win,  defeating  San 
Diego  State  79-67.  K-State  over- 
powered the  Aztecs  in  rebounds  and 


field-goal  percentages  to  the  delight 
of  11,000  partisan  fans. 

The  Wildcats  continued  their  early 
winning  streak  by  defeating  Eastern 
Kentucky  87-59  and  the  University  of 
Utah  65-59. 

K-State's  only  loss  during  non- 
conference  play  came  when  the 
'Cats  traveled  to  meet  the  University 
of  Tulsa  and  lost  to  the  hot-shooting 
Hurricanes  89-69. 

Resuming  its  momentum,  the 
team  pushed  past  the  rest  of  its  op- 
ponents: North  Texas  State  76-62, 
the  University  of  Iowa  68-62,  the 
University  of  Washington  71-64  and 
the  University  of  Arizona  85-69;  con- 
tending with  the  Missouri  Tigers  for 
the  highest  ranking  in  UPI  and  AP 
basketball  polls  for  a  Big  Eight  team 
in  pre-season  play. 

Coach  Hartman  and  the  squad 
were  then  to  have  a  short  four-day 
Christmas  rest  before  resuming 
roundball  action  in  the  Big  Eight  Pre- 
season Tournament,  where  Missouri 
and  K-State  were  picked  as  co- 
favorites. 
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'Cats,  MU  in  tournament  finals 


Common  sense  would  tell  a  per- 
son that  you  can't  place  an  untamed 
buffalo,  jayhawk,  cyclone,  sooner, 
tiger,  cowboy,  cornhusker  and  wild- 
cat in  the  same  building,  let  alone  on 
the  same  basketball  court.  Yet  this  is 
precisely  what  happened  for  the  27th 
consecutive  year  at  the  Big  Eight 
Tournament  in  Kansas  City. 

Missouri,  last  year's  champion, 
and  K-State,  the  1972  runner-up, 
were  picked  as  co-favorites  by  local 
sports  writers  to  meet  in  the  tourna- 
ment finale,  barring  unforseen  up- 
sets. 

K-State  faced  an  inter-state  con- 
test with  KU  in  the  opening  round. 
The  'Cats  and  Jayhawks  battled  on 
the  court  and  in  the  bleachers  to  a 
first  half  standoff.  But  in  the  second 
half  K-State's  aggressive  reboun- 
ding and  outside  shooting  propelled 
the  'Cats  to  a  91-70  victory. 

A  fired-up  Iowa  State  team  nearly 


provided  the  unforseen  upset  for  K- 
State  during  second  round  play.  In  a 
see-saw  affair  clutch  free-throw 
shooting  in  the  game's  final 
moments  by  Ernie  Kusyner  gave  the 
Wildcats  a  narrow  68-65  win. 

As  was  predicted,  Missouri  and  K- 
State  met  in  a  repeat  of  last  year's 
tournament  finale,  and  the  outcome, 
like  the  participants,  was  no 
different.  Behind  the  shooting  of 
their  "big-men"  MU  jumped  out  to  an 
early  lead  which  was  not  overcome 
until  K-State  forged  a  second  half  tie 
at  62-62  with  nine  minutes  remain- 
ing. But  by  that  time  the  intangible 
factor  of  momentum  had  swung 
back  to  Missouri  and  the  Tigers 
cruised  to  an  82-72  victory  and  tour- 
nament title. 

And  as  for  K-State,  it  was  on  to 
conference  play  and  hopes  for  a 
repeat  as  champion  in  Big  Eight 
basketball  competition. 
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-State  upends 
unbeaten  MU 
in  loop  opener 

Wounding  the  University  of  Kan- 
sas' Jayhawks  in  KU  territory  provid- 
ed gloating  material  in  the  spring 
semester. 

Before  the  KU  victory  however,  the 
Wildcats  faced  three  tough  op- 
ponents in  roundball  play  and 
emerged  with  mixed  results. 

Southern  Methodist  University 
fought  K-State  during  the  entire 
Dallas  game,  and  only  in  the  last 
seconds  let  K-State  slip  by  with  a  57- 
55  victory. 

The  University  of  Missouri  was  K- 
State's  first  Big  Eight  opponent  of  the 
conference  campaign.  Prior  to 
league  play,  MU  had  defeated  K- 
State  at  Kansas  City;  but  when  the 
Tigers  visited  Manhattan,  the  'Cats 
returned  the  loss  by  spoiling  MU's 
perfect  record  with  a  70-55  triumph. 

K-State  received  a  rude  reception 
from  the  University  of  Oklahoma 
during  a  regionally  televised  game, 
as  freshman  sensation  Alvin  Adams 
led  the  Sooners  past  the  Wildcats 
81-69  in  Norman. 

The  'Cats  regained  the  roundball 
momentum  when  they  handed  KU  a 
77-68  loss  at  Allen  Fieldhouse. 
Despite  the  psychological  tactics  of 
playing  former  prep  star  Nino 
Samuel,  K-State  overcame  a  first 
half  deficit  and  posted  an  "on  the 
road"  victory  during  which  President 
Nixon  announced  a  Vietnam  peace. 

The  Wildcat's  third  conference 
victory  in  their  continuing  streak  of 
home  wins  was  over  Oklahoma  State 
University,  74-64.  This  win  brought 
the  'Cat's  season  record  to  13  vic- 
tories against  3  defeats.

K-State's  basketball  team  con- 
tinued its  surge  for  the  Big  Eight  con- 
ference crown  when  it  travelled  to 
the  University  of  Nebraska  at  Lin- 
coln. The  Cornhusker  basketball 
team  failed  to  possess  the  poise, 
agility  and  strength  of  their  football 
counterparts  as  they  fell  to  the  Wild- 
cats by  the  score  of  82-55. 

Iowa  State  was  seeking  revenge 
for  a  narrow  defeat  K-State  handed 
them  in  the  Big  Eight  Tournament 
when  the  Cyclones  came  to  Ahearn 
Fieldhouse.  Iowa  State  fought  for 
their  cause,  but  the  'Cats  disap- 
pointed them  with  a  narrow  78-74 
victory. 

One  of  the  more  crucial  games  for 
K-State  came  when  the  'Cats  travell- 
ed to  the  University  of  Colorado  to 
play  for  the  conference  lead.  The  two 
teams  had  been  co-leaders 
throughout  the  season,  but  the  'Cats 
proved  the  Buffs  the  weaker  of  the 
two  by  defeating  them  81-62. 

In  a  Jayhawk-Wildcat  rematch  KU 
brought  its  team,  friends  and  fans  to 
Manhattan  to  do  unto  K-State  as  K- 


State  had  done  unto  them.  KU 
almost  accomplished  its  mission  as 
the  Wildcats  trailed  throughout  the 
game,  and  didn't  take  the  lead  until 
the  last  moment,  literally  —  when 
there  were  only  22  seconds  left  on 
the  clock.  Lon  Kruger  landed  a  pair 
of  clutch  free  throws  and  put  K-State 
ahead  for  the  first  time,  67-66.  The 
Jayhawks  were  not  about  to  fold  as 
they  put  up  two  final  shots,  which,  to 
the  delight  of  K-State  fans,  missed 
their  mark. 

K-State  advanced  its  conference 
victory  tally  to  eight  by  coming  home 
with  its  third  victory  over  Iowa  State. 
The  Cyclones  succumbed  to  the 
'Cats  89-76  in  Ames,  as  the  Wildcats 
continued  their  climb  up  the  national 
ranking  ladder. 

Wildcat  title  hopes  were  tem- 
porarily dimmed  when  Missouri 
overpowered  K-State  80-66  at 
Columbia.  This  was  the  third  time  the 
'Cats  and  Tigers  tangled  during  the 
season,  each  claiming  one  previous 
victory. 

Following  the  MU  contest  the  'Cats 


regained  their  winning  momentum 
and  proved  it  by  handing  OU  a 
narrow  82-78  loss.  It  was  K-State's 
ninth  conference  win,  moving  therr 
one  game  closer  to  the  Big  Eigh' 
championship. 

Oklahoma  State  guaranteed  the 
Purple  and  White  at  least  a  share  oi 
the  conference  crown  by  losing  td 
the  'Cats  91-67.  K-State  established 
an  early  lead  in  the  game,  and  the 
Cowboys  of  Sam  Aubrey  were  never 
able  to  catch  up. 

Although  it  was  a  dreary,  rainy 
Saturday  afternoon  on  the  outside,: 
inside  Ahearn  Fieldhouse  the  at-i 
mosphere  was  just  the  opposite  as 
ecstatic  cheers  of  "we're  number 
one"  emerged  from  the  K-State  fans. 
In  the  second  meeting  against  the 
NU  Cornhuskers,  K-State  clinched 
the  Big  Eight  conference  cham-i 
pionship  for  the  second  straight  year 
by  defeating  the  Huskers  97-70, 
thereby  earning  a  berth  in  the  NCAA 
regionals  in  Houston  and  a  shot  at 
college  basketball's  national  cham- 
pionship.

Coach  Jack  Hartman— 


Jack  Hartman  is  in  his  third 
season  as  head  coach  of  the  Wildcat 
basketball  squad.  Prior  to  coming  to 
K-State,  Hartman  was  mentor  at 
Coffeyville  Juco  and  Southern 
Illinois  University.  In  seven  seasons 
at  Coffeyville  his  teams  posted  a 
147-39  record,  winning  trips  to  four 
national  Juco  tournaments,  while  his 
1961-62  team  went  undefeated. 

During  an  eight  year  stay  at 
Southern  Illinois  Hartman's  teams 
earned  four  NCAA  college  division 
tournament  berths  and  won  the  NIT 
championship  in  1966-67.  His  overall 
record  for  the  Salukis  was  144  wins 
against  64  losses. 

In  his  first  season  at  K-State,  Hart- 
man coached  the  Wildcats  to  an  11- 
15  season,  which  he  bettered  to  a 
19-9  mark  and  a  league  cham- 
pionship in  the  1971-72  campaign.

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Wildcats  close  basketball  season 
with  second  place  Regional  finish 


The  K-State  basketball  team  clos- 
ed out  regular  season  play  in  cham- 
pionship manner  by  handing  the 
University  of  Colorado  a  76-66  loss. 
It  was  the  second  win  for  the  'Cats  in 
as  many  meetings  with  the  Buffs  and 
allowed  K-State  to  close  out  an  un- 
defeated home  court  season. 

By  winning  the  Big  Eight 
Conference  crown  with  a  22-4 
record,  K-State  was  entitled  a  trip  to 
the  NCAA  Midwest  Regionals  in 
Houston.  In  K-State's  first  game  of 
the  tournament  the  Wildcats  knock- 
ed off  the  top-seeded  Ragin  Cajuns 
from  the  University  of  Southwestern 
Louisiana  66-63.  The  'Cats  jumped 
out  to  an  early  lead  and  forced  the 
high  scoring  USL  squad  to  play  the 
deliberate  K-State  style  of  basket- 
ball. 

Advancing  to  the  finals  of  the 
Midwest  Regionals  against  Missouri 
Valley  Champion,  Memphis  State,  K- 
State's  sub-par  shooting  perfor- 
mance and  defensive  lapses  allowed 
the  Tigers  to  walk  away  with  a  92-72 
victory. 


The  Midwest  Regionals  told  the 
story  of  the  season  for  K-State 
basketball  fortunes.  The  Wildcats 
played  great  basketball  at  times,  and 
on  other  occasions  played  far  below 
their  ability.  First  half  inconsistency 
hampered  the  'Cats  throughout  the 
year,  while  second  half  comebacks 
became  a  seasonal  trademark.  The 
most  impressive  point  in  the  Wild- 
cats favor  during  the  season  was 
their  refusal  to  panic  under 
pressure.  They  fell  far  behind  in 
several  conference  games  before 
coming  back  to  claim  victory. 

The  1972-73  Wildcat  basketball 
squad  can  be  proud  of  their  perfor- 
mance. Their  23-5  overall  record 
was  the  best  since  Tex  Winter's 
1961-62  squad  compiled  a  23-4 
record,  as  K-State  captured  its  se- 
cond straight  Big  Eight  Conference 
crown  under  the  direction  of  head 
coach  Jack  Hartman.

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Junior  Varsity 
streaks  to  five 
early  victories 

Spirited  effort,  hustling  dedica- 
tion, and  large  quantities  of 
teamwork  and  determination;  these 
were  some  of  the  traits  the  K-State 
Junior  Varsity  basketball  team  dis- 
played during  the  1972-73  season. 

Unlike  their  varsity  counterpart, 
the  JV  squad  had  few  changes  in 
their  style  of  play  as  the  30-second 
clock  was  absent  and  only  two  of- 
ficials refereed  each  contest. 

Playing  in  the  late  afternoon,  prior 
to  the  varsity  match-up,  the  JV 
posted  five  straight  wins  over  Pratt, 
Highland,  Dodge  City,  Coffeyville 
and  Colby  junior  colleges  before 
having  their  record  blemished  by 
cross-state  rival,  KU. 

Rebounding  from  their  first  loss 
the  JV  sank  two  more  opponents, 
Topeka  Hughes-Conoco  and 
Nebraska,  before  receiving  a  second 
and  final  defeat  of  the  season  at  the 
hands  of  Barton  County  Junior 
College. 

In  a  rematch  with  the  junior 
Jayhawks  the  K-State  JV  resumed 
winning  form  by  downing  the  'Hawks 
by  a  36  point  margin.  Emporia  State 
and  Nebraska  were  mere  stepping 
stones  late  in  the  season  as  the 
Junior  Varsity,  behind  the  playmak- 
ing  of  guards  Chuckie  Williams,  and 
Andy  Kusnyer,  and  the  rebounding 
strength  of  Gary  Ely  and  Tony 
Pauzauskie,  coasted  to  a  10-2 
record. 

Coach  Chuck  Garrett— 

As  Jack  Hartman's  first  appoint- 
ment after  coming  to  K-State,  Chuck 
Garrett  became  the  Wildcat's  Junior 
Varsity  basketball  coach.  Garrett, 
now  in  his  third  year,  served  for  two 
seasons  as  a  high  school  coach  in 
Illinois,  and  studied  under  Hartman 
as  a  graduate  assistant  at  Southern 
Illinois  University  before  going  to 
North  Texas  State  University  as  an 
assistant  for  the  1969-70  season. 
During  his  tenure  as  J.V.  coach 
Garrett  has  compiled  a  22-12  won- 
loss  record.

Terry  Holbrook  is  in  his  first 
season  as  assistant  track  coach  at  K- 
State  after  serving  one  year  in  a 
similar  capacity  at  North  Texas 
State.  A  native  of  Belle  Plaine, 
Holbrook  is  a  former  K-State 
quartermiler  and  Big  Eight  cham- 
pion. During  his  collegiate  days, 
Holbrook  set  school  records  in  the 
300-yard  dash  and  as  a  member  of 
the  440-yard,  880-yard  and  sprint 
medley  teams.  He  placed  third  in  the 
Big  Eight  outdoor  meet  as  a 
sophomore  and  won  the  outdoor 
championship  as  a  junior.  Holbrook 
was  an  all-American  in  1967  and 
1969,  and  ran  on  the  distance 
medley  NCAA  championship  team  in 
1967. 
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K-State  track 
captures  sixth 
at  indoor  meet 

For  the  exercise  buff  jogging  is  the 
all-weather  sport  which  can  build  en- 
durance, improve  one's  health,  and 
cause  one  to  shed  those  unwanted 
pounds.  But  for  those  serious 
runners  of  a  competitive  nature, 
jogging  becomes  outdoor  track  in 
the  spring,  cross-country  in  the  fall 
and  indoor  track  in  the  winter. 

This  past  winter  the  indoor  track 
squad  of  coach  Deloss  Dodds  prov- 
ed just  how  serious  and  competitive 
K-State's  runners  are.  The  Indoor 
track  team,  with  only  11  lettermen 
and  three  seniors  returning  from  the 
1972  squad,  posted  dual  meet  wins 
over  Wichita  State,  Oklahoma,  North 
Texas  State,  and  Missouri  for  an  un- 
blemished 4-0  record. 

Led  by  Mike  Lee,  Dean  Williams, 
Dale  Alexander  and  John  Feltner  on 
the  track,  and  Tom  Brosius,  Don 
Marrs  and  Rick  Slifer  in  the  field 
events  the  Wildcats  placed  first  in 
the  Oklahoma  City  Invitational,  but 
dropped  to  a  disappointing  sixth 
place  finish  against  the  rest  of  the 
Big  Eight  at  the  Big  Eight  Indoor 
Championships  in  Kansas  City.  K- 
State's  only  first  place  finish  came  in 
the  shot-put  where  Tom  Brouius  put 
the  shot  over  64  feet  to  take  the 
event  for  the  Wildcats.

After  a 
successful  two  year  career  at  Colby 
Community  Junior  College,  where 
he  twice  finished  fourth  in  the  nation 
in  his  weight  class,  Samuelson 
transferred  to  K-State  and  posted 
impressive  17-8  and  20-8  single 
season  records.

Inexperience 
slows  matmen 

Very  few  competitive  Big  Eight 
sports  recruit  athletes  under  six  feet 
tall  or  weighing  less  than  118 
pounds,  but  after  viewing  the  K- 
State  wrestling  team  you  can  easily 
see  that  height  and  weight  is  not 
always  an  advantage. 

K-State's  grapplers,  ranging  from 
Roger  Fisher  at  118  pounds  to  Tim 
Tuerk  at  245  pounds,  compiled  a  5-6 
overall  record  and  a  sixth  place 
finish  in  the  Big  Eight  Wrestling  Meet 
during  1972-73  competition. 

Under  the  coaching  direction  of  a 
former  K-State  wrestling  standout, 
Dale  Samuelson,  the  Wildcats 
posted  impressive  victories  over 
non-conference  opponents,  but  fail- 
ed to  defeat  a  Big  Eight  foe. 

According  to  Samuelson  the  'Cats 
wrestling  weaknesses  centered 
around  team  youth  and  inex- 
perience, while  Iowa  State  and 
Oklahoma  State,  perennial  wrestling 
strongholds,  were  not  so  unlucky.  !n 
any  case,  K-State  wrestling  provides 
Big  Eight  athletic  competition  for  the 
lightweight,  heavyweight  and  anyone 
in  between.

Gymnasts  overcome  late  start 


There  was  more  than  one  time,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year, 
when  the  future  of  K-State's  gym- 
nastics team  looked  bleak.  First  year 
coach,  Ken  Snow,  was  having  more 
than  his  share  of  beginner's  bad 
luck.  Due  to  a  late  start  in  recruiting 
last  year,  and  a  few  untimely  injuries, 
the  team  was  suffering  from  a  case 
of  malnutrition  in  the  proven  talent 
department.  Add  to  that  the  lack  of 
funds  which  has  become  a  painful 
fact  of  life  to  all  the  minor  team 
sports  at  K-State,  and  there  just 
wasn't  much  to  look  forward  to,  or  so 
it  seemed. 

Hopes  did  not  brighten  when 
snow  cancelled  the  majority  of  the 
pre-Christmas  tournament  schedule 
to  allow  the  squad  time  to  thicken  its 
ranks.  And  when  the  dual  season 
began  in  January  there  was  still  an 
air  of  uncertainty  as  to  whether  the 
team  would  be  able  to  compete 
against  its  opponents.  But  the  extra 
practice  sessions  seemed  to  pay  off 
as   the    gymnasts    beat    Northern 


Colorado  at  home  in  the  first  meet  of 
the  new  year. 

As  the  season  progressed  there 
was  a  steady  improvement  in  overall 
performance  and  confidence  of  the 
squad.  All-around  expert  Mike 
Thomas  was  superb;  specialists 
Jerry  Simmons  on  the  steel  rings, 
Larry  Estes  on  the  side  horse,  and 
Tom  Yother  on  the  high  bar  per- 
formed consistently  well,  as  the  team 
went  on  to  pick  up  wins  against  the 
University  of  Northern  Iowa  and  the 
University  of  Colorado,  the  latter 
coached  by  former  K-State  gym- 
nastics mentor  Dave  Warden,  in 
posting  a  duel  meet  record  of  three 
wins  and  four  losses. 

In  the  end,  despite  all  the  prophets 
of  doom,  the  Wildcats  proved 
themselves  to  be  determined  com- 
petitors to  the  surprise  of  many  peo- 
ple and  to  the  certain  delight  of  their 
fans.  And  without  a  doubt,  watching 
a  K-State  gymnastics'  victory  is  still 
one  of  the  more  pleasant  ways  to 
spend  a  Manhattan  evening. 
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Consistency  describes  riflery,  bowling  squads 


If  you  were  offered  a  free  game  of 
bowling  in  the  Union  or  an  afternoon 
of  target  practice  in  the  basement  of 
Military  Science  for  naming  the  two 
coeducational  intercollegiate  sports 
on  campus,  could  you  name  them 
without  calling  ULN  for  the  answer? 
A  surprising  number  of  K-State 
students  would  have  no  idea  where 
to  begin  guessing.  That  is,  unless 
they  were  members  of  the  riflery  or 
bowling  teams. 

The  K-State  riflery  team,  led  by 
Gary  Smith,  Joe  Noble,  Don  Jordon 
and  team  captain  Lark  Parsons,  was 
a  first  division  contender  for  the  en- 
tire  1972-73  season.  'Cat 
sharpshooters  scored  first  place  vic- 
tories at  Creighton  University  and 
the  Fort  Riley  Invitational,  while  tak- 
ing second  and  third  spots  in  several 
other  small-bore  matches.  Members 
of  the  squad  used  .22  caliber 
Anschutz  competition  rifles  in  their 
matches,  firing  at  targets  in  standing, 
sitting  and  prone  positions  from  a 
distance  of  50-yards. 

Wildcat  bowlers  also  finished  high 
in  competition  this  past  year,  as  the 
men's  squad  captured  first  in  the 
Kansas-Oklahoma  Traveling 
League,  while  the  women's  team 
garnered  a  third  place  finish.  In- 
dividual bowling  team  standouts 
were  Ron  Chester  and  Tena  Winkler, 
who  rolled  averages  of  182  and  173, 
respectively  in  leading  the  Wildcat 
pin  charge.

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Everyone,  in  his  professional  life, 
has  a  boss.  The  construction  worker 
kow-tows  to  his  foreman;  the  doctor 
answers  to  the  AMA;  and  even  the 
President  is  forced  to  bow  to  the 
electorate. 

College  students,  who  are  prepar- 
ing for  their  future  professional  lives, 
have  bosses,  too.  Here  they  are  call- 
ed administrators  and  are  largely 
responsible  for  the  planning  and 
decision-making  that  involve  all  of

see  K-State's  administrators  exer- 
cising their  powers  of  decision- 
making. 

We  have  asked  each  of  these  men 
and  women  a  "What  would  you  do  if 
..."  question  to  determine  how  he 
would  handle  a  specific  situation. 

Some  of  these  hypothetical 
situations  are  very  serious  —  some 
are  quite  fanciful. 

At  any  rate,  we  hope  their  answers 
will  give  you  some  clues  to  the  per- 
son inside  the  administrator. 

After  all,  as  college  prepares  us  to 
work  with  the  superiors  we  will  en- 
counter later  in  life,  it  also  tries  to 
show  us  that  bosses  are  human,  too. 


McCain  expects  fewer  underclass  enrollments 


What  would  you  do  if  the  populari- 
ty of  Kansas'  community  colleges 
caused  a  marked  decline  in  K- 
State's  freshman  and  sophomore 
enrollment? 

Actually,  we  fully  expect  enroll- 
ment in  community  colleges  to  grow 
at  a  faster  rate  than  in  the  lower  divi- 
sion of  our  state's  four-year  colleges 
and  universities.  This  will  reflect  not 
so  much  the  popularity  of  communi- 
ty colleges  as  changes  in  the  college 
student  population.  For  example,  job 
market  pressures  will  require  more 
and  more  youth  to  continue  their 
education  beyond  high  school  and 
increasing  numbers  of  these  youth 
will    enroll    in    terminal    vocational 


courses  available  only  at  community 
colleges.  At  the  same  time,  a  larger 
proportion  of  each  age  group  will 
enroll  in  a  program  leading  to  a  bac- 
calaureate degree.  Since  most  of 
these  will  come  from  low-income 
families,  a  majority  of  them  will  begin 
their  four-year  program  in  a  com- 
munity college  within  commuting 
distance  of  their  homes  in  order  to 
save  the  cost  of  room  and  board. 

What  should  a  University  such  as 
K-State  do  about  this? 

We  are  already  doing  something 
about  it  by  working  cooperatively 
with  the  state's  community  colleges 
in  all  areas  where  we  have  a  com- 
mon interest.  Partly  as  a  result  of 
such  efforts,  the  quality  of  freshman 


and  sophomore  courses  offered  in 
our  community  colleges  compares 
favorably  with  that  here  at  K-State. 
We  have  long  since  developed 
arrangements  under  which  a  student 
can  transfer  from  the  community 
college  to  K-State  without  loss  of 
credits.  In  the  case  of  students 
enrolling  in  terminal  courses,  K- 
State  has  been  assisting  community 
colleges  with  the  development  of 
vocational  curricula  in  a  variety  of 
areas  including  agriculture,  business 
and  technology. 

JAMES  A.  MC  CAIN

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What  would  you  do  if  you  were 
barricaded  in  your  office  by  1,000 
angry  students  demanding  a  change 
in  tenure  policies? 

Although  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Regents  require  that 
people  have  free  access  to  my  office 
in  order  to  transact  business  and 
thus  I  could  not  legally  be  barricad- 
ed, this  is  not,  I  take  it,  the  point  of 
your  query. 

Students  join  "confrontation" 
crowds  for  a  variety  of  reasons  but  it 
is  safe  to  assume  that  a  fair  number 
would  have  real  concerns  regarding 
student  input  into  decisions  on  facul- 
ty tenure.  Obviously  reason  and  in- 
tellect are  the  tools  by  which  at- 
titudes can  be  addressed  and 
changes  considered  on  such  a  sub- 
ject —  not  through  the  exercise  of 
force  or  intimidation.  So  I  would  first 
try  to  arrange  for  an  environment 
where  an  exchange  of  views  could 
profitably  take  place  and  have  all  in- 
volved University  groups  be 
represented  —  students,  faculty, 
department  heads  and  deans. 

Students  now  have  substantial,  if 
informal,  input  into  tenure  decisions. 
Should  a  change  to  formalize  their 
input  be  indicated,  this  would  call  for 
new  procedures  to  be  approved  by 
the  Faculty  Senate.  A  review  of  these 
procedures  has  been  underway  for 
the   past  several   months   by  the 


Council  of  Academic  Deans,  by  the 
faculty    Nonreappointment    Review 
Committee,  by  a  joint  faculty-student 
committee  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Associate  Dean  Paige  Mulhollan 
of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
and   by  others.   Perhaps  far  more 
than  changes  in  formal  procedures, 
we  need  much  more  thinking  and 
sharing  of  thoughts  on  what  the  in- 
tellectual   life    requires   —   what 
qualities  are  identifiable  in  the  great 
teacher  as  opposed  to  the  mediocre 
one.  Jacques  Barzun  has  said, 
"All  kinds  of  people  make  good 
teachers  .  .  .  more  or  less  hap- 
pily ordered  souls,  more  or  less 
passionate  in  their  desires  to 
emulate  the  quality  of  life  which 
their  work  gives  them  glimpses 
of,  but  ready  at  any  rate  to  in- 
terpret it  to  the  young  and  thus 
insure   its  continuance  .... 
making  up  the  true  university, 
each  institution  a  planet  within 
the  university  of  mind,  creating 
and    shedding    light   upon   a 
darker  world  which  looks  for  it 
there,   and   would   look  for  it 
elsewhere  in  vain." 
Lofty,  and  imprecise,  perhaps;  but 
the  kind  of  goals  to  be  considered  in 
judging   who   shall   teach    at   our 
University.

What  would  you  do  if  you  were 
given  complete  freedom  to  plan  the 
renovation  of  Nichols  Gym  under  the 
assumption  that  the  required  finan- 
cing would  be  made  available? 

The  first  step  to  be  taken  in  the 
renovation  of  Nichols  Gym  is  a 
determination  of  the  structural 
feasibility  of  the  use  of  the  standing 
walls.  Studies  of  the  walls  and  foun- 
dations as  well  as  the  surrounding 
soil  would  be  made.  Will  these  foun- 
dations and  walls  support  a  new 
structure?  Or  must  the  walls  be  torn 
down  and  completely  rebuilt?  If  cost 
is  not  a  factor,  then  the  latter  course 
of  action  may  be  feasible. 

Renovation  can  only  be  planned  if 
there  is  a  recognized  need  to 
provide  space  for  a  specific 
program.  The  programs  to  be  hous- 
ed in  a  renovated  Nichols  would  be 
determined  and  plans  developed  to 
meet  this  need.  The  need  for  space 
at  K-State  is  so  great  and  involves  so 
many  programs  in  the  University  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  suggest  those 
which  might  be  considered  for  inclu- 
sion in  a  renovated  Nichols. 

In  fact,  the  need  for  additional 
space  is  so  acute  that  we  would  con- 
duct a  study  of  such  renovation  to 
determine  whether  the  needs  of  the 
University  can  best  be  met  by 
renovation  of  Nichols  or  by  the  ex- 
penditure of  that  same  amount  of 
money  on  entirely  new  space. 


PAUL  YOUNG

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What  would  you  do  if  the  trend  for 
Arts  and  Sciences  enrollments  to 
surpass  those  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture  accelerated?  What 
would  you  do  to  make  the  College  of 
Agriculture  more  appealing  to  in- 
coming freshmen  who  were  un- 
decided about  their  majors? 

I  am  not  concerned  about  the 
differences  in  enrollment  between 
Agriculture  and  Arts  and  Sciences. 
My  goal  has  been  to  increase 
agricultural  enrollment  to  a  level  that 
will  supply  current  demands  for  our 
graduates.  I  believe  we  have  been 
reasonably  successful  in  doing  that. 
When  I  assumed  this  position  in  the 
fall  semester  of  1960,  the  agricultural 
enrollment  was  low  —  only  673.  This 
fall  it  is  1 ,579,  an  increase  of  234  per- 
cent in  12  years. 

This  increase  has  been  achieved 
by  making  our  courses  and 
curriculums  more  relevant  to  the 
needs  of  modern  agriculture,  by  im- 
proving our  student  counseling 
system  and  by  informing  high  school 
and  junior  college  students  about 
professional  opportunities  in 
agriculture.  There  is  still  some  room 
for  expansion.  We  are  not  providing 
enough  graduates  in  some  fields,  es- 
pecially in  the  food  sciences,  to  meet 
the  demands.  However,  I  do  not 
visualize  a  need  to  expand 
agricultural  enrollment  beyond 
about  2,000  students  unless  there  is 
a  major  unforeseen  change  in  the 
agricultural  industry.

What  would  you  do  to  improve  the 
image  of  K-State  if  a  student 
demonstration  caused  its  popularity 
to  decline?  What  aspects  of  the 
University  would  you  highlight  to 
offset  the  unfavorable  publicity  it 
might  receive? 

Image  comes  about  by  living  a 
lifetime  in  the  right  way.  K-State's 
image  is  a  reflection  of  our  policies, 
our  procedures  and  our  attitudes 
toward  all  who  have  an  interest  and 
concern  in  what  we  do. 

If  an  institution's  policies  and 
procedures  which  created  and 
sustained  a  situation  are  wrong,  then 
these  policies  and  procedures 
should  be  changed  immediately  in 
total  fairness  and  in  the  best  interest 
of  all. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  a  student 
demonstration  should  be  un- 
reasonable and  unwarranted  on  the 
basis  of  facts,  then  the  institution 


should  not  allow  itself  to  be  in- 
timidated. At  the  same  time,  every 
effort  must  be  made  to  arrive  at  cor- 
rect and  fair  decisions  between  and 
among  all  parties  concerned. 

I  have  faith  that  the  majority  of 
students  and  the  public  would  react 
positively  to  this  approach  of 
reasonableness  and  complete 
honesty  in  meeting  such  a  situation 
as  well  as  any  other  administrative 
question,  whether  or  not  there  is  any 
element  of  confrontation. 

I  would  continue  to  highlight  the 
aspect  of  the  University's  integrity  — 
a  precious  thing  —  by  emphasizing 
the  institution's  respect  in  facing  up 
to  the  facts  and  reality  of  the 
hypothetical  situation  which  you 
propose. 

If  unfavorable  publicity  would  then 
follow,  so  be  it. 

MAX  MILBOURN

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What  would  you  do  if  a  sudden 
epidemic  on  campus  caused  an 
overload  on  Student  Health 
facilities?  Have  contingency  plans 
been  made  for  this? 

This  has  occurred  in  the  past,  and 
there  are  contingency  plans. 

The  physician  coverage  would  be 
adequate,  if  not  ideal,  if  such  an 
epidemic  occurred.  The  nursing 
coverage  would  not  be  adequate, 
but  we  do  have  a  small  pool  of 
reserve  nurses  who  desire  part-time 
work  who  can  be  employed  in  such  a 
situation.  Paramedical  help  is  widely 
available  in  the  Manhattan  area,  i.e. 
students  and  student  wives. 

Our  medical  supplies  and  drugs 
on  hand  are  adequate  and  more  can 
be  ordered  on  an  emergency  basis  if 
necessary.  The  medical  equipment 
and  building  are  of  sufficient  level  to 
cope  with  this  type  of  emergency. 


We  have  40  extra  beds  stored  in  the 
basement  which  could  be  set  up  in 
approximately  four  hours.  The  space 
utilized  for  these  beds  would  be  the 
halls  on  the  hospital  floor  and  some 
office  space  which  would  allow  us  to 
handle  80  to  90  in-patients  at  any 
one  time.  If  patient  requirements  in- 
dicate, we  could  utilize  sections  of 
dormitories  and  send  the  medical 
staff  into  them. 

Working  relations  with  the  two 
private  hospitals  in  town  and 
physicians  are  such  that  they  would 
help  us  with  any  overload  re- 
quirements. 

We  presently  offer  many  preven- 
tative medical  measures  which  we 
hope  will  prevent  many  kinds  of 
problems  from  developing.

What  would  you  do  if  fire 
destroyed  all  the  essential  University 
business  records?  Have  plans 
already  been  made  for  emergencies 
such  as  this? 

Yes,  plans  have  been  made  for 
emergencies  such  as  this  to  the  ex- 
tent that  it  is  possible  to  plan  for 
such  an  eventuality  and  continue  to 
provide  necessary  services,  within 
the  resources  available,  on  a  day-to- 
day basis.  To  protect  the  most  vital 
business  records  of  the  University 
against  loss  by  fire,  we  have  provid- 
ed fireproof  vault  storage  space  and 
fire-resistant  filing  cabinets  for  the 
essential  University  business 
records  to  protect  them  from  fire. 
Important  accounting,  payroll,  in- 
ventory, student  loan,  and  grants 
and  contracts  records  are  either 
maintained  in  these  areas  constantly 
or  moved  into  these  areas  for 
protection  at  the  close  of  each 
business  day.  In  addition,  these 
records  are  periodically  microfilmed 
or  placed  on  automatic  data 
processing  tapes,  and  the  films  and 
tapes  are  stored  in  other  campus 
buildings. 

A  water  sprinkler  system  is 
currently  being  installed  in  Anderson 
Hall  to  provide  additional  fire  protec- 
tion for  vital  University  records. 

While  every  reasonable  effort  is 
being  made  to  protect  the  essential 
business  records  in  Anderson  Hall, 
as  well  as  to  store  duplicate  records 
in  other  buildings,  it  would  be  a  very 
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costly  and  lengthy  process  to 
reconstruct  these  business  records 
if  they  were  destroyed  by  fire. 
However,  we  believe  that  from  the 
duplicate  records  stored  in  other 
buildings  on  either  microfilm  or  data 
processing  tapes  and  the  duplicate 
copies  that  are  maintained  in  the 
files  of  other  University  departments 
and  in  state  offices  in  Topeka,  es- 
sential records  needed  to  continue 
the  business  operations  of  the 
University  could  be  reassembled 
and  reconstructed.

What  would  you  do  if  people  with 
advanced  degrees  began  to  have 
even  more  trouble  finding  jobs? 
Would  you  discourage  students  from 
entering  graduate  school  right  after 
college  graduation? 

Past  experience  shows  that  we 
come  to  regret  abrupt  attempts  to 
correct  mismatches  between  the 
supply  of  and  demand  for 
graduates,  for  our  society  inevitably 
requires  more,  rather  than  fewer, 
people  educated  at  the  highest  level. 
Even  now  there  are  normal  market 
processes  which  are  likely  to  keep 
the  number  of  advanced  graduates 
from  expanding  beyond  reasonable 
needs.  Last  year,  32,000  doctorates 
were  awarded,  but  in  engineering  for 
example,  we  may  find  a  shortage 
developing  several  years  ahead 
because  of  recent  reductions  in 
enrollment. 

If  advice  were  in  order  it  would  be 
in  the  direction  of  providing  greater 
flexibility  for  graduate  schools. 
Although  we  must  maintain  what  Eric 
Ashby  refers  to  as  the  "thin  stream" 
of  scholars  and  researchers  at  the 
margins  of  knowledge,   graduate 


education  should  be  adjusting  its 
style  to  the  preparation  of  more 
practitioners  and  problem-solvers 
as  well.  K-State  has  an  outstanding 
record  of  success  in  such  efforts,  es- 
pecially in  the  professions  and  in 
applied  science. 

Whether  graduate  studies  are 
pursued  immediately  after  the  bac- 
calaureate is  a  matter  of  individual 
desire  and  decision,  and  I  would  not 
discourage  this.  Some  students  find 
their  graduate  experience  to  be 
much  more  beneficial,  however, 
after  a  period  of  employment  or 
other  experience  which  gives  them  a 
broader  perspective.  What  must  be 
emphasized  is  that,  especially  at  ad- 
vanced levels,  education  must  be  a 
continuous  process,  and  this  must 
be  recognized  by  graduate  schools 
to  an  increasing  extent  so  that 
barriers  to  beginning  or  returning  to 
graduate  work  can  be  minimized.  My 
basic  view  is  an  optimistic  one,  for  I 
believe  that  the  future  will  have  many 
more  career  opportunities  based  on 
a  wider  diversity  of  education.

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What  would  you  do  to  satisfy 
students  who  requested  a  testing 
system  that  would  enable  them  to 
receive  University  credit  tor 
knowledge  acquired  In  travel  and 
work  experiences? 

For  a  number  of  years,  K-State 
has  had  a  policy  approving  credit  by 
examination  in  any  subject  with  ap- 
proval of  the  Dean  of  the  College  in 
which  the  subject  is  offered.  The 
University  is  currently  expanding  this 
program  through  the  College-Level 
Examination  Program  (CLEP)  which 
will  offer  credit  by  examination  in  30 
or  more  semester  hours  in  specified 
courses. 

Knowledge  can  be  gained  from 
many  sources.  If  that  knowledge  is 
equivalent  to  the  knowledge  gained 
through  an  organized  class  on  cam- 
pus, the  University  provides  an  op- 


portunity to  demonstrate  that  fact 
and  acknowledges  that  classroom 
activity  is  only  one  form  of  gaining 
information.  Travel  or  work  ex- 
periences, related  to  your  program 
of  study  are  another  form  of  gaining 
information  and  knowledge  (lear- 
ning). 

Credit  presupposes  a  need  for  the 
Information  gained.  In  other  words, 
courses  are  developed  and  credit 
given  for  experiences  the 
professors,  departments  and 
authorities  in  the  field  deem 
necessary  for  performance  in  an  oc- 
cupation and  an  Indication  of  com- 
petency in  a  particular  area.  Travel, 
work  experience,  library  reading, 
etc.  receive  credit  as  they  pertain  to 
a  program  of  study.

What  would  you  do  if  the  day 
before  enrollment  you  discovered 
that  a  computer  malfunction  had 
caused  all  student  schedules  to  be 
incorrect? 

I'd  consider  taking  the  next  flight 
to  Australia  or  Ceylon.  Seriously, 
such  a  situation  should  not  occur, 
but  unfortunately  it  came  very  close 
to  occurring  the  first  fall  semester  in 
which  we  assigned  students  to  class 
sections  by  computer.  That  was  in 
September  of  1966.  We  completed 
the  work  Sunday  morning  for  Mon- 
day morning  delivery  to  students. 
We  had  other  serious  problems,  too, 
but  carried  on. 

An  electric  power  failure  over  a 
prolonged  period  of  time  could 
cause  us  untold  difficulty.  But  such 
would  be  the  case  throughout  the 
University  and  the  community.  We 
would  just  have  to  wait  it  out. 
Nothing,  eating,  sleeping,  reading, 
working,  would  be  close  to  normal 
until  power  was  restored. 

There  are  safeguards  which  we 
take  to  avoid  a  last  minute  failure. 
Actually  all  enrollments  are  placed 
on  magnetic  tape  and  carefully 
checked  and  rechecked  long  before 
preparing  assignments.  Trial  runs  of 
assignments  are  also  made  well  In 
advance  to  be  certain  that  all  Is  func- 
tioning properly.  Finally  the  actual 
assignments  to  classes  are  prepared 
three  or  four  days  in  advance  of 
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registration  to  give  us  a  little  lee-way 
for  corrections  or  adjustment  should 
such  be  necessary. 

Having  exceedingly  good  and 
competent  people  responsible  for 
this  work  is  the  key  to  success.  The 
attention  they  give  to  detailed  check- 
ing and  rechecking  is  the  best  in- 
surance we  have  for  avoiding  the 
problem  cited.

In  the  period  that  I  have  been 
privileged  to  serve  the  University,  we 
have  had  increases  in  enrollment  of 
over  1,000  students  in  a  particular 
year,  but  have  been  able  to  program 
housing  in  such  a  way  that  the 
problem  did  not  materialize.  I  would 
be  chagrined  if  this  situation  did 
develop.  The  possibility  always  ex- 
ists that  200  or  300  students  might 
not  find  housing  to  suit  their  specific 
wishes  or  needs;  but  the  problems 
are  solved. 

My  first  approach  to  this  problem 
would  be  to  ascertain  the  needs  of 
the  individuals  to  discover  their 
resources,  type  of  housing  desired, 
and  efforts  already  made  to  find 
housing.  Once  the  total  problem  has 
been  assessed,  we  would  utilize  our 
housing  staff  (particularly  the  off- 
campus  housing  officer),  the  SGA 
housing  assistant,  and  the  housing 
office  at  Fort  Riley,  to  determine  im- 
mediate solutions  that  could  be 
developed. 

In  the  past  we  have  been  able  to 
accommodate  200  students  in  the 
basements  of  several  of  our 
residence  halls.  Also  some  room- 
mates would  volunteer  to  take  an  ex- 
tra student  until  the  crisis  was  over. 
There  are  facilities  within  community 
housing  units  which  are  not  as 
desirable  as  one  would  want,  but 
which  could  be  utilized  on  an  interim 
basis.  The  possibility  of  using  mobile 
home  facilities   is  another   interim 


solution.  An  appeal  to  city  house- 
holders who  have  housed  students 
in  the  past  would  help  relieve  the 
pressure  until  more  suitable  accom- 
modations could  be  developed. 

While  finding  suitable  housing,  ef- 
forts would  be  made  to  strengthen 
communications  and  promote  clear 
understanding  by  all  individuals  in- 
volved because  tension  breeds 
rumors  and  both  are  destructive. 

When  people's  basic  needs  are 
not  reasonably  met,  serious 
problems  can  result,  and  every  effort 
would  be  made  to  make  certain 
these  problems  did  not  develop  in 
the  first  place.  It  seems  rather  clear 
that  sanitary  and  comfort  problems 
and  the  tension  that  would  develop 
from  inadequate  housing  conditions 
would  not  be  conducive  to  an  en- 
campment on  the  east  lawn  of 
Anderson  Hall. 

Immediately  after  the  basic  hous- 
ing needs  were  taken  care  of,  a 
thorough  study  of  the  factors  caus- 
ing the  problem  would  be  initiated. 
Efforts  to  prevent  this  problem  in  the 
future  would  be  made.  A  cooperative 
effort  from  the  community  and  from 
all  elements  of  the  University  in- 
volving students,  faculty  and  ad- 
ministration would  result  in  a 
satisfactory  solution.

What  would  you  do  if  next 
September  there  were  1,000 
students  who  could  not  find  a  place 
to  live  in  Manhattan?  Their  only  solu- 
tion seemed  to  be  camping  out  on 
the  green  in  front  of  Anderson  Hall. 


What  would  you  do  if  a  campus 
minority  group  requested  that  vet 
mod  standards  be  lowered  so  that 
the  percentage  of  minority  students 
in  vet  school  would  equal  the 
percentage  enrolled  at  K-State? 

There  would  be  no  need  to  lower 
the  standards.  Our  experience  has 
shown  that,  if  they  desire  an  educa- 
tion in  this  field,  individuals  of 
minority  groups  can  achieve  at  the 
same  level  as  their  classmates.

What  would  you  do  if  the  decrease 
in  number  of  farms  in  the  Midwest 
had  an  adverse  effect  on  the  College 
of  Agriculture? 

An  important  problem  for  the 
College  of  Agriculture  is  the  often 
mistaken  notion  that  the  number  of 
farms  means  a  similar  decline  in  the 
demand  for  College  of  Agriculture 
graduates.  It  is  closely  related  to  so 
many  people  also  equating  farming 
with  agriculture.  Agriculture  includes 
not  only  farming  (production 
agriculture),  but  also  off-farm 
agribusiness  (feed,  seed,  fertilizer, 
machinery  equipment,  food 
processing,  distribution,  marketing, 
finance,  communications,  insurance, 
exporting  and  importing)  plus 
agricultural  research,  education, 
and  service  agencies.  Colleges  of 
Agriculture  have  adjusted  their  in- 
structional programs  to  those 
realities.  Changes  in  curriculums 
have  been  as  great  as  the  changes  in 
agriculture. 

Today's  larger  farm  units,  with 
their  accompanying  higher  in- 
vestments in  machinery  and  equip- 
ment, and  rising  farm  expenditures, 
call  for  a  significantly  higher  quality 
management  and  technical 
knowhow  by  farm  operators,  so  the 
need  for  farm  operators  with  college 
training  has  increased  rapidly. 
Likewise,  the  phenomenal  growth  in 
off-farm  agribusinesses  since  World 
War  II  calls  for  more  agricultural 
graduates  with  the  unique  combina- 
tion of  technical  knowledge  of  food 
processing,  transportation  and 
marketing,  as  well  as  business 
management  principles.  Agricultural 


curricula  now  include  more  manage- 
ment principles.  Also,  expanded 
agricultural  research,  education, 
and  public  service  functions  call  for 
more  persons  with  advanced 
degrees  in  agriculture. 

In  response  to  the  above  changes 
undergraduate  enrollment  in  the  70 
land-grant  colleges  of  agriculture  in 
the  U.S.  has  risen  significantly  these 
past  10  years,  from  34,000  in  1963  to 
over  56,000  in  1972.  The  rise  in  un- 
dergraduate enrollment  in  the  K- 
State  College  of  Agriculture  has 
been  even  more  phenomenal:  the  1,- 
579  enrollment  in  1972  is  219  per- 
cent of  the  720  in  1963,  far  above  the 
growth  rate  of  the  total  University  for 
the  decade. 

Demand  for  agricultural 
graduates  has  more  than  kept  pace 
with  enrollment  increases. 
Agricultural  sciences  have  the 
lowest  level  of  unemployment  (0.9  of 
1  percent)  in  15  fields  of  science,  as 
reported  in  a  recent  National 
Science  Foundation  survey  on  un- 
employment rates.  To  reflect  the  in- 
creased concern  for  quality  of  life 
(environmental  and  consumer  con- 
cerns), the  College  of  Agriculture 
offers  new  curriculums  in  Natural 
Resource  Management,  Crop 
Protection,  Food  Science,  Urban 
Horticulture,  and  Horticultural 
Therapy.  Perhaps  the  best  evidence 
that  the  College  of  Agriculture  has 
kept  abreast  of  the  changing  times  is 
its  enrollment  in  1972  of  191  young 
women  compared  with  22  only  10 
years  ago. 

CARROLL  HESS 

Dean,  College  of  Agriculture 
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What  would  you  do  if  you  were 
given  a  large  increase  in  resources 
to  set  up  work  or  personal  ex- 
perience programs  that  would 
directly  benefit  students? 

I  would  make  the  availability  of 
these  resources  known  to  faculty 
and  students  in  the  College  and  en- 
courage their  suggestions  of  ways 
for  students  to  participate  in  the 
most  challenging  kinds  of 
professional  and/or  academic  ac- 
tivities under  the  leadership  of  the 
best  qualified  and  most  dedicated 
instructors.  In  general  the  kinds  of 
activities  that  I  would  hope  to  see  es- 
tablished would  include,  but  not  be 
limited  to,  seminars  and  laboratory 
experiences  with  sufficient  structure 
to  promote  self-discipline,  but  with 
adequate  freedom  to  encourage  ex- 
ploration and  creativity.  My  notion  of 
laboratory  includes  the  studio  of  the 
creative  artist,  the  places  of  activity 
of  other  professional  people,  and 
may  even  be  at  locations  far  from  the 
campus.  In  short,  I  would  expand  the 
opportunities  for  dedicated  faculty  to 
help  individual  students  expand 
their  abilities  to  think  and  act  in- 
telligently and  creatively.

What  would  you  do  if  the  idea  that 
either  K-State  or  KU  should 
specialize  in  engineering  became 
more  popular?  Would  you  argue  for 
or  against  the  concept  that  only  one 
school  should  have  a  College  of 
Engineering? 

As  the  "Land  Grant"  Institution  of 
Higher  Learning  in  Kansas,  K-State 
has  developed  engineering 
programs  in  both  research  and 
teaching  which  have  long  been 
recognized  as  high  quality, 
professional  programs.  As  the 
leading  engineering  school  in  this 
region,  the  college  has  provided 
state  and  national  leadership  in  the 
development  of  new  areas  through 
curricular  innovations,  faculty 
research  and  student  participation. 


K-State  engineering  graduates  have 
been  successful  and  have  achieved 
positions  of  responsibility  and  trust 
which  reflect  favorably  on  our 
programs  and  the  educational  en- 
vironment of  the  University. 

With  this  historical  background, 
precedence  and  mission,  coupled 
with  the  need  for  educated 
engineers  to  solve  many  of  society's 
problems,  today  and  in  the  future,  K- 
State  will  continue  its  leadership 
position  through  continued  develop- 
ment of  its  programs,  at  all  levels  of 
engineering  education,  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  profession,  the  student, 
the  state  and  the  society.

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What  would  you  do  if  current 
trends  seemed  to  indicate  a  greater 
need  at  K-State  for  training  women 
for  their  new  participation  in 
business? 

Since  I  believe  that  evidence 
points  toward  the  conclusion  that 
women  are  moving  into  fuller  par- 
ticipation in  business  administration, 
I  can  answer  this  as  more  than  a 
hypothetical  question.  These  steps 
would  seem  appropriate: 

1.  I  would  encourage  female 
prospective  college  students  to  con- 
sider careers  in  business  manage- 
ment and  accounting. 

2.  I  would  support  women  student 
organizations  in  business  as  they 
work  toward  helping  women  prepare 
in  all  ways  for  professional  work  in 
business. 

3.  I  would  encourage  the  discus- 
sion in  appropriate  classes  of  the 
facts,  issues,  and  implications  of 
women's  fuller  participation  in 
business. 

4.  I  would  be  responsive  to 
suggestions  to  improve  the  ways  in 
which  we  serve  any  special 
educational  needs  that  women 
students  may  have.

What  would  you  do  to  support  or 
refute  the  notion  that  teacher  sur- 
pluses are  actually  due  to  a  lack  of 
educa  tional  in  nova  tion  ? 

Teacher  surpluses  today  are  due 
to  a  large  number  of  causes: 

1.  Economic  conditions  within  the 
nation  as  a  whole  which  keep  school 
districts  from  spending  money  as 
they  would  like. 

2.  Disenchanted  taxpayers  who 
refuse  to  vote  increases  in  their  own 
taxes. 

3.  The  level  of  training  necessary 
for  what  we  consider  to  be  "a 
professional  teacher." 

4.  Lack  of  mobility  within  the 
teaching  profession. 

Educational  innovation  cannot 
take  place  when  financial  resources 
are  not  made  available.  The  massive 
kinds  of  innovation  that  need  to  take 
place  in  public  schools  today  de- 
mand a  large  supply  of  money  to 
enable  planning  to  take  place  and 
retraining  as  well.  Differentiated  staf- 
fing programs  have  been  supported 
and  suggested  as  one  educational 


innovation  that  shows  great  promise 
for  public  schools.  This  has  not  been 
universally  adopted  because  of  the 
change  necessary  within  school  dis- 
tricts and  the  reorientation  of 
teachers  and  administrators.  Any 
changes  that  occur  in  teachers  and 
administrators  would  have  to  come 
over  a  lengthy  period  of  time.  If 
differentiated  staffing  is  utilized  as  a 
means  to  improve  quality  of  educa- 
tion, then  a  number  of  teacher  sur- 
pluses will  be  significantly  diminish- 
ed. 

There  are  still  areas  where  there 
are  vacancies  in  teaching,  both  in 
subject  matter  fields  and 
geographical  areas.  These  are  often- 
times not  attractive  locales  in  which 
to  live  but  do  have  educational  re- 
quirements. Some  of  the  fields  of 
study  in  special  education,  science, 
women's  physical  education,  etc., 
still  have  great  demands  for  ad- 
ditional personnel. 

SAMUEL  KEYS

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What  would  you  do  if  you  had  free 
rein  to  design  one  classroom 
building?  Where  on  campus  would 
you  construct  it,  and  what  sort  of 
building  would  it  be?  You  would 
have  unlimited  resources. 

The  question  should  not  be 
answered  as  it  is  posed.  To  design  a 
building  to  meet  one's  own  wishes, 
and  without  seeking  information 
from  users,  would  seem  to  me  to  be 
an  act  of  folly.  Free  rein  is  a  very  un- 
desirable, and  fortunately  an  un- 
realistic premise.  A  good  building 
could  result  only  if  needs  and  con- 
ditions were  known. 

Maybe  we  shouldn't  even  build  a 
"classroom  building."  Because  of 
the  way  in  which  learning  appears  to 
take  place,  single  purpose  buildings 
may  not  be  a  desirable  approach.  A 
structure  in  which  there  is  a  mixture 
of  activities  that  stimulate  contact 
between  students  and  faculty  may 
be  more  helpful. 

Building  location  should  depend 


on  many  factors  unknown  in  the 
hypothetical  situation.  Site  selection 
should  be  based  on  a  campus 
master  plan.  I  can  only  suggest  that  I 
would  try  to  make  the  building  part 
of  the  pedestrian  campus.  I  would  do 
all  I  could  to  avoid  the  loss  of 
valuable  existing  landscape  or 
building. 

Since  many  future  uses  are  not 
known  yet,  the  building  would 
probably  provide  a  framework  within 
which  change  could  occur.  The 
building  would  respect,  and  attempt 
to  relate  well  to  surrounding  spaces 
and  structures.  It  would  be  a  modest 
building  that  would  not  overwhelm 
its  users  with  its  monumentality  or 
novelty.  Except  for  very  special 
structures,  good  buildings  are  first  of 
all  a  background  for  living.

This 
policy  will  continue  in  the  future.  Our 
men  graduates  have  found  excellent 
positions.  In  our  College,  we  have  an 
on-going  program  of  updating 
courses  and  curriculums  to  meet  the 
current  needs.

What  would  you  do  if  a  K-State 
football  player  and  a  cheerleader 
asked  you  to  perform  their  marriage 
ceremony  on  the  football  field  at  the 
new  stadium?  Would  you  grant  their 
request,  or  would  you  try  to  convince 
them  to  be  married  at  Dan  forth 
Chapel? 

As  a  campus  pastor,  I  could  res- 
pond positively  to  a  couple  re- 
questing a  marriage  ceremony  in  the 
K-State  football  stadium  if  it  meant 
for  them  a  celebration  with  family 
and  friends  of  a  commitment  to  an 
honest,  trusting,  respectful  give- 
and-take,  responsible  relationship. 
Many  students  look  honestly  at  the 
quality  and  meaning  of  their 
relationship  and  choose  to  be  in- 
volved with  the  pastor  in  shaping  a 
meaningful  ceremony  and  finding  a 
place  such  as  the  beauty  of  the  hills, 
a  home  or  chapel  in  which  to  affirm 
their  individuality  and  their  life 
together  with  the  support  of  family, 
friends  and  the  community  of  faith.  I 


would  respond  negatively  to  such  a 
request  if  I  sensed  the  choice  of  the 
place  and  ceremony  was  a  "novelty," 
indicative  of  an  unhealthy,  super- 
ficial relationship. 

As  KSU  Coordinator  of  Religious 
Activities,  I  would  be  sensitive  to  the 
University  policy  and  implications  of 
holding  a  private  religious  worship 
ceremony  (such  as  a  wedding 
celebration)  on  state-owned  public 
property  and  facilities.  Such  a 
ceremony  at  the  stadium  would  call 
for  coordination  with  the  Athletic 
Department. 

Our  University  chapels,  Danforth 
and  All  Faiths,  were  provided 
through  private  funds  and 
designated  for  student  worship  ser- 
vices and  religious  ceremonies  such 
as  weddings.  Student  Union  facilities 
are  also  available  to  students  for 
religious  group  meetings  and  wed- 
ding receptions. 

DON  FALLON 

Coordinator,  Religious  Activities 
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What  would  you  do  if  students  liv- 
ing in  the  three  small  dorms  refused 
to  request  those  dorms  again  if  fees 
weren't  lowered?  They  would  argue 
that  because  they  have  fewer  and 
less  modern  facilities  (i.e.  no  air  con- 
ditioning, fewer  social  areas)  they 
should  not  have  to  pay  the  same 
rates  as  students  living  in  newer 
dorms. 

I  would  try  to  help  the  students  to 
understand  that  a  university  is  a 
developing  organization  and  cannot 
all  be  new  at  one  time.  There  is  more 
social  and  recreational  space  per 
person,  larger  closets,  larger  win- 
dows, higher  ceilings,  better 
acoustics,  a  dining  hall  and  a  library 
in  the  building  and  an  individual 
charm  superior  to  the  newer  ones. 
The  lack  of  air  conditioning  is  about 
their  only  shortcoming.  They  are 
never  used  in  the  summer.  The 
number  of  days  when  cooling  is 
needed  in  the  fall  and  spring 
semesters  is  a  small  proportion  of 
the  total  number  of  operating  days. 

Many  of  our  students  must 
already  understand  this,  as  in  accor- 
dance with  our  bond  agreement  we 
have  charged  the  same  rate  for  all 
halls  ever  since  the  establishment  of 
bur  residence  hall  system  in  1965, 
because  based  upon  student  re- 
quests our  older  halls  are  usually  the 
first  to  be  filled.

What  would  you  do  if  student  use 
of  the  Union  increased  to  such  an 
extent  that  expansion  was 
necessary?  Is  the  concept  of  two 
Unions  —  one  on  either  end  of  the 
campus  —  feasible? 

Implicit  in  the  name  "Union"  is  the 
concept  of  bringing  together  all 
segments  of  the  University  com- 
munity into  one  common  meeting 
ground.  Our  philosophy  has  been 
that  this  is  the  way  to  get  the  max- 
imum interaction  among  otherwise 
insular  segments  of  the  campus 
population  —  that  in  coming  to  the 
K-State  Union,  for  one  activity  or 
service,  students  will  be  exposed  to, 
and  perhaps  inspired  by,  other  peo- 
ple and  other  activities.  This  has 
been  a  key  factor  in  the  success  of 
the  K-State  Union  as  our  major  focal 
center  of  campus  life  and  activity 
outside  the  classroom. 


By  developing  more  than  one 
Union  on  a  campus,  this  strength  is 
diluted,  while  raising  other  problems 
of  administration,  programming, 
financing  and  communication. 
Unless  the  K-State  campus  became 
much  larger,  expansion  and/or 
renovation  of  the  existing  Union 
building  seems  preferable  to  con- 
structing a  second  Union  in  another 
location. 

Branch  units  of  certain  Union  ser- 
vice facilities,  e.g.,  snack  bar,  school 
supplies  store,  vended  food 
locations,  have  possible  merit  as  a 
matter  of  improved  student  con- 
venience in  certain  campus  areas.  A 
series  of  service  outposts  in 
scattered  campus  locations  is  not, 
however,  what  a  Union  is.

Instructors  leave  K-State  for  higher  salaries

One  former  associate  professor 
who  taught  at  K-State  for  13  years 
left  for  another  university  because  of 
a  "$1500  increase  in  salary  and  a  lit- 
tle more  indication  of  appreciation 
for  services  rendered.  A  person 
needs  to  have  the  satisfaction  of 
feeling  he  is  appreciated  by  his 
department  and  University." 

Another  15-year  veteran  of  K- 
State  left  because  of  a  salary  in- 
crease of  "$1000  to  $1500,  facilities 
and  time  for  research,  and  atten- 
dance of  two  or  three  professional 
meetings  per  year." 

Other  reasons  for  professors  leav- 
ing K-State  were  listed  in  a  report 
"Why  Faculty  Leave  KSU"  by  Donald 
Hoyt  and  Thomas  Rawson.  Inade- 
quate facilities  for  present-day 
research,  too-heavy  teaching  loads, 
the  pressure  to  research,  lack  of 
recognition  for  tenured  staff  and 
family  considerations  were  given  as 
reasons  for  leaving  by  recently- 
resigned  faculty. 

K-State  competes  unfavorably  on 


financial  matters,  especially  salary 
and  future  salary  prospects,  the 
report  stated. 

Salaries  for  K-State's  full 
professors,  associate  and  assistant 
professors  are  the  lowest  among  the 
Big  Eight  schools;  and  instructors' 
salaries  rank  fourth,  according  to 
John  Chalmers,  vice-president  for 
academic  affairs. 

K-State  lost  47  teachers  last  year 
(1971),  at  least  25  of  them  among  the 
most  talented  and  distinguished  at 
the  school,  President  James  A. 
McCain  said. 

"The  professors  left  for  salary  in- 
creases ranging  from  $4000  to  $9,- 
000  at  other  institutions,"  he  said. 

"Never  have  we  lost  so  many  of 
the  cream.  We  have  lost  many 
professors  in  one  year  before,  but 
they  weren't  from  the  top,"  he  add- 
ed. 

"It's  not  that  the  faculty  members 
are  starving  because  they're  not.  It's 
a  matter  of  competition,"  Chalmers 
said. 


"More  talented  people  can  go 
elsewhere  and  get  more  money," 
Robert  Clack,  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Nuclear  Engineering, 
noted.  "Money  isn't  the  only  reward, 
but  it  is  a  significant  one." 

Has  the  money  shortage  caused 
the  quality  of  K-State's  faculty  to 
decline? 

Chalmers  was  optimistic. 

"We're  able  to  get  better  people 
than  we  have  ever  before,"  he  said. 
His  explanation  was  that  right  now 
there  is  a  surplus  of  college 
graduates  and  teachers. 

Even  if  teachers  are  relatively 
cheap  to  come  by  right  now,  Clack 
pointed  out,  "a  society  which 
rewards  its  scholars  and  teachers  at 
a  lower  rate  than  it  rewards  its 
craftsmen  has  limited  perspectives 
for  progress  in  the  future." 
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Former  minister  committed  to  teaching  speech 


It  was  8  p.m.  on  a  still  October 
Wednesday.  Slowly,  methodically, 
people  filed  into  the  small  dark  room 
past  a  sign  which  read  "Purple 
Masque  Theatre." 

For  most  it  was  just  a  time  to  relax. 
No  one  seemed  excited  or  nervous 
about  anything. 

Almost  no  one. 

Sitting  quietly,  impatiently  in  the 
crowd  was  a  short,  curly-bearded 
fellow.  His  eyes  darted  uneasily.  And 
he  bit  his  mouth  a  little  as  the  lights 
dimmed  and  the  play  began. 

His  lips  quivered  up  and  down  as 
he  recited  the  dialogue  under  his 
breath  with  the  actors.  He  knew 
every  line  perfectly.  He  should  have. 
He  wrote  them. 

It's  quite  possible  that  while  he 
watched  his  creation,  "Jeremiah," 
come  to  life  in  the  hands  of  the  K- 
State  Players,  Norman  Bert 
wondered  more  than  once  where  he 
would  be  had  he  kept  his  job  as  a 
Mennonite  minister. 

But  it  didn't  matter.  He  said  he  en- 
joys the  life-style  he  has  chosen. 

Bert  is  a  graduate  teaching  assis- 
tant for  K-State's  speech  depart- 
ment. He  teaches  Oral  Communica- 
|tion. 

If  any  of  Bert's  students  are  un- 
decided about  their  futures,  they  can 
be  sure  he  understands  only  too 
well. 

Having  grown  up  in  a  religious  set- 
ting in  California  and  attended  a 
church  college  there,  Bert  decided 
j]  to  become  a  minister.  In  fact,  he  did 
pastor  a  congregation  for  a  year.  But 
fate  had  other  plans. 

"There  are  great  responsibilities 
involved  in  being  a  pastor,"  Bert 
said.  "And  many  restrictions.  Plus, 
he's  got  to  set  an  example.  There 
were  just  too  many  things  that  the 
seminary  didn't  prepare  me  for." 

Bert  and  his  wife,  Barb,  sponsored 
by  the  church,  then  traveled  to  Africa 


where  he  taught  secondary  school 
for  several  years. 

The  Bert  apartment  in  Jardine 
Terrace  enables  the  couple  to 
refresh  their  memories  of  Africa  at 
will.  African  artifacts  —  native 
drums,  carved  elephants,  hatchets, 
baskets,  dishes,  dolls,  native  artwork 
—  can  be  seen  at  every  glance. 

But  religion  and  the  ministry  have 
left  a  seemingly  permanent  impact 
on  Norman  Bert. 

"Jeremiah"  is  a  tragi-comedy  us- 
ing a  Biblical  character  and  story  to 
portray  a  contemporary  theme. 
Primarily,  Bert  wrote  the  play  as  a 
step  toward  receiving  his  master's 
degree.  But  he  would  like  to,  and 
plans  to,  write  more  plays  of  this 
kind. 

"Theater  is  a  way  for  Christians  to 
speak  to  each  other,"  Bert  explain- 
ed. He  sat  relaxed,  leaning  back, 
very  much  at  ease. 

"Religious  drama  can  throw  light 
on  religious  problems.  Drama 
makes  people  work  and  think.  It  in- 
volves them,"  he  added. 

Bert  said  he'd  like  to  try  a  rock 
musical. 

"Plays  should  have  music.  Songs 
make  you  stop  and  look  for  the 
writer's  message.  And  I  like  today's 
pop  music,"  he  said. 

Is  teaching,  then,  an  interim  for 
bigger  things  in  playwriting? 

"No,"  Bert  said  with  some  certain- 
ty. 

"Playwrights  starve.  It's  very  dif- 
ficult to  make  money  at  it.  No,  I  want 
to  teach,"  he  said. 

How  does  he  view  his  role  as  a 
teacher? 

"My  first  commitment  is  to 
teaching:  to  help  kids,  through 
speech,  make  themselves  clearer,  to 
express  their  ideas  better.  This  is 
getting  more  and  more  crucial,"  Bert 
noted. 

Does  he  ever  feel  compelled  to  ex- 


press his  own  feelings  on  issues  by 
means  of  the  lectern? 

"Well,  I'm  still  a  citizen.  I  do  have 
personal  prejudices  on  many  current 
issues  that  come  up  here  on  cam- 
pus," Bert  explained. 

"But  the  lecture  podium  is  not  a 
political  platform.  If  someone  asks 
my  view  on  something,  I  don't 
hesitate  to  give  it.  I  don't  feel  I  need 
to  hide  my  feelings. 

"Now,  if  a  student  gives  a  speech 
in  class  and  takes  a  stand  with  which 
I  strongly  disagree,  and  does  it  poor- 
ly, or  antagonizes  me  with  his 
belligerence,  I  will  criticize  him.  I'll 
tell  him  that  if  he  is  going  to  take  this 
position  he'd  better  do  this  or 
develop  that  a  little  better.  I  must  let 
him  know  the  type  of  effect  he  had 
on  his  audience,"  he  said. 

Barbara  Bert  works  with  a  local 
group,  "Volunteers  for  the  Aged." 
But  her  main  concerns  are  for  their 
2-year-old  daughter,  Tabitha,  and  8- 
month-old  son,  Jeremy. 

"Norman's  work  doesn't  give  us  a 
lot  of  time  for  socializing,"  she  said, 
"—especially  with  his  play  going  on. 
Plus,  we're  pretty  new  to  the  com- 
munity. But  we  have  some  nice 
friends;  and  they're  not  just  faculty 
people,  either." 

Bert  remarked  about  being  a 
teacher  and  a  husband. 

"I  guess  I  feel  guilty  about  being 
busy  so  much  and  leaving  Barb  here 
with  no  chance  to  do  much  else  but 
be  a  mother  and  housekeeper.  I 
mean,  I  really  don't  support 
Women's  Lib,  but  I  think  she  needs 
to  pursue  other  things,"  he  said. 

Norman  Bert  has  a  past  that  has 
equipped  him  to  cope  with  the  pre- 
sent —  a  present  in  which  he  plays  a 
key  role  in  the  futures  of  many  young 
people. 

And  that  role  makes  his  life-style 
very  important,  very  unique. 
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Art  instructor's  life  revolves  around  her  work 


The  "nine-to-five"  life  is  a  pillar  of 
the  industrialized  society. 

The  "punch  clock"  worker  leaves 
home  as  a  father,  a  bachelor  or  a 
student.  And  for  the  whole  work  day 
he  is  something  quite  alienated  from 
that  role. 

Many  a  student  dreams  of  the 
career  in  which  he  would  be  able  to 
weave  his  work  into  every  thread  of 
his  life. 

"My  life  is  art,"  explained  Karol 
Winegardner,  design  instructor  and 
K-State's  only  commercial  art 
teacher.  Her  voice  rang  with  surety. 

Confidence  about  her  life's  work, 
however,  was  some  time  in  coming. 
After  majoring  in  commercial  art  and 
receiving  her  B.F.A.  degree  from  the 
Kansas  City  Art  Institute,  Ms. 
Winegardner  moved  rather  quickly 
into  professional  work. 

She  was  employed  first  by  a 
Houston  airline  doing  various  types 
of  graphics  work.  After  that  she 
worked  for  a  printing  firm  in  Kansas 
City. 

But  freedom  gradually  became  a 
deciding  element  in  Ms. 
Winegardner's  career. 

"In  professional  work  there  was  no 
chance  to  be  aesthetic  if  you  were  at 
the  bottom.  No  artistic  freedom.  I 
had  to  do  specific,  mechanical  tasks. 
And  in  the  lower  echelon  where  I 
was,  it  just  wasn't  very  satisfying," 
she  explained. 

Her  voice  is  not  strong.  But  she 
speaks  with  firmness.  Her  slight, 
delicate  stature  is  highlighted  by 
stern,  piercing  eyes  that  seem  to  ex- 
amine and  absorb.  Her  expressions 
are  unfailingly  warm. 

One  can  easily  picture  her  in  a 
field  that  depends  heavily  on  public 
relations. 

But  Ms.  Winegardner  said  she  did 
not  possess  a  vital  feature  among 
business  professionals. 

"To  get  to  the  top  you  have  to  be 
aggressive.  I'm  just  not,"  she  said. 

"And  the  top,  or  near  it,  is  where 
one  has  to  be  to  be  free.  Free  to 
create  and  operate  in  a  way  that  is 
gratifying,"  she  added. 


The  desire  for  artistic  gratification 
found  Ms.  Winegardner  going  back 
to  school  and  emerging  with  an 
M.F.A.  in  painting  from  the  Universi- 
ty of  Oklahoma.  A  trip  to  Europe 
followed.  And  on  return  to  the  United 
States,  K-State  gave  her  a  call. 

So  how  does  she  feel  about 
teaching?  And  how  does  her  life  now 
satisfy  her  as  an  artist  and  an  in- 
dividual? 

"I  enjoy  it.  I  work  in  a  situation  that 
allows  me  to  expand  and  be  free  to 
create  what  I  want.  I'm  not  in  the 
vanguard  of  art.  My  works  don't  win 
prizes;  they  give  me  satisfaction," 
she  said. 

Ms.  Winegardner's  Coachlamp 
apartment  reflects  her  leanings  in 
art.  The  decor  is  colorful  and  slightly 
bold.  A  large,  handsome  piece  of 
work  dominates  the  main  room.  Her 
own  paintings  are  placed  throughout 
the  apartment.  Plants,  a  current 
fascination  of  hers,  sit  along  a  large 
window  sill. 

"My  own  style  is  organic.  Like  the 
plants.  Strong,  intense  colors.  Much 
emphasis  on  form.  I've  been  working 
on  the  same  style  for  years,  really," 
she  said. 

What  about  her  role  as  a  teacher? 
How  does  she  see  herself  in  regard 
to  guiding  students  in  the  field  of  art? 

"I  feel  I  can  be  most  effective  as  a 
teacher  in  commercial  art.  This  is 
where  I've  had  the  real  experience," 
she  answered. 

Ms.  Winegardner  said  as  a 
teacher  she  can  be  "ideal."  That  is, 
she  can  teach  the  ideals  of  commer- 
cial art. 

"In  class  we  discuss  planes  of 
space,  line  quality,  positive  and 
negative  forms,  arrangement, 
dimensions,"  she  said. 

Her  classes  are  small,  studio 
arrangements.  This  allows  her  to 
move  around  among  the  students, 
talk  with  them  individually  about 
their  work  and  critique  it.  Ms. 
Winegardner  knows  them  by  name. 

This,  she  said,  aids  her  in  a  key 
area  —  motivating  students. 

"I  try  to  find  out  what  their  in- 


terests are  and  develop  them,"  she 
said. 

Can  she,  as  a  teacher,  predict 
which  students  will  continue  on  in 
art? 

"I  couldn't  begin  to  predict  that," 
she  said.  She  explained  she  seldom 
finds  out  where  her  students  end  up 
after  they  leave  the  University. 

"But  usually  I  can  tell  they  are 
serious  when  it  becomes  apparent 
that  the  grade  is  no  longer  the  big 
thing,  but  they  are  working  for  self- 
improvement.  Then  they  have 
matured  to  a  real  seriousness  in  art," 
Ms.  Winegardner  said. 

"Art  is  such  a  personal  thing.  It 
takes  time.  At  first  you  don't  unders- 
tand everything  you  are  doing,  so 
you  start  putting  things  together.  You 
try  to  get  reactions.  Then  you  work 
on  it  some  more,"  she  explained. 

Do  personal  preferences  pose  a 
problem  for  an  art  teacher? 

"It  would  be  extremely  hard  to 
separate  personal  leanings  from 
teaching,"  she  said. 

"But  it  won't  be  a  problem  for  the 
student  as  long  as  he  or  she  studies 
under  enough  people,"  she  added. 

The  department,  she  said,  tries  to 
give  both  the  students  and  the 
teacher  a  free  hand.  This  is  impor- 
tant, she  explained,  "So  new  ideas 
are  not  lost." 

Karol  Winegardner  is  not  like 
some  teachers.  She  may  not  even  be 
like  some  of  her  students. 

"I'm  not  very  active  in  the  com- 
munity. Maybe  I'm  not  a  good 
citizen,"  she  admitted. 

But  chances  are  her  students  do 
not  come  to  her  for  reasons  of 
citizenry.  Most  likely  they  come 
because  they  share  with  her  a  desire 
to  know  art  a  little  better. 

Karol  Winegardner  lives  a  life- 
style that  makes  her  sensitive  to  the 
student  in  art. 

Art  and  teaching  is  not  "nine  to 
five"  for  Ms.  Winegardner.  It's  sunup 
to  sundown. 
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Schnur  combines  enthusiasm  with  experience 


Some  profs  are  blah.  They're  dull 
and  wishy-washy. 

Other  profs  are  semi-blah.  They're 
interesting  but  they  don't  dig  into 
anything  that's  got  "meat"  to  it.  They 
aren't  working  with  current  devel- 
opments in  their  fields  and  have  no 
practical  experience  to  bring  to  the 
students. 

Then  once  in  a  while  there's  a  prof 
who's  got  both  personal  enthusiasm 
and  current,  practical  experience. 
He  knows  what  he's  talking  about. 
And  it's  dynamite. 

Many  have  placed  Alfred  Schnur 
among  the  "dynamite"  profs.  Schnur 
is  the  head  of  the  Corrections  Option 
Program  under  the  sociology 
department  at  K-State. 

The  man  presents  a  striking  figure 
—  one  that  suggests  a  determination 
and  a  forceful  will. 

Yet  a  smile  often  breaks  his  heavy 
features,  and  a  gentleness  in  his 
manner  belies  your  first  feeling  of 
awe  at  his  massive  build. 

The  rare  combination  of  practical 
skill  and  an  artful  conveyance  of  it 
characterizes  Schnur. 

In  his  efforts  to  inform  his 
students,  Schnur  presents  a  well- 
rounded  educational  program  in  that 
he  invigorates  his  teaching  with  his 
own  practical  background. 

Born  in  Erie,  Pa.,  Schnur  received 
his  B.A.  from  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  and  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D. 
degrees  from  the  University  of 
Wisconsin. 

Teaching  offers  perhaps  the  best 
avenue  for  affecting  a  positive 
change  in  the  field  of  criminology 
and  corrections,  according  to 
Schnur. 

"So  much  is  being  done  wrong  in 
criminal  correction  that  I  want  to 
reach  as  many  people  as  possible 
with  the  truth  and  the  best  method  of 
dealing  with  crime,"  he  said. 

And  if  called  upon  to  express  his 
own  views  in  class,  Schnur  is  not 
hesitant. 


"Yes,  I  often  come  on  strong  with 
my  feelings.  But  let's  be  realistic  — 
the  kids  will  take  it  or  leave  it.  And  I 
want  different  opinions  and  ideas," 
he  said. 

Once  students  are  made  aware  of 
"what  is  essential  and  inevitable  in 
prison  reform,  some  of  their 
regressive  attitudes  toward  convicts 
are  destroyed,"  he  said. 

Schnur  said  he  feels  they  can  "use 
what  was  learned  in  class  along  with 
their  own  creativity  and  imagination 
to  do  something  positive  in  the  field." 

"Journalists,  architects,  even 
musical  therapists  have  given  their 
efforts  to  correctional  endeavors," 
he  said. 

In  an  article  entitled  "Pre-Service 
Training,"  he  presents  his  concep- 
tion of  an  ideal  correctional 
curriculum:  ".  .  .  as  an  ideal  we 
want  to  develop  students  who  know 
what  is  being  done  in  corrections  to- 
day, and  the  pros  and  cons  of  these 
operations;  who  know  what  has  been 
tried  in  corrections  and  found  wan- 
ting, or  effective,  as  the  case  may  be 
....  We  want  our  students  to 
develop  into  persistent,  dedicated, 
sincere  men  who  see  the  picture  and 
are  not  merely  narrow  specialists 
learning  more  and  more  about  less 
and  less." 

Schnur  himself  is  exceptional  in 
that  he  can  use  his  personal  ex- 
periences to  validate  the  theoretical 
information  he  presents. 

Besides  his  teaching  experiences, 
he  has  field  experience  as  an 
associate  warden  at  the  Minnesota 
State  Prison,  and  has  served  as  a 
consultant  and  researcher. 

He  lounged  comfortably  on  his  liv- 
ing room  sofa,  and  with  a  voice 
strong  with  conviction,  launched  into 
an  endless  stream  of  ideas,  facts, 
and  personal  philosophy  on  the  cor- 
rectional system  as  it  now  exists  in 
the  United  States. 

His  enthusiasm  was  evident  in  his 
direct,  intense  gaze,  in  his  gestures 


and  his  constant  swapping  of  pipe 
for  cigar  and  back  again. 

Schnur  has  dedicated  himself  to 
the  life-long  task  of  instituting  an 
effective  and  realistic  program  of 
corrections. 

Presently  Schnur  is  involved  in 
much  of  the  actual  groundwork 
toward  changing  the  correctional 
system  in  Kansas  through  penal 
reform  groups  and  by  fighting  im- 
pending legislation  that  threatens  to 
hamper  his  proposed  reforms. 

"Some  correctional  institutions 
are  seriously  evaluating  and  refor- 
ming their  effectiveness  and  their 
personnel,"  he  said. 

"That's  good.  But  it's  only 
'patchwork.'  We  need  —  we  must 
have  —  the  young  people  and  the 
new  ideas  to  fill  these  jobs,"  he  add- 
ed. 

Schnur's  son,  Alfred,  Jr.,  seems 
one  of  the  most  likely  candidates  for 
spreading  the  philosophies  of  his 
father.  So  does  his  wife  Jacqueline, 
who  also  is  involved  in  the  communi- 
ty through  the  League  of  Women 
Voters. 

Whereas  most  graduates  and 
many  instructors  are  still  looking  for 
a  place  in  the  socio-educational 
structure,  Alfred  Schnur  has  found 
his  niche. 

He  knows  what  he  wants  to  see 
accomplished,  and  he  can  make 
people  believe  what  he  says. 

Schnur  brings  to  his  students  a 
tight,  personal  grasp  of  the  field  of 
criminology  and  corrections.  And  he 
comes  through  with  fervor,  finesse 
and  commitment. 

But  ultimately,  Alfred  Schnur 
would  like  —  through  teaching  —  to 
instigate  change.  He  says  he  knows 
what  the  situation  is  like  and  where  it 
should  be  heading. 

He  should.  He's  been  there. 
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Regents  raise  tuition,  cut  graduate  programs

"The  next  item  on  the  agenda  is 
number  four  —  the  COCAO  report 
...  I  move  we  approve  item  four.  I 
second.  All  in  favor  .  .  ." 

"I  move  approval  of  item  six  —  tui- 
tion increase." 

With  this  speed,  this  business-like 
efficiency,  this  lack  of  discussion,  the 
Kansas  Board  of  Regents,  the  nine- 
man  board  governing  the  six  state- 
supported  schools,  cast  their  ap- 
proval for  two  items  which  will  affect 
Kansas  college  students  financially 
and  academically. 

In  November  the  regents 
accepted  the  report  of  the  Council  of 
Chief  Academic  Officers  (COCAO),  a 
committee  of  vice-presidents  from 
the  six  state-supported  schools.  The 
COCAO  report  recommended  to  the 
board  that  six  graduate  programs  at 
K-State  be  discontinued,  and  17 
programs  be  placed  on  provisionary 
status  to  be  reviewed  after  three 
years. 

According  to  Jess  Stewart,  regent 
chairman  and  a  Wamego  funeral 
director,  the  report  is  "the  most  im- 
portant study  and  document  to  come 
out  of  the  regents'  meetings  in  the 
last  several  years,  and  its  effect  will 
be  felt  for  many  years  to  come." 

Upon  approving  the  report,  the 
regents  commented  that  it  is  unique 
in  being  the  only  self-evaluation  by  a 
state  of  its  academic  system. 

In    the   summer   of    1972,    the 


regents  also  found  it  in  their  hearts 
to  raise  tuition  at  the  six  state 
schools.  In  an  attempt  to  keep  fees 
at  20  to  25  percent,  in-state  tuition 
was  raised  $25,  and  out-of-state  tui- 
tion $125  to  be  effective  in  the  fall 
1973  semester. 

And  in  early  December,  Prudence 
Hutton,  the  first  woman  to  serve  on 
the  board  since  1942,  was  appointed 
by  Gov.  Robert  Docking  to  fill  the  un- 
expired  term  of  Tom  Griffith, 
Manhattan  regent  who  died  in 
November. 

Ms.  Hutton  not  only  filled  a  void  by 
putting  a  woman  on  the  board,  but 
she  also  gave  the  board  the  point  of 
view  of  a  Republican,  a  K-State 
graduate  and  an  educator.  She  is  a 
part-time  English  instructor  at  Bethel 
College  in  Newton. 

Regent  action  not  only  affected  K- 
State  this  year;  other  state  schools, 
particularly  KU,  were  influenced,  too. 

When  the  fall  semester  began,  KU 
found  itself  without  a  chancellor.  E. 
Laurence  Chalmers  had  resigned  as 
chancellor  citing  his  divorce  from  his 
wife  as  his  reason.  Raymond 
Nichols,  KU  executive  secretary,  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  position  tem- 
porarily, and  search  committees 
were  formed  to  find  a  permanent 
replacement. 

One  ironic  note  to  Chalmers' 
resignation  was  that  in  1970,  the 
regents  almost  had  expelled  him  by 
a  4  to  3  vote  following  a  series  of  ar- 
sons on  the  KU  campus.  This  time 


Chalmers  made  the  decision  with  no 
apparent  force  from  the  board. 

These  actions  by  the  regents, 
along  with  their  minor  administrative 
duties  are  passed  over  with  the  same 
speed  and  lack  of  debate  in  their 
monthly  meetings.  The  regents  have 
been  criticized  lately  for  this  lack  of 
public  discussion  of  topics  which 
have  such  great  effect  on  so  many 
students. 

Stewart  explained  that  the  agenda 
is  passed  over  quickly  in  their 
meetings  to  keep  the  sessions  from 
becoming  overly-long  and  boring. 
The  November  meeting  lasted  less 
than  an  hour. 

Instead  of  discussion  occurring  in 
the  regents'  monthly  meetings, 
Stewart  said,  the  discussion  occurs 
in  committee  meetings,  which  accor- 
ding to  Stewart,  are  open  to  the 
press. 

The  board  has  eight  standing 
committees,  plus  ad  hoc  committees 
when  circumstances  call  for  their 
formation.  Each  of  the  regents  sits 
on  three  or  four  committees. 

When  the  board  meets  in  full  to 
take  action  on  the  measures,  Stewart 
said,  they  usually  act  according  to 
the  committee's  recommendations 
without  further  discussion  from  the 
board. 

"We  had  to  do  it  this  way,  or  we'd 
be  meeting  30  days  a  month," 
Stewart  said.

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Even  before  college  begins  to 
teach  you  to  be  a  chemist  or  a 
teacher  or  an  accountant,  it  teaches 
you  to  be  something  else:  a  student.

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Students  fight  periodic  slumps

When  the  downs  are  really  down 
and  the  ups  are  non-existent,  don't 
feel  alone.  Students  have  been  hav- 
ing downs,  slumps  or  depressions 
for  a  long  time. 

The  term  "sophomore  slump"  is 
misleading  because  sophomores 
certainly  don't  have  a  monopoly  on 
depression.  The  slump  can  come  at 
any  time  during  a  college  career. 
Students  said  slumps  came 
anywhere  from  the  first  semester  of 
their  freshman  year  to  the  last 
semester  of  their  senior  year.  And 
more  than  one  slump  is  not  uncom- 
mon. (One  student  reported  his 
slump  has  lasted  for  the  past  20 
years.) 

What  causes  these  slumps?  The 
college  years  are  a  time  of  upheavals 
and  uncertainties,  E.  Robert  Sinnett, 
director  of  Mental  Health  Services, 
said.  Deciding  what  kind  of  person 
he  wants  to  be,  boy-girl  problems, 
parental  problems  and  uncertainty 
about  the  future  can  complicate  a 
student's  life. 

A  freshman's  slump  could  be 
caused  by  adjustment  problems,  be- 
ing away  from  home  or  the  realiza- 
tion that  he  is  no  longer  in  high 
school  and  the  competition  is 
tougher. 

Sophomore  slumps  often  come 
because  the  newness  of  college  has 
worn  off. 

"I  got  cocky  and  took  18  hours.  I 
thought  it  would  be  a  breeze,  but  I 
just  don't  feel  like  doing  any  work," 
one  sophomore  said. 

"I  was  fed  up.  I  had  one  bad  class  I 
hated,  and  it  ruined  the  whole 
semester,"  a  junior  said. 

"I  changed  my  major  five  times  in 


one  semester,"  another  added. 

"A  student  goes  along  doing 
whatever  comes.  Then  he  comes  to 
a  point  where  he  realizes  he  has  to 
take  his  life  under  control,  decide 
what  he  wants  and  fight  to  get  it," 
Christine  Hunt,  counselor  in  the 
Center  for  Student  Development, 
said. 

A  senior  can  become  depressed 
when  he  realizes  that  after  16  years 
of  being  a  student,  he  will  have  to  go 
out  in  the  world  and  make  his  own 
way,  she  said. 

Classes  may  be  so  easy  that  the 
senior  gets  bored.  He  may  come  to 
think  of  college  life  as  artificial.  Or 
his  values  may  have  changed,  and 
he  now  wants  a  different  life  style 
than  the  one  he  spent  four  years 
training  for,  she  added. 

How  does  a  student  get  over  his 
slump?  New  classes,  teachers, 
roommates  or  friends  may  help. 
Taking  a  semester's  or  year's  vaca- 
tion from  school  may  be  what  is 
needed  to  overcome  a  depression. 

"Growth  is  what  helps  people  out 
of  slumps,"  Ms.  Hunt  said. 
Sometimes  all  they  need  is  a  little 
impetus,  a  little  outside  help.  Taking 
a  lighter  class  load  until  his  other 
problems  are  worked  out  may  help. 

"Sometimes  a  person  needs  to 
stop  and  take  stock  of  himself  and 
make  changes,"  Sinnett  said. 

"Perhaps  if  we  didn't  have  some 
difficulties,  life  would  be  dull,  like  a 
factory  job,"  he  concluded. 

So  when  the  sophomore  (or 
freshman  or  junior  or  senior)  slump 
hits,  just  remember  that  well-known 
physics  principle:  what  goes  down 
must  come  up.

The  Nobel  Prize  is 
waiting. 
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Student  Health  offers  outpatient,  hospital  services

"It's  not  bad  compared  to  the  real 
world.  I'm  used  to  a  military  hospital 
where  you  have  to  wait  all  day,"  com- 
mented a  young  man  who  was 
waiting  to  see  the  doctor. 

Other  students  sat  patiently,  doing 
homework,  reading  magazines  or 
staring  off  into  space.  Some  had 
been  waiting  for  almost  an  hour; 
perhaps  others  would  make  it  in  and 
out  in  twenty  minutes  —  if  they  had 
appointments. 

The  scene  is  an  average  day  at 
Lafene  Student  Health  Center,  an 
on-campus  medical  clinic  and  ac- 
credited hospital  funded  totally  by 
student  fees. 

While  many  students  bitch  and 
refer  to  Lafene  as  "Student  Death," 
most  of  them  don't  realize  that  on  an 
average  day  approximately  250  to 
300  patients  will  have  passed 
through  the  clinic's  doors  —  to  be 
treated  by  a  staff  of  six  full-time  and 
three  part-time  physicians. 

To  relieve  this  staff  shortage  and 
perhaps  reduce  the  waiting  stigma, 
Lafene  introduced  an  appointment 
policy  this  fall.  Those  students  desir- 
ing consultations  with  a  physician 
prior  to  treatment  were  asked  to 
come  in  to  the  health  center  and 


make  appointments. 

"I  was  disappointed  that  I  couldn't 
get  an  appointment  for  a  sore 
throat,"  one  student  said,  when  she 
learned  that  Student  Health 
physicians  prefer  to  treat  colds  and 
sore  throats  on  the  walk-in  basis. 

"I'd  never  go  in  without  an  ap- 
pointment," another  student  said, 
stating  that  she  had  never  waited 
longer  than  10  or  15  minutes. 

Also,  for  the  first  time  in  K-State's 
history,  students  can  obtain  con- 
traceptives at  Lafene  after  attending 
a  required  educational  session  on 
birth  control  and  undergoing  a 
physical  examination. 

Known  as  the  Family  Planning 
Clinic,  this  service  was  established 
by  Lafene  personnel  during  July, 
1972,  after  Riley  County  health 
authorities  said  they  would  no  longer 
dispense  birth  control  pills  or  other 
contraceptive  devices  to  K-State 
students. 

Students  attending  one  of  the 
weekly  sessions  in  Lafene's  base- 
ment sat  silently  as  they  waited  for 
the  slide  and  tape  presentation  to 
begin.  Many  had  reacted  with  mild 
shock  when  asked  to  present  their  ID 
cards  at  the  door  a  few  moments 


before.  Of  the  usual  group  of  35, 
perhaps  two  or  three  male  students 
are  present  at  each  session. 

Mike  Bradshaw,  health  educator, 
handed  out  pieces  of  scrap  paper  to 
the  students  after  the  lecture  —  "for 
those  questions  you  might  not 
otherwise  ask." 

"I  didn't  learn  anything  I  didn't 
know  before,"  one  girl  said,  as  she 
left  the  session. 

Another  girl  said  she  would  have 
preferred  a  private  consultation  with 
a  physician  to  the  "self-conscious" 
atmosphere  prevailing  at  the  clinic. 

Among  other  special  services 
offered  to  students  by  Lafene  are 
mental  health  care,  preparation  of 
special  diets  and  campus  sanitation. 

A  40-bed  student  hospital,  fully 
accredited  by  the  Joint  Commission 
on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals,  is 
maintained  on  Lafene's  second 
floor. 

One  student,  citing  a  major  im- 
provement in  Lafene's  medical  staff 
during  the  past  three  years  she  has 
attended  K-State,  summed  up  stu- 
dent opinion  about  the  clinic  by  say- 
ing, "There's  a  lot  to  be  desired 
about  Student  Health,  but  it  has  im- 
proved, and  it  could  be  a  lot  worse." 
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Walking  aids  transportation  woes 


The  shortest  distance  between 
two  given  points  is  a  straight  line. 

In  speaking  of  transportation, 
walking  would  logically  be  the 
quickest,  easiest,  and  most  conven- 
tional means  of  getting  between  any 
two  points.  (This  is  assuming,  of 
course,  that  roads  curve  and  that  for 
convenience  sake,  the  given  points 
aren't  much  more  than  campus  dis- 
tance from  each  other.) 

At  approximately  quarter  past  the 
hour,  doors  of  campus  buildings  fly 
open,  and  hundreds  of  K-State 
students  flock  to  cars  and  bicycles.

good  exercise. 

Yet,  because  of  time,  we  take  the 
shortest  distance  between  several 
variable  points,  even  if  that  means 
getting  ripped  off  in  Aggie  stores. 
We  have  saved  time,  if  not  money. 

In  speaking  of  transportation 
between  cities  and  states,  there  are 
various  and  assorted  means  for  get- 
ting to  the  end.  It  can  be  quite  a  has- 
sle hitchhiking  or  paying  exorbitant 
rates  for  bus,  train  and  airplane 
fares,  but  when  home  is  where  the 
heart  is,  the  shortest,  fastest  and 
most  economical  distance  is  com- 
puted, arranged  and  then  set  out  for 
—one  doesn't  have  much  choice. 

Getting  down  to  earth,  on  campus 
we  suggest  walking  whenever  possi- 
ble. It  permits  the  K-State  hot-house 
student  to  get  some  needed  exercise 
and  cleaner  air  to  breathe.

Band!" 

This  phrase  is  familiar  to  football 
fans  as  the  beginning  of  the  half  time 
show.  But  what  is  it  like  to  be  down 
there  on  the  field  marching? 

"It's  a  lot  of  work  but  it's  worth  it," 
seems  to  be  the  consensus  of  the 
members. 

And  it  is  a  lot  of  work.  The  band 
usually  spends  six  hours  in  rehearsal 
the  week  before  a  home  game,  and 
game  day  itself  takes  six  hours.  In 
non-game  weeks,  the  band  spends 
four  hours  in  practice,  Phil  Hewett, 
band  director,  said. 

"We  spend  almost  as  much  time 
on  physical  coordination  as  the  foot- 
ball team  does.  It's  physically 
demanding  to  run  on  the  field  all  in 
step  and  in  line,"  Hewett  said. 

The  week  before  classes  started 
in  the  fall,  the  band  had  intensive 
practice  nine  hours  a  day  for  five 
days.  But  Hewett  said  he  had  "not 
one  complaint." 

One  member  even  thought  the 
band  didn't  practice  enough,  but  he 
admitted  a  lot  of  people  don't  have 
much  time  to  spend. 

What  is  there  about  band  that 
makes  all  the  effort  worth  it? 


Some  band  members  explained 
why  they  like  it: 

—"It's  fun  just  to  do  the  shows." 
—"We  get  good  seats  at  the  game 
for  free." 

—"The  kids  are  really  friendly." 
—"I  feel  more  a  part  of  the  game  — 
we  sit  in  the  soul  of  the  rooting  sec- 
tion  and   work  with   Dixon   to  get 
students  excited." 
—"It's  worth  one  hour  credit." 
—"You  make  new  friends." 

The  trips  the  band  makes  are  the 
high  points,  members  said.  In  the  fall 
of  1972  the  band  put  on  shows  at 
Oklahoma  University,  Kansas  City 
Arrowhead  Stadium  and  Nebraska 
University. 

A  band  benefit,  Band  Day  for  high 
school  bands,  a  Band  Blast  concert 
and  Band  Banquet  (semi-formal) 
kept  the  group  busy  in  addition  to 
pep  rallies  and  shows  for  each  home 
game. 

The  230  band  members  are 
chosen  from  more  than  400  who 
audition  and  are  a  fairly  close-knit 
group,  Hewett  said. 

They  would  have  to  be  to  work 
together  to  make  the  band  the 
"Pride  of  Wildcat  Land"  and  the  best 
in  the  Big  Eight. 
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Slumber:  college  students'  "Impossible  Dream"

Those  crazy  brochures  the 
University  sends  out  to  incoming 
freshman  are  a  waste  of  time. 

They  spend  pages  trying  to  "show 
the  ropes"  to  new-comers.  How  to 
pull  cards,  how  to  buy  books,  how  to 
have  fun  —  and  yet  they  leave  out 
the  most  important  item:  how  to  go 
to  college  and  sleep  at  the  same 
time. 

One  school  of  thought  contends  it 
is  impossible  to  attend  college  and 
get  any  sleep  at  all.  And  this 
philosophy  has  many  adherents, 
most  of  them  students  in  architec- 
ture, engineering  and  vet  medicine. 

Many  students,  nonetheless,  feel 
the  system  can  be  beat.  But  it  takes 
some  rehabilitation  and  lots  of  prac- 
tice. 

First,  if  you've  been  socialized  into 
believing  you  need  eight  or  nine 
hours  of  sleep  every  night  —  forget 
it.  That  childhood  custom  had  better 
stay  at  home  with  making  your  bed 
every  morning,  coming  home  early 
on  Friday  nights  and  never  skipping 
school. 

When  God  decided  on  24  hours 
for  the  length  of  the  day,  he  simply 
did  not  take  into  consideration 
classes,  labs,  long  textbook 
chapters,  papers,  meetings  and 
jobs. 

That  means  that  certain  luxuries 
such  as  eating  and  sleeping  must  go. 
And  since  food  centers  trick 
everybody  into  buying  meal  tickets, 
most  students  have  decided  to  give 
up  sleep. 

How  is  it  done?  The  end  justifies 
any  means.  But  experts  do  concur 
on  some  basics. 

Beginners    must   get    used    to 


periodic  "quickie"  snoozes.  These 
soon  replace  the  once  sacrosanct 
all-night  slumbers.  The  rule  of 
thumb  is  two  or  three  hours  at  most. 

Go  to  class  for  a  few  hours.  Take  a 
snooze.  Study  for  a  few  hours.  Take 
a  snooze.  Eat.  Take  a  snooze.  Study 
another  few  hours.  Go  to  work.  Take 
a  snooze. 

The  body  will  soon  adapt  to  this 
somnolent  pitter-patter.  But  caution 
is  advised.  Once  the  art  of  the  quick 
snooze  is  polished,  an  overdose  of 
sleep  can  be  fatal. 

Many  a  reckless  student  has  kick- 
ed the  bucket  by  greeding  for  that 
additional  bit  of  shut-eye.  The  body 
couldn't  stand  the  shock. 

How  long  you  sleep  is  tantamount 
to  where  you  sleep.  If  you  are  so 
foolish  to  actually  sleep  in  a  bed  — 
with  sheets  and  pillows,  no  less  — 
then  failure  is  deserved. 

Lectures  afford  the  best  oppor- 
tunities for  catching  up  on  sleep.  The 
length  of  such  classes  —  and  the 
quality  of  the  lecture  —  are  ideally 
suited  to  the  quick  snooze. 

This  means,  of  course,  that  you 
must  learn  to  sleep  sitting  up,  but  if 
you're  tired  enough,  you  can  sleep 
standing  on  your  head.  It's  even  a 
good  idea  to  feign  note-taking  by 
taping  a  pencil  to  your  hand  while 
you  sleep.  However,  this  does 
possess  a  drawback  in  that  the 
chances  of  puncturing  your  eardrum 
inadvertently  while  reaching  up  to 
scratch  your  ear  are  rather  high. 

Books  are  also  good  places  to 
catch  a  wink  or  two.

Student  sleeping. 
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Cross-campus  10-minute  dash 
frustrates  exhausted  students

So,  you  have  two  classes  back  to 
back,  one  at  Ackert  Hall  and  the 
other  at  Thompson.  Or  you  have  one 
at  Calvin  and  the  other  at  Weber. 

After  wailing  "how  could  they  do 
this  to  me?"  seven  oreight  times,  you 
settle  down,  try  to  be  calm  and  run 
through  the  list  of  possible  solutions. 

You  could  get  a  bike  (if  it's  not 


winter,  and  if  you  can  afford  one)  or 
drive  (which  is  not  practical  because 
it  will  take  ten  minutes  just  to  find  a 
parking  space).  Or  you  could  drop 
one  of  the  classes  and  add  another 
so  that  they're  both  in  the  same 
building  —  so  what  if  you're  an  art 
major  and  it's  an  organic  chem 
class?  You  could  find  a  telephone 
booth  to  change  in  and  take  to  the 
skies  as  Super-Student  or  even  skip 
the  classes  on  an  alternating  basis. 

If  all  else  fails,  you  may  decide  to 
take  up  jogging  in  preparation  for 
the  cross-campus  sprint.  Further- 
more, you  will  learn  all  the  shortcuts: 
through  buildings,  across  lawns, 
over  fences,  between  cars  and  past 
all  the  amazed  people. 

And  you've  done  it  in  10  minutes! 
At  the  end  of  your  dash  you  expect 
maybe  a  medal  and  a  handshake, 
but  instead  you  get  an  hour's  lecture 
for  which  you're  too  tired  to  take 
notes. 
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Library  criticized  by  students: 
patience,  cooperation  needed 


Farrell  Library  may  seem  to  be  an 
ogre  at  times.  It  invariably  loses  the 
needed  book  somewhere  in  its 
cavernous  depths,  and  worse,  it 
reminds  a  student  that  he  did  come 
here  to  learn  —  not  to  practice  out- 
chugging  his  neighbor. 

But  libraries,  too,  have  hearts. 

Farrell  does  try  hard  to  please, 
although  students  often  fail  to  notice. 
Constant  rip-offs  of  books  and 
magazines  by  the  very  students  who 
will  "have  to  have"  some  other  book 
the  next  day  seem  a  bit  incongruous. 

Possibly  some  attempt  should  be 
made  to  show  the  other  side  of  the 
picture,  from  the  librarians'  point  of 
view. 

Imagine  trying  to  keep  630,000 
books  and  13,000  periodicals  in 
precise  order,  good  repair  and 
available  for  students  and  faculty. 
With  a  staff  of  69  persons,  of  whom 
only  33  are  actual  librarians,  the  task 
seems  rather  formidable. 

Ever  since  August  1970,  when  the 
new  addition  to  Farrell  was  opened, 
the  need  for  cooperation  from 
students  and  faculty  has  been  grow- 
ing along  with  the  increased  space 
and  higher  numbers  of  new  books 
(approximately  30  to  40  thousand) 
added  each  year. 

Because  of  the  open-shelf  policy 
at  Farrell,  students  are  free  to  enter 
the  stacks  of  books  and  serve 
themselves. 

The  main  stacks  aren't  hard  to 
find,  but  wait  until  the  student  is  told 
to  go  to  East  Stack  4B  or  until  he 
must  "follow  the  red  arrow  on  the 
South  Stack  4th  floor,"  which  leads 
him  to  a  flight  of  stairs  and  a  strange 
little  stack  of  books  crammed  into 
the  upper  level  of  the  library. 

Then  the  problem  begins.  "I  can't 
find  it"  is  one  of  the  most  common 
laments  heard. 


But  if  the  student  could  take  the 
time  to  learn  the  physical  layout  of 
the  library,  much  of  the  problem 
could  be  eliminated. 

Tours  are  readily  available  for 
those  who  desire  a  more  extensive 
view  of  the  library;  these  can  be 
arranged  through  the  circulation 
department  of  Farrell. 

Beyond  the  physical  layout  of  the 
library,  another  problem  lies  in 
locating  those  often-elusive  books 
and  magazines.  Once  the  person 
gets  the  call  number  and  the  floor 
memorized,  the  disappointment  in 
not  finding  the  item  often  leads  him 
to  blast  the  library  staff  for  its  inef- 
ficiency. 

As  one  librarian  commented,  "the 
only  time  they  seem  to  approach  us 
is  when  they  are  angry;  we'll  try  to 
put  out  as  much  effort  as  they  will." 

A  student  disgruntled  by  his 
failure  to  locate  a  book  or  magazine 
may  not  recall  his  own  thoughtless 
page-ripping  when  the  Xerox 
machine  was  10  feet  away  or  the 
time  when  he  decided  to  steal  "just 
for  fun." 

In  addition  to  knowing  the 
physical  layout  and  being  con- 
siderate of  others  by  not  stealing 
books,  students  find  it  helpful  to  get 
to  know  some  of  the  librarians  as 
people,  not  old,  stodgy 
bookmongers. 

Most  of  these  are  not  stereotyped 
librarians  in  the  sense  that  they  don't 
maintain  a  quota  on  silence  and 
don't  keep  their  heads  in  books  con- 
stantly. 

Even  they  go  jiffing  on  Friday 
afternoons.  You  might  see  them  in 
Aggieville,  letting  off  steam,  just  like 
everyone  else. 

A  library  isn't  a  cold,  heartless 
place;  librarians,  too,  have  feelings. 

Even  Farrell  Library  has  a  heart.

Union  Governing  Board,  the 
policy-making  body  of  the  Union,  is 
composed  of  nine  students,  three 
faculty  members,  one  alumnus  and 
two  staff  members  of  the  Union.

But  through  college  housing  — 
dorms,  houses,  apartments  —  you 
find  ways  to  cooperate  with  the  peo- 
ple you'll  encounter  wherever  you 
live. 


Greeks  share 
responsibilities 
of  living  group

"Hey  Jack,  you  got  another  letter 
from  your  girlfriend." 

"Who's  driving  to  class?" 

"Need  one  more  partner  for  foos- 
ball.  Get  Wright." 

"Can  you  help  me  with  chemistry, 
Susan?" 

That's  the  way  Greek  houses 
sound  when  given  a  chance.  Typical. 
Comments  you'd  expect  from  any 
group  of  students  living  together. 

Put  houses  on  the  defensive,  and 
the  warped  comments  surface  like 
bubbles  from  a  diver's  tank. 

"Well,  we  like  to  think  that  we're 
the  social  group  on  campus." 

"Almost  all  of  our  members  par- 
ticipate in  extra-curricular  activities 
on  K-State's  campus." 

"We've  got  the  neatest  house- 
mother —  she's  really  something 
else." 

What  else  can  be  said?  Ask 
someone  to  say  something  im- 
pressive about  himself,  and  that's 
what  you  get  —  something  meant  to 
sound  impressive. 

The  facade  of  importance  and 
prestige  is  only  a  cover-up  for  the 
real  difference  between  Greek 
houses  and  other  campus  living 
groups.  It's  very  simple.  The 
students  in  a  house  have  to  assume 
responsibility  for  their  organization 
as  well  as  themselves. 

Anyone   can    live   apart   from 


responsibility.  The  trend  to 
apartment-living  is  testimony  to  this 
fact.  It's  much  easier  to  claim  the 
good  things  —  "Yeah,  there  are 
some  really  nice  people  living 
around  me,"  —  and  it's  easier  to  dis- 
claim the  bad  —  "I  don't  know 
anything  about  them.  They  live  down 
the  hall." 

Greeks  don't  have  the  same  flex- 
ibility. As  members  of  a  specific  liv- 
ing group,  they  must  answer  not  only 
for  their  own  actions,  but  also  for 
those  of  the  others  in  their  house. 
When  one  member  gets  drunk  in 
public,  the  whole  group  is  labeled  as 
a  bunch  of  alcoholics. 

The  reason  a  Greek  house  is 
something  special  in  the  eyes  of  its 
members  is  clear  when  viewed  in 
this  light.  No  one  wants  to  be 
associated  with  a  group  unless  he 


thinks  it  offers  him  something  he 
can't  get  elsewhere. 

So  the  cliches  appear  —  spirit, 
social  living  and  scholarship.  In 
many  houses  these  ideals  are  not 
cliches;  they  are  meaningful  realities. 
How  much  an  intangible  like  spirit 
means  to  a  member  depends  on  how 
much  of  himself  he  gives  to  make  it 
important. 

The  students  in  any  house  are 
typical:  they  like  to  do  the  same 
things  as  non-Greeks  do.  But  their 
responsibility  to  the  group  as  a 
whole  demands  that  they  set  high 
standards  for  themselves. 

What  is  a  Greek  house?  It's 
friendship,  water  fights,  parties,  TV- 
watching,  studying,  individuality, 
new  experiences,  intramurals  .  .  . 
and  responsibilities.  For  more  than 
No.  1.  For  the  whole  group. 
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Functions  combine  beer,  dancing,  mixing,  fun

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Students  share  jobs  in  houses 


Cooking  for  fifty,  cleaning  for  fifty 
and  living  with  fifty. 

The  three  scholarship  houses  at 
K-State  are  operated  by  Housing 
and  Food  Service  and  provide  hous- 
ing for  about  150  students  at  a 
reduced  cost. 

In  return,  the  residents  live 
cooperatively  —  cooking  their  own 
meals  and  maintaining  their  respec- 
tive houses. 

Smith  and  Straube,  houses  for 
men,  are  owned  by  the  University 
Endowment  Association.  Prospec- 
tive residents  file  financial 
statements  and  are  selected  on  the 
basis  of  scholastic  ability  and  finan- 
cial need. 

Smith  was  founded  in  1957  in 
memory  of  Maitland  Smith.  House 


members  set  most  of  their  own  rules, 
and  have  taken  steps  toward  self- 
government. 

Straube  was  founded  in  1959  by 
various  milling  companies  as  a 
memorial  to  Oscar  Straube,  promi- 
nent Kansas  City  milling  executive. 
Members  are  active  in  independent 
intramurals. 

The  scholarship  house  for  women, 
Smurthwaite,  is  operated  by  the 
Kansas  Home  Demonstration  Units. 
The  residents  are  selected  by 
scholarship,  financial  need  and  per- 
sonal interviews. 

Scholarship  house  students  truly 
depend  on  each  other.  This  creates 
personal  bonds  far  beyond  those 
aquired  at  the  kitchen  stove. 
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Residence  hall  labels  inaccurate,  unnecessary 


Don't  deny  it.  We  all  do  it  oc- 
casionally. 

We  tend  to  categorize  students  by 
where  they  live:  apartment-dwellers, 
Greeks,  dormies. 

But  dorm  residents  aren't 
characterized  only  by  living  in 
University  housing;  they  are  labeled 
by  which  hall  they  inhabit. 

You've  heard  the  (often 
derogatory)  names:  Putnam  Prudes, 
Haymaker  Animals,  Goodnow  Jocks, 
Moore  Freaks. 

The  question  is  not  why  the 
groups  are  labeled.  That's  obvious. 
Living  groups,  filled  with  pride  and 
confidence  in  their  own  superiority, 
tack  the  deprecating  names  on  other 
groups  as  a  way  of  asserting  their 
own  rightness. 

The  question  is  this:  why  are  the 
groups  labeled  the  way  they  are?  In 
other  words,  is  the  dorm's  image  a 
product  of  the  students'  personality, 
or  are  the  students'  personalities  in- 


fluenced by  the  dorm's  image? 

By  way  of  example:  did  Goodnow 
Jocks  come  into  being  because  a  lot 
of  sports-minded  girls  live  there,  or 
do  Goodnow  residents  become 
athletic  on  checking  into  the  dorm? 

It  could  be  a  little  of  both. 

For  instance,  phys.  ed.  majors 
might  tell  other  phys.  ed.  majors  that 
Goodnow  is  a  fine  place  to  live,  thus 
causing  the  athletic  population  of 
Goodnow  to  sky-rocket. 

Or  maybe  girls  who  are  normally 
indifferent  to  sports  move  into  Good- 
now, are  pressured  into  participating 
and  find  they  love  volleyball. 

Now  that  we've  solved  the 
problems  of  why  residence  halls  are 
labeled  and  whether  the  students 
make  the  dorm  or  the  dorm  makes 
the  students,  we  have  just  one  more 
question:  is  it  all  necessary? 

It  most  certainly  is  not. 

If  you  questioned  all  150  residents 
of  Van  Zile,  the  honors  dorm.you'd 


find  that  about  one-half  of  them 
aren't  even  honors  students.  So 
the  horn-rimmed-glasses-nose-in- 
the-book  image  is  neither  accurate 
nor  necessary. 

And  if  you  scoured  all  nine  floors 
of  Haymaker,  you  might  find  an 
"animal"  or  two  who  doesn't  tear 
toilets  out  of  the  walls  and  who  even 
studies  occasionally.  So  the  animal 
image  (plus  the  eighth  floor's 
amateur  Frank  Lloyd  Wright 
stereotypes)  are  hardly  appropriate. 

The  message  is  this:  when  you 
meet  a  girl  from  Putnam,  don't 
automatically  assume  she's  a  prude 
—  you  might  be  tangling  with  Little 
Lolita.  And  when  a  guy  from  Moore 
approaches  you,  he  just  might  want 
to  know  what  time  it  is. 

Don't  take  stereotypes  too 
seriously  —  you  might  miss  out  on 
meeting  some  great  Haymaker 
Intellectuals,  Putnam  Swingers  and 
Van  Zile  Jocks  that  way. 
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Maids  encounter  grime  daily

Her  weapons:  dustcloth,  mop  and 
cart  of  disinfectants. 

Her  mission:  to  erase  the  daily 
grime  and  mess  accumulated  by 
residence  hall  inhabitants. 

The  maid,  like  no  other  school 
employe,  gets  a  practical  picture  of 
students'  feelings  about  ecology. 
She  picks  up  candy  bar  wrappers  off 
of  the  floors,  empties  over-flowing 
ashtrays,  and  tidies  up  Johns. 

She  has  observed  caged  rats  kept 
in  closets  alongside  dirty  dishes  and 
clothes  left  to  soak  until  scum  forms 
over  them. 

"It  doesn't  take  very  many  to  make 
a  mess,"  most  maids  agree. 

On  the  other  hand,  Dorothy,  who 
has  worked  at  Van  Zile  for  almost  27 
years,  said  she  believes,  "Anybody 
who's  young  is  going  to  make 
messes.  If  they  didn't  make  messes, 
they  wouldn't  need  any  maids." 

Some  of  the  more  common  things 
maids  run  across  in  their  daily  work 
include  left-over  Cokes  and  unclaim- 
ed clothes  in  the  laundry  rooms. 
Many  times  they  retrieve  hairdryers 
and  other  personal  belongings  left 
lying  around  from  the  fate  of  no 
return. 

"Some  of  these  kids  say  I'm  like 


their  mothers  —  cleaning  up  after 
them,"  Dorothy  laughed. 

"I  enjoy  the  work.  It's  kind  of  hum- 
drum .  .  .  you  do  the  same  thing 
every  day,  but  then  there's  always 
something  different,"  said  Esther, 
who  works  at  Ford.  Like  the  others, 
she  puts  in  a  40-hour  work  week. 

The  chance  to  earn  extra  income 
attracts  most  women  to  these  jobs, 
according  to  Esther.  She  began 
working  while  her  son  was  finishing 
school  here. 

Whenever  certain  cleaning 
problems  arise  on  a  particular  floor, 
most  maids  will  talk  to  the  floor 
president  and  staff  members  about 
it.

"When  you  see  some  of  these 
things,"  Pauline  said  "it  makes  you 
wonder  —  are  they  little  kids  or  are 
they  really  college  material?" 

"However,  it's  a  low  percentage 
that  makes  it  look  bad  for 
everybody,"  she  said.

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Students  find  "living  at  work"  takes  adjustment

A  home  is  not  always  a  house  — 
or  a  dorm,  or  a  Greek  house  or  even 
an  apartment. 

At  college,  home  is  what's  waiting 
with  four-walled  arms  and  a  mother- 
ly roof  after  a  day  of  classes. 

And  for  some,  that  can  mean 
almost  anything. 

Just  west  of  Student  Health  is  a 
limestone  building  straddled  by  a 
large  water  tank.  On  the  east  door  is 
a  sign  which  reads:  "Power  Plant." 

A  stairway,  a  few  short  corridors, 
another  stairway,  and  one  steps  onto 
second  floor  to  find  an  odd,  almost 
comical  sight. 

Alan  Borthwick  is  hanging  his 
clothes  to  dry.  On  a  clothesline,  no 
less. 

"That's  what  you  do  if  you  don't 
have  a  dryer,  you  know,"  Borthwick, 
a  senior  in  political  science, 
answered.  He  shares  three  con- 
verted rooms  at  the  Power  Plant  with 
seven  other  K-State  males. 

They  are  student  fire-fighters.  In 
exchange  for  rent,  the  eight  men 
place  themselves  at  the  beckon  of 
the  campus. 

"Our  main  job  is  the  fire-fighting," 
Borthwick  said.  "But  there  aren't  too 
many  fires.  Most  of  our  alarms  don't 
amount  to  much,  but  we  have  to  be 
on  duty  anyway." 

Two  two-man  rooms  and  one 
four-man  room  accommodate  the 
group.  The  rooms  are  much  like 
some  dorm  rooms  in  size,  and  the 
guys  have  painted  and  decorated 
them  to  their  tastes. 

But  life  as  a  fire-fighter  is  a  far  cry 
from  dorm  living.  The  guys  are  for- 
bidden to  have  women  or  liquor  in 
sight.  The  plant  is  locked  tight  after  5 
p.m.,  so  no  one  could  get  in  if  he 
wanted. 

The  guys  take  turns  "on  duty." 
Four  fire-fighters  are  on  duty  every 
night.   Each  guy  is  on   round-the- 
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clock  duty  every  other  weekend.  And 
those  on  duty  must  be  within  hearing 
distance  of  the  loud  emergency 
whistle  that  screams  from  atop  the 
Power  Plant.  The  whistle  has  priority 
over  anything. 

"It's  not  a  bad  way  to  live,  but  not 
great  either,"  John  Jurgensmeier, 
senior  in  electrical  engineering,  said. 

"You're  on  duty  quite  a  bit  so  you 
don't  get  to  go  out  messing  around 
as  much  as  you  want  to,"  he  said. 

"It's  weird,  all  right,"  Borthwick 
said.  "Everybody  wants  to  be  out, 
but  nobody  leaves.  We  need  the 
money.  You've  got  to  be  crazy  to 
move  in  or  crazy  to  move  out." 

North  of  the  Goodnow-Marlatt 
complex  on  Denison,  one  sees  most- 
ly corrals,  dairy  equipment  and 
cows. 

There  are  no  parades  of  students, 
and  little  noise  —  just  quiet. 

"That's  why  I  like  it  here  better 
than  the  dorm,"  Dave  McClaskey, 
sophomore  in  dairy  productions 
said. 

McClaskey  and  two  others  share  a 
room  on  an  upper  floor  of  the  huge 
dairy  barn  on  North  Denison. 

Their  job  is  to  patrol  the  grounds, 
watch  for  prowlers  and  do  clean-up 
work.  In  addition  they  each  help  with 
milking  the  cows  twice  a  week,  in- 
cluding getting  up  once  a  week  to 
milk  at  3  a.m. 

McClaskey  and  roommate  Bill 
Garrett  have  both  lived  in  dorms  and 
prefer  the  quieter  setting  of  their 
present  "home." 

"We're  away  from  the  noise,  we're 
comfortable  and  we  can  live  the  way 
we  want  to,"  McClaskey  said. 

Garrett,  McClaskey  and  freshman 
Tim  Lackey  pay  no  rent.  They  all 
have  meal  tickets,  however,  and  eat 
at  Derby  or  Kramer. 

"Oh,  it's  different,  I  guess," 
McClaskey  said.  "The  roof  leaks 
sometimes;  there  are  no  screens  on 
the  windows.  And  every  so  often  an 


old  raccoon  will  run  by  outside  the 
window.  You  don't  see  that  in  a 
dorm.  But  mostly  it's  nice  and  quiet." 

Not  too  many  people  know  where 
Dan  Niblack  and  Bob  Dameron  live. 
Not  too  many  can  even  find  them. 

"It's  funny.  We'll  look  out  the  win- 
dow and  watch  people  go  right  by, 
and  they  don't  even  know  the  place 
is  here,"  Niblack,  junior  in  hor- 
ticulture said. 

Niblack  and  Dameron  live  in  one 
of  the  greenhouses  on  the  east  side 
of  campus  near  Justin  Hall. 

Partially  hidden  by  branches  and 
leaves,  a  small  antenna  sits  on  top  of 
what  looks  like  nothing  more  than  a 
flimsy  hut.  The  pipe  guardrail  that 
runs  along  the  edge  of  the  hill  in  front 
of  the  place  has  a  bicycle  chained  to 
it. 

The  two  students  water  and  tend 
the  plants  in  the  horticulture 
greenhouses  throughout  the  week. 
In  exchange,  they  receive  free  rent 
and  utilities. 

"The  place  is  perfect  for  two  peo- 
ple. We  have  few  restrictions.  We 
can  be  individual  and  enjoy  real 
privacy,"  Niblack  said. 

The  place  is  actually  just  a  section 
of  what  used  to  be  part  of  the 
greenhouse.  It  has  been  re-paneled 
and  converted  into  something 
resembling  an  apartment. 

It  has  a  sitting  room  with  a 
fireplace,  a  small  study  room,  a 
kitchen,  a  bathroom  and  a  loft  where 
Niblack  and  Dameron  sleep. 

"We  have  to  do  our  own  plumbing 
sometimes,"  Dameron  said.  "The 
pipes  knock.  This  place  has  been 
here  over  20  years.  But  it's  very  com- 
fortable; and  it's  extremely  con- 
venient to  live  right  on  campus. 
You're  so  close  to  your  classes." 

A  house  is  a  home,  but  only  if  one 
is  lucky  or  rich.  Until  then,  he  takes 
what  he  can  find. 
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For  rent:  eff. 
apt.-need  car- 
just  $200/mth. 

The  last  straw  is  broken  when  the 
dorm  room  becomes  too  small,  the 
Greek  house  becomes  too  expen- 
sive and  they  both  reverberate  with 
noise.  The  obvious  solution  is  to  find 
an  apartment. 

The  obvious  problem  with  such  an 
obvious  solution  is  this:  it  can't  be 
just  any  apartment.  It  must  be  an  ac- 
commodating one:  nice,  fairly  close 
to  campus  and  cheap. 

These  prerequisites  are  not  un- 
reasonable ones,  IF: 

A)  one  looks  well  in  advance  of  his 
move-in  deadline; 

B)  one  is  willing  to  shell  out  more  $ 
than  originally  anticipated;

Students  often  complain  about 
dorm  food,  but  those  who  live  in 
apartments  and  must  prepare  their 
own  meals  sometimes  look  back 
fondly  to  the  time  when  all  they  had 
to  do  for  dinner  was  take  a  meal 
ticket  to  the  food  center. 

One  of  the  most  time-consuming 
duties  of  apartment  dwellers  is 
grocery  shopping.  Piling  a  cart  with 
such  items  as  frozen  pizza,  potato 
chips,  dip  and  diet  cola  can  be  easy, 
but  it  is  also  expensive.

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"I  am  a  senior." 

To  a  fledgling  freshman  or  a 
sophomore  battling  with  a  slump, 
that  statement  is  akin  to  "I  am  God." 

But  ask  any  senior. 

He'll  tell  you  he's  not  floating 
through  a  Utopia  —  far  from  it.  He's 
facing  panic,  indecision  and  worry. 
He's  glad  to  be  finishing  school  for 
the  time  being,  but  the  things  ahead 
are  awfully  unnerving. 

The  job  market  is  tight,  and  that 
concerns  him.  He's  working  to  plan  a 
wedding  —  or  trying  to  stop 
clutching  because  he's  not.  He 
doesn't  want  to  go  back  home,  but 
where  else  is  there  to  go? 

Still,  in  more  rational  moments, 
he's  happy.  Textbooks  and  multiple 
choice  will  be  behind  him  soon,  and 
he  can  begin  to  prove  himself. 

College  has  prepared  him.  He's 
versed  in  his  field;  he's  learned  to 
work  within  a  bureaucracy;  and  he's 
practiced  living  with  himself  and 
others. 

Now  the  preparation  is  over,  and 
frightening  though  it  may  be,  he's 
ready  to  try  the  real  thing. 


Placement  Center  aids  job-seeking  K-Staters 


The  wooden  steps  leading  to  K- 
State's  Career  Planning  and  Place- 
ment Center  are  well-worn  and 
creaky. 

Located  in  the  basement  of 
Anderson  Hall,  the  Placement 
Center  assists  students  in  career 
counseling,  not  only  for  degree  can- 
didates but  for  underclassmen, 
alumni  and  prospective  students. 

There  are  three  professional  staff 
members,  or  placement  officers,  and 
each  has  certain  specialty  areas. 

Bruce  Laughlin,  director,  heads 
the  areas  of  business  administration, 
engineering,  architecture  and  design 
and  the  physical  sciences. 

James  Akin  and  Vernon  Geissler 
are  assistant  directors.  Akin's 
department  is  education,  both  public 
and  private.  Geissler  is  in  charge  of 
agriculture,  home  economics,  liberal 
arts,    veterinary    medicine   and 


government  employment. 

Laughlin  said  he  expects  around 
2,000  students  to  use  the  center  this 
year.  Of  that  number,  he  expects  600 
to  700  students  to  be  looking  for  jobs 
in  education,  and  1,200  to  1,300  to 
apply  for  jobs  in  business  and  in- 
dustry. 

"There  had  been  a  slight  decrease 
in  the  number  of  on-campus  inter- 
viewers within  the  last  four  to  five 
years,  but  I  expect  about  the  same  or 
a  slightly  higher  number  this  year  — 
about  320  organizations,"  Laughlin 
said. 

"It's  a  simple  fact  that  we  have  had 
a  recession,  and  companies  have 
stopped  growing  rapidly.  We  are 
financing  both  a  war  and  a  peace- 
time economy,"  he  added.  "In  recent 
years  there  has  been  a  belt- 
tightening." 

There   are   several    points   that 


almost  all  employers  look  for  when 
they  are  interviewing,  he  said. 

"They  look  for  the  right  kind  of 
preparation  and  a  good 
appearance,"  he  said.  "They  also 
look  for  a  good  personality  and 
willingness  to  work." 

"Employers  rate  K-State  students 
high  in  the  area  of  willingness 
because  they  often  have  had  a  lot  of 
work  experience,"  Laughlin  said. 

To  participate  in  on-campus  inter- 
views, a  student  must  be  registered 
with  the  Placement  Center.  They 
recommend  that  he  registers  one 
calendar  year  before  receiving  his 
degree.  The  student  then  signs  up 
for  interviews  with  prospective 
employers. 

When  a  student  is  battling  a  tight 
job  market,  K-State's  Career  Plan- 
ning and  Placement  Center  can  be 
his  best  friend. 
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Vietnam  peace 
kills  the  draft 

Jan.  27,  1973  —  Henry  Kissinger 
and  North  Vietnamese  officials  sign- 
ed the  cease-fire  agreement  which 
provided  for  an  official  peace. 

President  Nixon  said  draft  induc- 
tions were  to  be  suspended  from 
January  through  June  30,  when  his 
Presidential  authority  to  induct  will 
expire. 

What  did  this  mean  to  senior 
males  at  K-State? 

"I'm  relieved  right  now,"  a  senior 
in  business  administration  said.  "I 
have  a  2-S  until  the  end  of  May  but  I 
was  worried  about  getting  drafted 
between  graduation  and  June  30 
because  I'm  getting  married  in 
August." 

One  senior  in  political  science 
said  he  might  not  have  applied  to  law 
school  if  he  had  known  this  was  go- 
ing to  happen. 

"I  might  have  bummed  around 
Colorado  for  a  year  had  I  known  the 
draft  wouldn't  catch  me,"  he  said. 

Keith  Spare,  K-State's  draft 
counselor,  said  he  was  "somewhat 
cynical  and  leery"  about  whether  the 
suspension  of  draft  inductions  was 
permanent. 

"Students  won't  know  for  sure  un- 
til the  end  of  December  because 
their  eligibility  maintains  through  the 
end  of  a  year." 

Spare  said  he  advised  students  to 
hold  on  to  their  deferments  "until  we 
know  in  November  or  December  that 
there  definitely  won't  be  inductions." 

After  June  30,  Congress  will  vote 
whether  to  extend  the  President's 
authority  to  induct.  That  authority 
could  be  restored  within  about  a 
month's  time,  according  to  Spare. 

"I  don't  know  how  to  inform  peo- 
ple that  they  aren't  as  safe  as  they 
think,"  Spare  said.  "The  danger  lies 
in  another  bad  induction  situation." 

Whether  the  draft  calls  are  actual- 
ly ended  or  not  will  depend  upon  the 
progress  the  United  States  makes 
toward  achieving  a  volunteer  army 
and  upon  the  government's  attitude 
toward  militarism  in  the  future.
